THE k»*^ tf a«*« Oto U^ mr*, a tumtr tf curb*!, ** tf *«; 

it has a manifest relation to Sciences, such as Chronology, Antiquities and History, 
and serves to ascertain and illustrate them. For Coins, no less than Medals, " give 
" a great tight to History, in confirming such passages as are true, in settling such 
" as are told after different manners, and in recording such as have been omitted" *. 
The truth of which will, I conceive, appear from facts in dispute amongst our His- 
torians, which are now settled and confirmed by the evidence of some of the Coins 
mentioned in the following Essay. This kind of Study is so confessedly interesting, 
that many treatises on this subject have been published in several of our neighbouring 
countries; witness those of Bouteroue $ Le Blanc, on the French coins, of Thomas 
Broeder Bircherod, on the Danish, of Elias Brenner, on the Swedish, and of 
M. Folkes and S. M. Leake, Esqrs. on the English. But we have not as yet any par* 
Ucutar treatise on the Monies of this Kingdom. There are indeed two curious but 
very short chapters on Irish Coins, one in the Antiquities of Ireland, by Sir James 
Ware, the other in the Irish^ Historical Library, by Bishop Nicholson; the concise- 
ness of which induced me to draw up (at first only for my own amusement and in- 
struction) some observations upon what they had written on that sultfect : And although 
I have been enabled to make several additions from very curious Coins and Records, 
•which they had not seen, I cannot give my Reader a truer, as I cannot wish to give 
him a more favourable account of this Essay, than that it is chiefly the work of these 
two learned Antiquaries; and as such I presume to recommend it to his perusal. If 
I have at any time ventured to dissent from these great Men, I have given the reasons, 
sometimes I confess but conjectural, that determined my opinion, which I freely 
submit to better information.

PREFACE. 

It is almost impossible to give a perfect History of our Monies for want of suffi- 
cient records, many of which have been destroyed by time and various accidents. In 
order to preserve what are left concerning this Sulgect, as far as a work of this kind 
can contribute to that end, it has been thought proper to publish by way of Appendix 
those that are still in being, as materials for such as shall hereafter undertake to give 
us a better and more perfect account of these matters. 

As for the Coins exhibited in the Plates, besides my own, I have had the advantage 
of consulting the several collections of Trinity College, of James Ware, JohnPutland, 
and Ralph Howard, Esqrs. and of Mr. Henry Archdall. I take this opportunity to 
return my humble thanks to them, and to those gentlemen who have been pleased to 
communicate such other materials as could not come to my knowledge without their 
assistance. 

It now remains for me to beg the Reader* s indulgence and forgiveness for the many 
imperfections in the language and performance, and that, as an atonement far both, 
he will accept of my sincere desire of being in some degree useful to a country, now 
become my own.

ALTHOUGH we cannot trace out <be first Invention of money in Ireland, jet it 
cannot be denied, that it was in use here long before the arrival of the Danes, or 
Norwegians. The Irish word Monadh\ as well as* the other appellative words, 
used (with little variation in the pronunciation) in most of the antient and modern 
languages to signify money, seem to be derived from one and the same origin, the 
Hebrew Monah, or Mineh b , the name both of a weight, and of a kind of money, 
worth a hundred Denarii*: the Mineh of gold being worth a hundred shekels. 
Besides this, we find in the Irish many Mercantile and other words derived from the 
Hebrew, which, as they shew the Antiquity of the Irish, and its affinity to that 
mother tongue, denote likewise the early use of trade, and of money in Ireland; 
into which, no doubt, it was introduced as soon as inhabited, or at Inst frequented 
by other trading nations 4 the country affording gold, silver, and other metals", 
which perhaps were soon discovered by the first Inhabitants.

A. M. We find that in the reign of Tighernmhais Mac Fallamhuiit', the tenth monarch 

301 la of the Milesian race, Gold ore was discovered, and refined at Fothart, near the 

• river Lifly, in the county of Wicklow, where gold, silver, copper, lead and iron, 

have of late years been found out. And a mint is said to have been erected, and silver 

3482. money first coined in Ireland, in the time of Eadna-Deargh f . From this observation, 
that silver-money was then first struck, we may reasonably conclude that money of 
some kind or other, whether of iron or copper, was in use before that time ; and in- 
deed we find that in the reign of Sedneusrlnnaradh', the soldiers wages were paid in 

3453. money, wheat, and cloathes g . 'Tis also very probable that this island was known to 
the Phoenicians, who used to resort to Britain for tin, which no doubt was likewise 
found in Ireland 11 ; though those mines seem to have been lost for some ages past. 
But most certain it is, that this country was famous, in the beginning of the Roman 
empire; for Tacitus, speaking comparatively of Britain and Ireland, says of the 
latter, that it was better known, by its trade and coginierce, by its easy resort; and 
the goodness of its harbours, than the first 1 . And whenthe Roman arms had reached 
Spain, Gaul, and Germany, abundance of people must have retired out of those 
countries into this, and brought with them what riches they could save, together 
with their trade, arts and sciences ; for which reason, the Romans had a coveting 
eye on Ireland, which, says ] Tacit us V being situated exactly between Spain and 
Britain, lies very convenient for the French Sea, and would have united the strong 
members of the empire with great advantage; and Agricola thought it could 
have been conquered, and kept \a ' Subjection ■ with one legion and some few 
auxiliaries. /. 1 .. . > 

There must indeed have been a great deal of wealth and treasure in Ireland, to 
have allured the Ostmen and Nordmea to irfvade it so often, and at last to engage 
them to settle in it. It was not for the sake of provisions, or of some cattle, that they 
made stich repeated attempts on this country ; no : as those people enriched themselves 
by their pyracies, money was what they mJbst sought for. For as the Bua-Saga ex- 
presses it 1 , they used to enter into partnerships upon oath* to exercise their pyracies,

whereby they honourably m . acquired plenty of money. And Stnrlesonias n says, that A. D. 
after their expeditions they used to bring home so much money, which they had taken 80 °* 
from the merchants and husbandmen, that those!, who saw these riches, admired how 
so much gold could p€ collected together in those northern countries. 

It appears from Saio-Gramma£icue°, that those pyrates, under the conduct of 
Uaceo and Stafchaier, haying invaded Ireland, attacked and routed the Irish, and 
kilted their king Huglet, found in his treasury hi Dublin such vast quantity of money, 

that every man had as much as he could wish or desire ; so as they needed not to 

fallout imong themselves for the partition, since there was so much for each Man's 

Shore, as h* could conveniently carry away'/ * 
. The Prince, here called Huglet, was probably Aodh VII. king or monarch of 
Ireland, surnamed Finn-Liath ; and of Ajodh, or Hugh and Iiath, a foreigner, 
such as our. historian wasj might rery well, instead of Hngo-Liath, call him Hugo- 
Jiefth, or Hughletv in Latin Hugietm. This admitted, the fact must have happened 
in the year $79, which is the time assigned by O Flaherty * lor the death of this 
furimJe, though hedotfehot say that he was either afttacked of kilted by die Dalies; 
but thathis senand'suocessoir Nei^Gtundnbh was by then! killed in a battle near 
Dublin ia 919, decordmg to the annals of Dungalls 1 . The same author, owns, that 
the Danes and Ndrwcgdans made several: irruptions into Ireland in the reign of Aodh 
V. surnamed Oinrigh, in the years 788, 807^842, awl815\ ~. 

We find, in several of our historians, mention made of gold and silver being paid 
bythe.ounce. Thufe m theaAnaJ* of Ulster' ad An. 100*, we ind Oat Brian- 
Boruma, king of Ireland, offered twenty ounces of gold on the altar of St. Patrick; 
ia the cktbedral church of Armagh. That Tirdelvac O'Connor, king of Ireland, 
An. 1168, haying obtained a groat victory oyer the people nf Munater, received for 
the ransdmiof their leader sixty ounces of gold. That An. 1167, Maurice O Logh- 
lin, king of Ireland, upon the dedication of the church of Mellifont, gave like* 
wise sixty oiinfces of gold to the monks of that house; tA whom Donat O Cartol, 
king of Ergal, founder of that church, gave also sixty ounces .of gold ; and Def- 
yorgilla, wife of Tierna O Ruark; as marry . That An. 1161, Flahertach 
O Brolcan, Gomorban of Columb~kiU, haying visited the diace** of Ossory, .there 
were collected there for him among the people four hundred afid twenty ounces of 
pure silver w . And in a Latin manuscript copy of the gospels \ we find this marginal

A. ft. note, that Moriertagh O Loghlb; king of Ireland, granted a parcel of land to the 
600 ' monastery of Ardbraccan in perpetuity, at a yearly rent of three ounces of gold. 
From all which, some have imagined, that there was no money struck in Ireland, 
before the arrival of the English. But probably these were particular eases ; the 
gold and silver offered to churches might be for chalices, and other holy utensils or 
ornaments ; and great payments were no doubt made by weight : So William the 
Conqueror allowed Edgar Atheling a pound weight of silver every day 7 . And by 
reason perhaps of the lightness of some of the then current money, people chose to 
receive it adscalam, by weight*. It appears for certain from a letter of Lancfranc 
archbishop of Canterbury to Tirlagh, king of Ireland, An, 1074, that money was 
then current in this kingdom, since the bishops used to confer holy orders for money, 
which evil custom he adjures him to reform \ 

I have, I feaj< been too long in endeavouring to prove the early use of money and 
of mints in Irefcnd ; I shall therefore proceed, and speak of the coins now extant, 
or mentioned by historians, and only add that Keating b tells us, that mints were erected 
at Armagh and Casfcel about the time of St. Patrick's entering upon his apostlesfaip 
(in the fifth century) and Ant money was there -coined for th* service of the state. 
Another author 6 says likewise, that Tirlagh O Connor, king of Ireland, erected a 
mint and had silver itto6y struck at Clonmacnoiae ; and thai he bequeathed to the 
clergy of that place five hundred and forty ounces of gold, and forty marks of 
silver. 

Whether the monarch otf Ireland only, or each pe% king in his province or terri- 
tory, did assume the <power of striking money, doth not clearly appear from antient 
history: But if the come in my first plate, taken from Sk James Ware, and: Camden, 
be Irish, and Mr. Walker's notes on them admitted to he just, we may well suppose 
that each prince in his kingdom, in imitation of the Anglo-Saxon kingb in F^gfawt 
. struck money of his own. 'To proceed. 

The coins Number 18, IS, 14, 15, 16 and 17, in my first plate, are taken from Sir 
James Ware 4 , and, as he says, were in the year 1639 found in great quantity, near 
Olendoloch, - in the county of Wicklow ; but they were so worn and defaced by age 
and rust, that that learned antiquarian could not decypher them or make out their 
Inscriptions. He thought indeed thai, on Number 14 of my first plate (the fourth

serve the date of the year, wherein that piece was struck, which he makes out 1115: 
But as no dates are found on the current coins of these kingdoms, before the year

at Toornay, tha letters a n* v. x. in the four angles of the crow, must be read A. D- 
Crux*, which word is often seen on the coins of Etbelred, and others of the Anglo- 
Saxon kings of England, and on some of those of the kings of Sweden. Number 
18, 19, 20 and 21, are taken from Camden's last edition. " These/* says Mr. 
Walker in his notes/ " seem to be of the antient Irish kings, the only ones that 
" I ever saw ; the letters are Very unusual, and difficult to be read or understood." 
The 18th (9th in Camden's fourth plate) he conjectures to be dida mbdino, the reverse 
two hands in the opposite sides of the cross. The 19th (11th in Camden) that gen* 
tleman says, he takes also to be of an Irish prince by the word midini, which is like- 
wise seen on the 20th, (18th in his plate) and that therefore they seem to refer to Mi- 
dia, now called Meath, one of the divisions of Ireland. 

The Pieces, Number 13, 83, 23 and 24, Plate I. Number 31, 33, 33, 36 and 
37, Plate II. and Number 162, 163, 164, 166, 166 and 167. Plate VIII. I have 
by me, but must own, that the letters are so defaced, or so unusual, that I am not 
able to find out what they are, nor what prince they belong to ; and as these letters 
appear to have been mostly strokes like so many nm Ac. I presume that the in- 
scriptions on these coins were written in that occult manner, called Ogham Craobh 
by die Irish antiquarians f . From the armed head on Number 31, I should assign it 
to Brian- Boruma, who, as he was a great warrior*, might very properly be repre- 
sented in armour on his coins. All I can say is, that the crosses represented on them 
shew, that they were struck since Christianity was introduced into Ireland. And 
thcsr rode and coane make denotes them to be very antient, and that they were eur^ 
rent here long before the arrival of the English, and some of them perhaps before 
the Danes were well settled here : for by comparing Number 24, 30, 35 and 36, 
with the rest, it will appesur that the Irish, from their intercourse with the Danes, 
were much improved in the manner of striking their money. 

Number 30, Plate II. seems to belong to one Donald, king of Monaghan. It 
bears that prince's head, crowned, with this inscription, * dimn. roex. mneghi. 
which I read Donmeddm Bex Mnegin, in English Monaghan ; reverse a cross cre- 
scent, with this Epigraphe ft oditLfboimrviri, which, I confess, I do not under- 
stand ; it weighs nineteen grains. Were this coin less resembling those of Sithric, 
and had it that rude and coarse stamp, which appears on those of a much older date, 
I should take it to be of Domhnon, prince of the Magnati, whence Ijrrosdomlinon, 
a territory in the province of Coimaught, now part of ther county of Mayo, was so 
called ; and it is very probable, that that part of Gonnaught was called Muegni or 
Mneghi in Irish, and its Inhabitants, from thence, Magnate by Ptolomy. 

Number 34 represents a king's head crowned, with this inscription, & ifar < s Ivarus.

A - D- a. hand, iii.tao of the opposite quarters of the cross, and an epigraphe, which lam 

notable to read. This, very probably, is the prince, who Sir James Ware h says, is 

called in the Irish annals, King of the Normans of all Ireland, and who died in 872, 

This piece weighs fifteen grains. 

That the Danish . kings of Ireland struck money here, is now past all manner of 
doubt. I have some very fair and well preserved coins of Sithric, king of Dublin, 
which have on one side his head crowned, and on the other a cross terminating in a 
crescent, the inscriptions on either side, being different. Number 1, Plate I. has on 
the head side this epigraphe, & sihtrc rex dyfli. Sithric us, Rex Dyflin; reverse,

. * The Monetarii were not the common work- 
men or artificers employed in striking the coins, 
as some have imagined. They were the farmers 
of the mint, who gave so much a year to the 
prince for the sole privilege of coining in a city 
or town. . Thus in the book of statutes of Charles 
the bald, Gofninus, brother io the castellane of 
Tournay is called Monetarius, because . he was 
dominus moneia Tornacencis^ which must imply 
master or farmer,* and not lord of the mint of 
Ttiuraay, for the mint or right of coining mo- 
ney did then belong to the bishop of that place. 
And as these farmers or mint-masters were an. 
swerable for the weight and purify of the money 
struck by them, or the people under them, Hkey 



were obliged to stamp their name, or some private 
mark on the monies of their respective coinage.

But, as I apprehend, Nordmen signified the 
Norway-men, or men of the Nord, and are so 
called in the Danish annals, and Ostmen signified 
the Danes. 

-f Gall, orGealta, in Irish, more properly sig- 
nifies the Gauls or Celtes, who very probably sent 
Colonies into this Island, whence the word Gall 
was applied to all foreigners. 
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Luni. This last word, as in Number 1, was probably the name of some small town Sithric 1 . 
in the kingdom of Dublin, perhaps the island of Larobay, formerly called Limni|, A -®* 
and in process of time Lini and Luni, where still are the remains of an old castle, 
said to be built by the Danes. The Anglo-Saxon kings in England had a mint in 
almost erery town of their respective kingdoms, in imitation whereof, die kings of 
Dublin had very probably the like. Number 36 is very different from the coins be- 
fore described, and seems rather to belong to some other prince of that name. By 
the dress of the head, one would think that it was struck about t]bie time of Edward 
the Elder, king of England, whose coins it pretty much resembles, and who died 
in 935, having reigned twenty years. And, I find in Ware's annals k one Sithric 
chief of the Danes, who, in 916, defeated the army of Ailill king of Leinster. To 
this prince therefore might this coin very probably belong. It has on one side a king's 
head with a kind of cap or tiara tied with a diadem, from which hang two pearls, 
and this legend ift sihtrc rex dyflnr, Sithricus Rex DyfUmensium Normanorurn; 
reverse, a small cross in the center of a circle, and >b mlfelh mo dyflimo, Aefeln 
Monetae Dyfliniensis Monet arius, master of the mint of Dublin. Number 27 is 
also different from the rest, the head being crowned with a small crown fleurie, in 
. a kind of tressure of four semicircles, with this epigraphe, »£< sihtrc rex dyflno, 
Sithricus Rex Dyfiiniensium Normanorurn ; reverse, stelenmonond, Stelen Monc- 
tarius on Dyfiin; on, being here instead of in. Number 28, >h Sihtbui^oyfln. 
Sitricus Rex Dyfiin. The two first letters S. I. are worn out and the word rex also 
partly defaced ; reverse, * ihirikhito . • . u. It appears plainly, that these coins 
were struck by a prince of Dublin, and from Number 6, coined by Faweman, that 
they may, for the most part, if not all, be ascribed to Sithric, the third of that 
name, king of Dublin, who, according to Sir James Ware 1 , began to reign about the 
year 989. For I have a coin of Ethelred II. king of England, (the like of which, Ethel. 
is in the collection of the earl of Pembroke., and in that of the late Dr. Gilbert, in &CD * 
Trinity-college,, Dublin) struck in Dublin, by the same Fae reman. It has on one side, 
that prince's head crowned, and this inscription, * mdejlred rex anglo, Ethelred Rex 
Anglorum; reverse, across crescent, and i£t fjsreman mo dyfu, Foreman Moneta- 
rily Dyfiin. See Plate I. Numb. 7. This prince ascended the throne of England in 
979, and died in 1016 m . And Sithric, son of Aulaf, or Anlaf, succeeded his brother 
Glumain, or Gluniarand, in 989, and died in 1029,, in his way on a pilgrimage to 
Rome 11 ; they were therefore cotemporaries. Another coin of Ethelred, (Number 
29, Plate II) has. likewise his head crowned, and this legend, £< mdeubled rex anglo, 
Ethelred Rex Anglorum ; reverse, across crescent, and >b fjbnemnmodyfli, Fenem 
Normanorurn Monenarius Dyfiin, or Normanorurn Dyfiiniensium Monenatarius. 
How these coins of Ethelred of England happened to be struck in Dublin, seems

surprising ; and to amount for it, we must have recourse to his father king Edgar's 
charter, mentioned by Ware and Flaherty, though looked upon by others as spurious, 
and a trick of the Monks . " Godfrid/ 1 says Sir James Ware', " reigned in 
" Dublin (An. 962.) About this time Edgar, king of England, subdued a great 
" part of Ireland, and particularly the city of Dublin, as appears by his charter of 

Oswald's law for depriving of married priests, and introducing monks, dated At 

Gloucester, in the year 966, indiction VIII, and of his reign 6/' The preface 
to which charter, I have here inserted in the notes*. 

If, as it appears from this charter, Edgar conquered the kingdom and city of 
Dublin, and a great part of Ireland, he did, one may reasonably suppose, lay some 
kind of tribute on the vanquished princes of this island, and obliged them to strike 
in his name and with his effigies, and that of his successors, the money so to be paid 
to him and them for the said tribute. And as Ethelred succeeded his brother Edward, 
three years only after the death of their father Edgar, it is very probable that these 
coins were struck as part of that tribute, and as an acknowledgment of his dominion 
and right of protectorship Over the kingdom of Dublin 4 , which probably continued 
no longer, than while he was able to defend himself against the Danes, who invaded 
his own kingdom. 

Mr. Thofesby, in the fourth plate of Anglo-Saxon coins in Camden, gives us a 
piece of Edgars, Number 84, which stands Number 8 in my first plate. It has 
this inscription, >b eadgar rex Edgar Rex ; reverse, * oyrmod monb, Dt/rmod 
Monetarius. And in his notes on the coins of this table, he says, " that this piece, 
" being found in digging among some antient ruins in Dublin, was sent him, as an

,r Irish coin, Dermot, the mwter's name, being familiarly known to those that are Ethel. 
" conversant in the. Irish annals." If this coin be admitted to be Irish, Dermot, ^*£j 
here mentioned, was perhaps ond of ihe (Roguli) petty -kings of Ireland, (probably 989. 
of Leinster,) whom Edgar bad subdued, and on whom he had imposed a tribute; . 
and not a common coiner, or mint-master. I should therefore choose to read 
this inscription, Dermodti Monet a, instead of Dermodius Monetarius. 

I have among my Anglo-Saxon coins, a piece of Edred, king of England, (An. 
948) with this inscription, j* eadrrdrex. and on the reverse, 4< dyrmodm. Dermod 
Monetarius. s See Number 9, Plate I. If, because the name of Dermod is found 
on some of Edgar's coins, we receive them as Irish, we have the same reason to ad- 
mit this of Edred, as' struck in Ireland, by some of its petty-kings subdued by that 
prince : if so, Edgar was not the first of the kings of England that attempted the 
conquest of Ireland. And, indeed, we .find in Bede r , that Egfrid, king of Nor- 
thumberland, in the year 684, sent his general Berthus, who invaded this country. 

Number 10, Plate I is taken from Sir. James Ware 9 , who gives it as of Anlaf, king Anlaf. 
of Dublin, by some, says he, called king of Ireland, And although some late anti- £jJ?' 
quarians have ascribed this piece to Anlaf, king of Northumberland j yet I must 
beg leave to join in opinion with our learned knight in giving it to Anlaf, of Dublin. 
It has on one side a figure resembling three shields, and this inscription, ^ anlaf 
cvnvnc* . . • Anlaf king. ♦ . . The letters that followed were I suppose so defaced, 
that they could not be read; The reverse has a church, and this legend, parh an 
honeta, which some read, Farnan Moneta, whence they conceit that it was struck 
at Fame-island, or at Landisfarne, in England. The letter h, which they take for 
an n in one word, and for an m in the other, I read m in both, Thus, Farm an, or 
Foreman Monetarius; and as "it appears by ah inquisition 1 taken in the sixth year 
" of Richard III. An. 1383, . and. still extant in the archives of Christ-church; 
" Dublin, that the said church, said to be built by Sitricus, An. 1038, was founded 
" and endowed, time out of mind, and long before the conquest of Ireland : " And 
as the black-book of that church ascribes the foundation of it to Sithric, son of 
Anlaf, king of the Ost-men of Dublin"; we may very reasonably suppose that 
Sithric, whose coins we have produced, • was the son of Anlaf, who died in the island 
of Hy in 981 w ; that he was the Person, who, according to the black-book, gave 
the ground for the building of that church ; and that it was begun, and perhaps 
endowed, by his son Anlaf, who was killed in England, on his way to Rome, in 
1035 *, and the building perfected in 1088 y , by his son Sithric the IVth. If so, this 
prince might have had a church represented on his coins ; and these might likewise 
have been struck by Fae reman, who was his father's mint-master, and might have

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Ahlap. lived fifteen years in the service of these two princes, as there passed but nine years 

"toag between the death of the one and the other. 

I have another com of one Anlaf, Number 11, Plate I. with this inscription, j£i 
anlaf rex a. which I at first took for Rex Anglue ; but finding on some of my 
Anglo-Saxon coins, Eadred Retf o, Eadred Rex e, * Eadred Rex s, Edwig Rex m, 
I take these letters a, o, e, 8, and m, to be so many privy or mint marks, and there- 
fore think that this coin belongs to Anlaf, one of the Danish kings of Water ford ; 
for so I read the word wadter on the reverse of this well-preserved piece, which 
weighs 17^ grains. 

I shall here subjoin the weight of such of the thai current coins as I have in my 
possession, viz.

These pieces were struck, and in all probability passed for Pennies. And from the 
difference in the respective weight of each of them, we may observe the necessity of 
paying and receiving money in those times, by the scale, and the reason why mention 
is so often made in our historians, of gold and silver being paid ad scalam, or by 
the ounce. 
Hen. II. I am now come to the time of the arrival of the English in this island, under Henry 
^- Jr II. who, having beeii invited over* by Dermod Mac Murrogh, king of Leinster, 
landed in this kingdom in the seventeenth year of his reign, settled colonies in different 
parts of it, and, by degrees, introduced 'therein the laws and customs of England.. 
I do not find, that he had any money struck in Ireland ; yet, " to the end that he 
" might easily obtain the pope's good will, for his entering upon Ireland, he volun- 
* K tarily offered unto him, the payment of a yearly pension of one penny out of every 
" house in the country, which was the first ecclesiastical tribute, that ever came into 
'/ the pope's coffers from IrelandV But whether these pennies were coined in this 
kingdom or not, is not mentioned in my author. It is However very probable, that 
this prince, after having subdued the island, and obliged its petty-kings to do him 
homage, and swear fealty % did assume the regal power and prerogative of having 
money struck with his name and effigies, as Ethelred had done before ; and the more

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so, as there were already minis in Dublin, and probably in other places. And his- Hen. II. 
torians mentioning so expressly, that king John, his successor, was the first, who had A - j*- 
money struck here of the same standard with that of England, seems to hint that 
Henry had had money coined here of a different standard. I have not had the good 
fortune, as yet, to meet with any of this prince's coins struck here, nor records that 
mention any such ; we must therefore leave it to future enquirers, and come to, 

John, earl of Morton and duke of Cornwal; born in 1166, who was the fourth ^ons 
son of Henry II. The king, when this young prince was in his twelfth year, made x [ 77 \ 
him lord of Ireland, and sent him over*. John accordingly entered upon the power, 
by enacting laws, granting charters, and coining money. Of this we have his half- 
penny, having on one side his head full-faced, with a diadem, or crown of five pearls, 
and this inscription, iohannes dom. Johannes Do minus, and on the reverse, a dou- 
ble cross, with a pellet, or annulet in each quarter, and for inscription, some have 
(the minter's name) >b rodberd on div. or dw. — * tomas on div. — '* normav 
on div. for Divelin, Dublin. Others have * wilelm on wa.— a lex and on wa. 
for Waterford. See Plate II. Numb. 38, 39, 40, 41 and 4«. These half-pennies 
weigh from 10 to 10£ grains, and by wearing have lost from half a grain to one grain 
from their original weight, eleven grains, the standard of the English half-pennies. 

This prince continued lord of Ireland during the life of his father, and of his bro- 
ther Richard I. after whose death he succeeded to the crown of England, being then 
thirty-three years old, and joined to his title of king of England, that of lord of 
Ireland, in consequence whereof he altered the stamp of his Irish monies. He was 
the first, it is said, who called in the Easterlings, to reduce the money to its due fine- 
ness, whence, it is thought, it had the name sterling. But it appears from several 
historians, that the word sterling was in use long before. Some think it was first in- 
troduced in the time of Osbright, one of the Saxon kings of England, about one 
hundred and sixty years before the Norman conquest 9 . Ordericus Vitalis f often 
mentions Nummi Sterilenses, sterling money, particularly in a charter of William 
the conqueror, to the abbey of Utica, Fanum Sancti Ebrulphi, St. Evroul, in 
Normandy. We find likewise mention made of pennies sterling; in the time of Henry x j oi< 
I.«, of Henry II. h , of Richard I. 1 , and in an antient registry, formerly belonging 
to St. Thomas's abbey, near Dublin, we find these words k , " For this grant, the 

said Roger has given to us an ounce of gold, to be expended on the repairs of the 

walls of the city, and twenty shillings of sterlings, when we sent over messengers 
" to our lord, earl John, to transact the affairs of the city/* . Here the word ster- 
ling is made use of before John was king, when lord of Ireland, and earl of Morton

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John only, and before he could have brought over the Easterlings into England, These 
A. D. instances may suffice to shew the antiquity of the word sterling, whereby is meant the 
purity of the English standard for silver, probably derived from two Saxon words, 
steor, standard, rule, and all, or ailing, noble, — steor ailing, the noble, or royal 
standard. Be it as it may, king John was the first who ordered monies to be coined 
in Ireland of the same weight and fineness with those of England. 
1210. This prince came over again, in the eleventh year of his reign 1 , and appointed 
John de Grey, bishop of Norwich, lord justice of Ireland, who, by his direction, 
caused pennies, half-pennies and farthings, to be coined of the same standard with 
that of the coin of England, which were to pass equally current in both kingdoms. 
In 1217 money was likewise struck in this country, and probably of the same weight 
and fineness. c< The present standard of England™, of eleven ounces two penny- 
weight fine to eighteen penny- weight allay, is called in the oldest accounts of the 
mint extant, the old standard, or the standard of the old sterlings, and it is pro- 
bable that these pennies were of that standard, and that the pound of the Tower/' 
(eleven ounces four grains, being sixteen grains lighter than the pound troy) " of such 
standard of silver, was then cut into two hundred and forty of these pennies , 
whence it will be found that the weight of the penny was twenty-two troy grains 
and a half ; and that the intrinsic value of twenty shillings, or of two hundred 
and forty such pennies, of full weight, was the same as the value of fifty-eight 
shillings, and one penny, half-penny, of the present English coined money;" or 
three pounds, two shillings, and ten pence farthing, Irish currency. So that the 
penny of that time would, therefore, be now worth three pence half farthing. 

This prince is represented on his pennies and half-pennies, in a triangle, with his 
head full-faced, crowned with a crown fleurie, and holding in his right hand a scep- 
ter with a cross fleurie, and having on the left side a rose of four leaves, with this 
inscription, ii< iohannes rex. reverse, in the like triangle, a crescent, and a blazing 
star, with three smaller stars in the angles, each point of the triangle terminating in 
across patee, and the like cross on each side above the legend, >h roberd on dive. — 
* willem on div. for DiveKn, on wa. for Waterford, on lime, for Limerick. — 
The half-pennies are tike the pennies, but instead of the- blazing star, have a cross 
with the crescent. The farthings have likewise, on one side, his head full faced with 
a crown fleurie, within a triangle, but want the scepter and the rose, and have a small

Such of these pennies, as I have tried, 1 ^ 17 [ 
weigh from twenty to twenty-one grains and a half ; the half-pennies, from ten to ten 
grains three quarters. See Plate II. Numb. 43, 44, 45, 46. 

The triangle on these, and th# following coins of Henry III, Edward I, Edward 
II, and Edward III, bishop Nicholson says°, was intended to represent the Irish 
harp ; but as I find the like triangle, on the coins of Biorno, king of Sweden, An. 
818*, of Charles the simple, An. 893, of Philip the fair, An. 1286, and of Charles 
the fair, An. 1323, kings of France*, of Eric, An. 1232, of Abel, An. 1250, 
kings of Denmark, and of Peter, king of Portugal, An. 1377 q ; we may more pro- 
bably suppose, that as John was the first, that ordered his Irish money to be made of 
the same weight and standard with his English, and to be equally current in both 
kingdoms, yet, as the heads of the kings were inclosed in a circle on their English 
monies, so, for distinction sake, he ordered his head to be represented in a triangle • 

on his Irish coins. From this triangle perhaps proceeded the arms of Ireland — the 
harp, which we do not find represented on any of the antient Irish coins extant, ex- 
cept it be, what has been taken for a hand, which, I must own, I think is more like 
a harp, especially as it appears on one of my coins, Plate II. Numb. 37. 

Henry III. succeeded his father John in the tenth year of his age ; ' and in the Hen. III. 
thirty-first of his reign, 1247, he ordered' stamps to be graven, of a new incision ^V^* 
or cut, and to be sent to Canterbury, Divelin, and other places, forbidding the use 
of any other stamp, than that used at the exchange or mint of London. And in his 
thirty-fifth year, he caused 9 pennies and half-pennies to be struck in Ireland, in order, 1351. 
it is thought, to pay the large and frequent subsidies, then demanded of that kingdom, 
by Pope Innocent IV. These coins have that prince's Jiead crowned, in a triangle,

In the thirty-eight year of his reign, he made a grant of Ireland" to his eldest son, 
prince Edward, as appears from the patent, and from a letter w of pope Alexander, 
of 15 kal.

Ed*^I. Whether that prince coined any money here during his father's life is very uncertain : 
but at his accession to the crown, he found his treasury empty, and the current coin 
of the kingdom in a very bad condition ; his absence of near two years after his fa- 
ther's death having so encouraged the clippers and importers of base, money, that 
little else was to be seen in either kingdoms ; five or six different sorts of base and 
mixed money being privately imported into England and Ireland, and uttered for 
sterlings, (pennies) though not worth above one half-penny \ To remedy this evil, 
and for restoring the coin to its antient purity, this prince, to his immortal honour, 
established a certain standard, as appears from an old register book of the abbey of 
St. Edmund? 8 bury 1 , which was thus ordered by Gregory Rock ley, thai mayor of 
London, and master of the mint ; that in a pound of money, containing twelve ounces, 
there should be eleven ounces two pence farthing of pure leaf silver, commonly 
called silver of Gutheron-lane, and seventeen pence half-penny farthing allay ; * the 
. said pound to weigh twenty shillings and three pence in account ; the ounce, twenty 

1275. pence, every penny, twenty-four grains and a half. According to which, the mints 
in Ireland were also regulated, as appears from the account of Donald and Andrew 
Sperdsholt, masters of the king's exchange in Dublin' ; and a new kind of money 
was ordered to be struck hereunder the government of Stephen de Fulborn, bishop 

1279. of Waterford, lord deputy of Ireland a ; which, according to Sir James Ware b , were 
groats at four-pence, half-pence and farthings, and to. be current through England 
and Ireland. 

1300. The twenty-ninth of his reign, the base and mixed monies, called Croccards and

tbm had been prohibited in England on forfeiture of life and goods 9 . This procla- Edw. I. 
mation was transmitted hither, and is still extant in the red-book of the exchequer, 
Dublin'. About this time* the circulation of so much defaced and mixed money 
being stopped, four new furnaces were erected, in the mint of Dublin, to supply the 
great demand for good money ; and Alexander Norman de Luic was constituted mas- 
ter of the coiners. Four years after*, " William de Wymundham, controuler of 
the king's exchange in England, by command from the bishop of Bath and Wells , 
the king's treasurer, sent to Sir William de Essenden treasurer of Ireland, twenty- 
four stamps for coining money there, viz. three piles with six crosses for pennies ; 
three piles with six crosses for half-pennies, and two piles with four crosses for 
farthings \ And these he sent by John le Minor, Thomas Dowle, an John de 
Shordich, clerks, members of the company of minters at London, to be by them 
used in the coinage of money. And an express entry is made, before what wit- 
nesses the said stamps were delivered" 1 . 

The pennies and half-pennies, struck in this reign, have the king's head in a tri- 
angle, full-faced, and crowned with a crown fleurie, but want the sceptef,. which 
from this time is not seen on the Irish coins. They bear this inscription, £< edw. r. 
ang: dns. hyb. reverse, the cross and three pellets in each quarter, and round it ci- 
vitas dvbunie. — civita8 waterford. — civitas corcacie, Corke, and according 
to Sir James Ware k , villa pontana, Drogheda. See Plate II. Numb. 50, 51 and 
52. The best preserved in these pennies, that I have seen, weigh twenty-two grains, 
the half-pennies from ten to ten grains and a half. I have not had the good fortune 
to meet with any of the farthings. 

This prince was the first, who on his Irish coins, added to his title of Bex Anglia, 
that- of Dominus Hibernto, and instead of the m inter's name, ordered the name of 
the city, where the coin was struck, to be stamped on its reverse. He is likewise 
said 1 to have been the first, that coined round half-pennies and farthings; but his 
having been the first that absolutely forbad the' use of broken or clipped money 
might have misled some historians, and occasioned this report.

. Edward II. ascended the throne this year. It doth not appear from history, that 
A. D. this prince Bad any money struck in Ireland. But if we consider that few princes 
1307. ever came to the crown in more favourable circumstances, it will hardly be supposed, 
that during a reign of near twenty years, the several mints of Ireland should stand 
still ; especially while he was so long engaged in a very expensive war abroad, that- 
one would rather imagine, that large supplies of money wer6 often wanted for his 
use, and to answer the Pope's demands 01 . If any of his coins be extant, it is 
thought 11 that it may be easily distinguished from those of his father or of his suc- 
cessor, by their having his name on them, edwa. r. his father's having edw. r. 
only, and his successor edwar, or edward. r. This distinction may hold for his 
Eqglish coins ; but if I may be allowed to give my opinion, I think that the coins 
of this prince are distinguished from those of his predecessor, by having two dot* 
or small annulets, under the neck, whereas such as I ascribe to Edward I. have 
but one. I shall therefore beg leave to place here two well preserved coins lately sent 
me, having the king's head crowned in a triangle, with two dots under the neck, 
and this inscription, edw. r. angl dns hyb. reverse, the cross with three pellets in 
each quarter, and, civitas dvblinie. — civitas water ford. See Plate II. Numb. 
53, 54. They weigh full twenty-two grains. I have not seen any of this prince's 
half-pennies or farthings. 
Edw.III. The writers of this period of our history, as I have observed in the preceding ar- 
1326-7. ** c ^ e are en ^ re "y silent in relation to the coins ; so that from the latter part of the reign 
of Edward I. there is nothing, at least, as yet discovered concerning them, until the 
ninth of Edward III. when the ounce of silver, which till then had been cut into 
twenty deniers, or pennies, sterling, was ordered to be cut into twenty-six deniers . 
1336. By a roll of this year p , it also appears that a proclamation was then issued by the king 
and council, for the coining of pennies, half-pennies and farthings in Ireland; 
whereby it was ordained, " that a pound of mailles, (half-pennies) by the standard 
of the exchange, should contain twenty-one shillings by tale, and the pound of 
farthings, twenty-one shillings and eleven pence, and that the pound aforesaid 
should contain ten ounces of pure silver, that is to say, three shillings and four 
" pence."

that twenty-one pennies of the standard aforesaid made an ounce, and twelve ounces a 
pound, which being shorn into two hundred and fifty -two pennies, or twenty-one 
shillings, the Irish pennies were to weigh twenty-one grains one-third, and not twenty- 
four, as some have imagined ; for though the bullion was received at the king's ex- 
change at the rate of twelve ounces troy weight to the pound, yet it was returned 
coined at the rate of eleven ounces four penny-weight only, which was the weight 
of the pound of the tower. However, notwithstanding the addition of one ounce 
two penny-weight allay in a pound of silver, for the Irish coins, yet they were the 
best that were struck in this reign ; for the English pennies, at the rate of twenty-six 
to the ounce, did not weigh above nineteen grains. Silver at this time passed here at 
the rate of one shilling and nine pence the ounce. Two years after, by a writ, Rex 
custodisw Hibernue*, the black monies called Turneys*, which, before used to 
pass current here, were prohibited, though permission was given that they should be 
received in payment till sterling money could be provided to replace them. The 
next year there came out another writ', which recites, " that whereas an order of 
king and council for the coining of pennies, half-pennies, and farthings, doth 
subsist, it is ordained, that eight pair of puncheons for pennies sterling, eight 
pair of puncheons for half-pennies, and eight pair of puncheons for farthings, 
shall be sent without delay to the attorney of master John Rees, clerk, treasurer 
of Ireland, in order that such pennies, half-pennies, and farthings, be imme- 
diately coined there for the; conveniency of the king, and of his people/' 
After so many repeated orders, it is beyond all doubt, that a good deal of money 
must have been coined here ; yet we cannot, with any certainty, produce any of this 
prince's. It is thought, as I observed it elsewhere, that if any of them be extant, 
they may be distinguished from those of his two immediate predecessors, by 
having his name on them, edwar, or edward r. angl. dns. Hyb. and on the 
reverse, the cross and three pellets, and round it the name of the place where 
«truck a . 

This prince in his twenty-seventh year ordered grosses, or groats, to be struck 
in England, (which were the first current there of the kind) to pass for four pennies 
each, with half groats , at two pennies each, seventy-five of these groats, or one 
hundred and fifty half groats, to be coined out of the pound, Tower-weight; 
whence the weight of the greats appears to, have been seventy- two grains, and of the 
half-groats thirty-six grains. Whether such monies were struck in Ireland, I can- 
not find, but I have a coin, which I suspect to be of this prince, struck in Dublin, 
which weighs full twenty-seven grains troy, and may probably have lost three grains. 
If this piece was not originally intended for half a groat, at thirty grains, it will

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All I can find with regard to coins in this reign is from bishop Nicholson, who Hew. I W 
toys*, "that Henry IV. ordered the nobles of his five immediate predecessors, to ^ &• 
c ' pass in Ireland for ten shillings ; and that from that time, all sorts of coins went 
at a higher value here, than in England :" But I must observe here a mistake of 
that great and learned prelate, and from him copied by others, in ascribing this law 
>to Henry IV. For as Edward III. was the first, who, in his eighteenth year, coined 
nobles of gold, and Richard II. was the second, who had the like money struck in 
England, it could not then be said, with truth, that Henry IV. ordered the nobles 
of his five predecessors to pass here at ten shillings. The words referred to, by that 
great man, are these 7 . " The first difference and unequality betwixt the standard 
of the English and Irish monies is found in the fifth year of Edward IV. For 
then it was ordered in a parliament here, that the nobles struck in England in the 
time of Edward III.

And at another parliament, held at Naas, in 
his thirty-fifth year, it was enacted, that any person, except lords and messengers,

1459. land, shall pay twelve pence for every ounce". In February 1459, says Sir James 
Ware d , mints were settled in the castles of Dublin and Trim,' and about the same 
time, not only silver, but brass money was coined by the king's command. For 
their vfrfue, our learned knight refers us to the Par. Roll, 39 Henry VI. which his 
worthy editor " thinks it is a vain task to look for, for that he thought it was not 
tc to be found in the chancery-office, or in Birmingham tower" e ; though, through 
his indefatigable labour, he has obliged us with it f . By this statute, Enacted at a 
parliament hefd at Drogheda 8 , it was ordained, that two coins should be struck of 
two forms in the castles of Dublin and Trim ; the one of the weight of half a quarter 
of an ounce troy, (sixty grains) on which was to be imprinted, on one side, a lion, 
and on the other side, a crown, called An Irlandes d'argent, (a silver Hibernia) to 
pass for the value of one penny ; the other of the weight of vij obol, troy, (about 
seven grains and a half) to have on one side the impression of a crown, and on the 
other a cross, called, a Patrick, eight of which to pass for one penny. — That a gross 
(a groat) should be made of the weight of three pence sterling, (forty-five grains) 
and to pass for four pence sterling, on which shall be imprinted on one side a crown, 
oh the other side a cross, and about the cross, in writing, the name of the place, 
where the coin is struck. Numb. 61, Plate III. and 71, Plate IV. are of this kind of 
groats, each side of them agreeing to the above descriptions, and Numb. 61 to the 
weight herein mentioned ; it weighs forty-two grains, and has lost, by wear, three 
grains. Numb. 71 weighs but thirty-seven grains, and was probably struck in the 
latter end of this prince's reign, when the standard of Ireland was greatly reduced; 
if not intended for a three-penny piece. They have on the one side a crown, within 
a rose, or double tressure, and on the other side a cross with three pellets in each 
quarter, and an annulet between the three pellets, in two of the opposite angles.

Numb. 71 has three small crosses above the crown, and both have this inscription, Hen. VI. 
civitas dvbunie. It was likewise enacted by the said act, that every person bring- A - D - 
ing bullion to the mint should receive, for every ounce of silver, troy-weight, nine 
of the said grosses of the value of three pence each ;' so that the person who brought 
to the mint an ounce of silver, (or four hundred and eighty grains troy) received in 
return but four hundred and five grains, the weight of nine groats, and consequently, 
lost seventy-five grains, about six pence and one-third of a penny per ounce, which, 
I presume, went towards paying the charges of coinage, seignorage, and brassage 11 . 
It appears by this act, that copper or mixed money was, for the first time, coined in 
this reign, with a parliamentary sanction ; for such I take the first coin to be, which 
was to weigh half a quarter of an ounce, or sixty grains, and to pass for one penny ; 
whereas, had it been silver, it should have passed for five pence ; therefore it must 
have been some mixed metal, valued at eight pence the ounce, or eight shillings the 
pound, troy : Silver being then valued at thirty shillings the pound, troy, to the 
merchant, at the rate of nine groats, or three shillings the ounce out of the mint, 
and at twenty-seven shillings only, for such bullion as was brought in to the king's 
exchange. This metal, I presume, was about two ounces fine and ten ounces allay, 
that is, two ounces of silver and ten ounces of copper. The second coin, mentioned 
in this act of the weight of seven obol, troy, or seven grains and a half, eight of them 
to go for one peony sterling, must have been made of the same metal, as it is the exact 
proportion of the piece designed to pass at one penny, and to weigh sixty grains, or 
half a quarter of an ounce. By this act the piece of money called Jack, was ordered 
for the time to come to be void, and of no value. 

In an adjourned Session of this parliament 1 , it was enacted, that,

1470. Many acts of this reign are wanting, among which probably were some relating to 
coins, particularly to Numb. 62, 63, 64, 65, 66, 67, 68, 69 and 70, Plate III. 
these two last I conjecture to have been struck, before this unfortunate prince was 
dethroned by Edward IV. Number 69 hasf on one side his head crowned, in a double 
tressure, with this legend, * henricvs. del gracia rex. agl; reverse, the cross 
and three pellets in each quarter, with the motto posvi. devm, &c. and in the inner 
circle, civitas dvblinie. Numb, 70, has likewise the king's head in a tressure or 
rose, with dots or annulets on each side of the head, and this inscription, >k hen- 
ricvs. del gra. dns. hyber. with the same reverse as the last, and civitas dvb- 
linie. The pieces, Numb. 62, 63, 64, 65, 66 and their half Numb. 67, and 68, 
have on one side an escutcheon divided by a cross pommete, into four quarters, viz. 
1 and 4, France, 2 and 3, England ; and on the reverse, three open crowns in pale 
on the like cross, with their inscriptions somewhat different. Number 62has>{< 
henricvs. di. gracia rex. reverse; civitas, waterford. Numb. 63, henric di., 
gr. rex. reverse, civitas. dvblinie. The others want his name, and have only on 
one side, rex. anglie. francie. reverse, dominvs hib^rnie. Some of these have 
a flower de luce, a star or mullet, and the figure 8, mint marks. Whether these 
coins were struck before the year 1460, or after the year 1470, during the short time 
this prince had re-assumed the crown, is hard to ascertain : but by the letter h, which 
is on all the pieces with the three crowns, one might be tempted to believe, that they 
were coined during that short period, as it seems to be a distinguishing mark from 
those of Edward IV. struck before that time. These pieces weigh from twenty- four 
to twenty-nine grains each, the half from thirteen to fourteen grains and a half; their 
original weight was, I presume, thirty grains, as they were probably intended for three 
penny and three half-penny pieces, though not worth above two pence the one, and 
one penny the other ; but as we have already observed, silver was raised here one fourth 
part more than it was in the beginning of this reign, when the pound of silver in 
England was cut into ninety groats ; and in the forty-ninth year of this prince, into 
one hundred and twelve groats, whereby the value of silver was also raised there, one 
fourth or twenty- five per cent *.

' Although many acts of parliament passed during this reign are wanting, yet, weEnw.JfV 
have more records concerning the coins of Edward IV. struck in this kingdom, 
than we can find either of the preceding or subsequent reigns. In his first year k , a 
maille and a quadrant of silver, (a half-penny and a farthing) were ordered to be 
struck, in the castle of Dublin, according to the rate of, and to bear the same writing 
and crown as the new denier, (by which is meant the denier (penny) struck or ordered 
to be struck, this year, by the late king, being the thirty-eight of his reign) ; whence 
follows that this half-penny was to weigh five grains five eighths, and the farthing 
two grains 44* or three grains. From the s ma 1 loess of these coins, liable to be soon 
worn, and easily lost, great variance arose among the king's subjects ; wherefore, by 
an act 1 , of his second year, it was enacted, that a coin of copper mixed with silver 1461 - 
should be struck in the castle of Dublin, having on one side a cross, with the name 
of the place, where struck, and on the other side, a crown, with suns and roses 
within the circumference of the said crown. A warden of the mint and master of 
the money was likewise appointed for that purpose 10 . In his third year, an act was 1463. 
passed", for confirming letters patent, by him granted sometime before, to Germyn 
Lynch, of London, goldsmith, whereby he was appointed warden and master- 
worker of the monies to be struck in the casiles of Dublin and Trim ; and, at the 
same time, new species were ordered to be made, with reference to the act of 38 
Henry VI. These coins were, a piece of silver of the value of four pence, one hun- 
dred and twenty of such pieces to the pound, troy, or ten to the ounce : Another 
piece of silver, of the value of two pence, two hundred and forty of them to the 
pound, and twenty to the ounce : Another piece of silver, of the value of one penny, 
four hundred and eighty to the pound, and to the ounce forty : Also eight pieces* of 
brass running at, and of the value of one penny, of the said silver. These 
several coins were to have the same stamp and impression, as those ordered 
to be struck by the aforesaid ,act of 38 Henry VI; and pursuant to this patent 
they were to weigh, the groat forty-four grains ££, and, I suppose, with the 
allay, forty-five grains; the half-groat twenty-two grains and a half, and the 
penny eleven grains one fourth. By this act, leave was given to the said Lynch, 
to make four pieces of brass or copper, running at one penny of silver, to have 
on one side, the figure of a bishop's head, and round it, the word, Patrick, and 
on the other side, a cross, with the word, Scdvator. The said Lynch was thereby 
impowered to strike the above-mentioned coins, not only in the castles of Dublin and 
Trim, as expressed in the king's patent, but also in the cities of Waterford, Li- 
merick, and town of Galway, and was further ordered to stamp on these silver 
coins, on the side of the cross, the motto, Posui Deum acljutorem meum; and on 
the side of the crown, Edwardus Dei gratia Dominus Hibernia; together with the 
name of the place where struck, as, Civitas Dublinie, Civitas Waterford, Civitas

In the fifth year of this prince, a parliament was held at Trim, before Thomas 
earl of Desmond, deputy to George duke of Clarence ; when it was enacted*, that 
all the gold coins struck in England in the time of Edward III. Richard II* Henry 
JV. Henry V., and Henry VI, should be raised in value, viz. the noble, to ten 
shillings, the half-noble to five shillings, and the quadrans, or quarter-noble, to 
two shillings and six-pence ; whereas, before this act, they passed here, as in Eng • 
land, equally, the noble, at eight shillings and four pence, the half-noble, at four 
shillings and two pence, and the quarter-noble, at two shillings and one penny ; al- 
though there was a real difference, both as to the weight and intrinsic value, in the 
nobles of these different coinages ; as will appear from this short table. 

1 . The florens of Edward in. of his eighteenth year, (the first gold coin struck 
in England, $ince the Norman conquest) at 6s. 4d. each, with their halves and quar- 
ters in proportion. These florens weighed 108 grains, troy, and would be worth of 
our present Irish currency, 20$. 7d.

Sd. weight, 120 grains, with their 
halves and quarters in proportion, worth Irish, 22$. 10£tf. 

5. Nobles of Richard II. at 6s. Sd. weight 120 grains, with their halves and 
quarters in proportion, worth Irish, 22$. lOjd. 

6. Nobles of Henry IV. at 6$. Sd. weight 108 grains, with their halves and quar- 
ters in proportion, worth Irish, 20$. Id. 

7. Nobles of Henry V. same weight and value. 

8. Nobles of Henry VI. the same. 

9. Nobles of Edward IV. of his fourth year, were raised to 8$. 4d. English, the 
same weight and value. 

10. Nobles of Edward IV. of this year, at 10$. with halves and quarters in pro- 
portion, weight 120 grains, worth of our present currency, 22$. \0~d. 

Sir John Davis says p , that from this time all money coined in, or for Ireland, was 
of less value than the English, generally one fourth part, so that from thence for- 
ward the Irish shilling was worth only nine pence English : but he is mistaken, if he 
dates the rise of the silver in Ireland, from that of the gold, by this act ; for the no- 
bles passed equally in England for 10$. as appears evidently from those struck there

ceding reign; and in this, (An. 1464) William lord Hastings, the ting's chamber- ^.\??' 
lain, being master of the mints throughout England and Ireland, both gold and silver 
were raised one fourth part, viz. the Noble, from six shillings and eight pence, to 
eight shillings and four pence, and the parts in proportion 4 . 

In the seventh year of this prince, an act r was passed, (reciting the before-men- 1467. 
tioned statute of his fifth year) whereby it was enacted, that the Noble of due weight 
should pass for ten shillings and the parts proportionably, and that the deficiency in 
the weight of such pieces, should be no reason, for their being refused, but that the 
value of such want of weight, should be paid in current silver. The Value of the 
Noble was not hereby raised, at more than it was then current for in England, but it 
equally passed for ten shillings, in both kingdoms. And the value of silver was like- 
wise raised, equally in England and Ireland, one fourth part ; that is, the groats 
were made one fourth part less in weight. Sir John, therefore, could not justly date 
from this period, the difference in the currency between the English and Irish money ; 
since the English groat did not, at that time, weigh above two grains three fourths 
more than the Irish groat. However, we draw near a period, when the price of 
silver was monstrously raised in this kingdom, though but for a short time ; for, by 
the above act it was ordained, that a piece of silver should be struck, called a double, 
to pass in Ireland for eight pence, having on erne side the print of a crown, with this 
inscription, Edwardus Dei gratia Dominus Hibernia ; and on the other side a sun 
and a rose, with Civitas Dublinie. Ten such pieces to go to the ounce, according to 
the rightful standard of the tower of London, and twelve such ounces to the pound ; 
that there should be in every pound one hundred and twenty such pieces of the said 
weight. Also another piece of silver, called a gross, having the print and inscrip- 
tions, aforesaid on each side, and to pass for four pence, twenty such pieces to go to 
an ounce of the Tower-weight, and two hundred and forty to the pound of the said 
standard. Also a. piece of silver of two deniers, or half groat, of the proportion 
aforesaid, of which forty such pieces to go to the ounce. Likewise a piece of silver, 
called the denier, (penny) eighty of them to the ounce, besides the allay. Half- 
pennies and farthings to be made according to the same proportions, imprinted as the 
denier, with an inscription as long as it could be made. These coins to be struck in 
the castles of Dublin and Trim, the cities of Waterford and Limerick, the towns 
of Drogheda, Galway, and Carlingford. The merchant to have for an ounce of 
Bullion, six shillings of the said pieces, and the king the residue, paying the master 
and workmen for their labor ; and nobody after the Easter following, to receive or 
pay any manner of silver money, blithe coin or money aforesaid ; and all other coins 
to be annulled in Ireland ; paying oi^ppmng in payment such annulled money being 
made felony. These coins are very rare, and except the groat and penny, I have 
not seen any of them. The groat has on One side the king's head crowned, and this

These coins, according to the standard of the tower of London, of five thousand 
three hundred and seventy-six troy grains, to the pound, should weigh, tiz. the dou- 
ble forty-four grains £g. ; the half-double, or groat, twenty-two grains and a half; 
the half-groat, eleven grains one fourth ; the peony, five grains five eighths ; the 
half-penny two grains \% ; and the farthing one grain ^4, besides the allay, which 
added in a certain proportion, made them of an even number of grains, as forty- 
eight, twenty-four, twelve, six, three, and one grain and a half. It appears by this, 
that the value of silver was at this time raised to double of what it was in the last 
reign, from three shillings and four pence the ounce, to six shillings and eight pence, 
when the groat weighed as much, as the double-groat struck by virtue of this act. 
However, the consequence and hardship of it being soon felt, by the prodigious 
1470. rising of all manner of provisions and necessaries ; the next parliament, (the tenth 
of this prince) thought proper, in order to remedy this evil, to enact 1 , that the mas- 
ter of the mint should strike in the Castles of Dublin and Trim, and the town of 
Drogheda, five different sorts of silver coins, according to the standard of the tower 
of London, viz. the gross, the demy-gross, the denier, the demy-denier, and the 
quadrant, or farthing. The gross to have on one aide, the print of a head crowned 
with this inscription, Edwardus Dei gratia Hex Angiitis Dominus Hiberriia, or the 
name; of any other king for the time being, and, on the other side, a cross, with three 
pellets, according to the gross made in Calais, and the name of the place where 
struck, and in the outer circle, Posui Deum €u%)utoremmeum. Eleven of these 
groats to make an oYmce troy- weight, and every one of them, not clipped, to pass 
• for four pence : the half-groat to be made in like manner, with the same inscriptions ; 
twenty-two to make the ounce, and every one of them, not clipped, to pass for two 
pence ; the like to be observed proportionably in the other smaller pieces. The fifth 
part of every pound, was to be made into small pieces ; that is, of two deniers, de- 
niers, half-deniers, and farthings ; to be allayed in «very ounce of the same, ac- 
cording ten the statute of the fifth of this prince, which, as before observed, is not 
to be found ; we cannot therefore give any just account of the fineness of these coins. 
The groats of this coinage, at the rate of eleven pieces to the ounce troy, must have 
weighed forty-three grains ££%, the half-gppl, twenty-one grains .£., the penny, 
ten grains §§, ***& ^ lt ^ * e &U a y, at least forty-five grains, twenty -two grains and 
a half, and eleven grains one fourth. The English groat of this reign weighed about 
forty-six grains and a half. From this time we may date the difference in the cur-

the purification next ensuing, to be apnulled, aqd not to be taken for a <y>in. And 
whosoever should pay or receive aqy clipped money, after the Christmas following, 
to be adjudged, and taken as an attainted traitor. 

By another act of tbisye^r", it was enacted, that $ril grosses should pass in Ireland, l47% 
as they did in the days of Edward III. Richard II. Henry IV. Henry V. and 
Henry VI. in England and Calais, every piece not clipped for five pence ; the half- 
groat at two pence half-penny ; and the denier tt one penny farthing ; the noble of 
gold at ten shillings ; the crown at five shillings ; and the quadrant at two shillings 
and six pence each ; and whatever they might be deficient in weight, to be made 
good in current silver; and that whosoever refused to take them should lose 
his debt. 

Notwithstanding all the care seemingly taken of the coin of this kingdom by 
the legislature ; yet it appears by two subsequent acts of the eleventh and twelfth 
of this prince w , that a great deal of light ahd bad money had been coined in the 
castles of Dublin and Trim, the city of Cork, and the towns of Drogheda, 
Youghall, Kinsale, and Kiliqallock, for which, Lynch, master of the mints of 
Ireland, was, as I observed before, indicted, waft (An. 13 Edward IV.) fonnd guilty ; 
but the king having, by letters patent, granted him his pardon in 1473% he waf 
again employed. 

By a statute of thetafelfth and thirteenth of Edward IV. T , it was ordained, that 147 ** 
the gross, the demy-gross, the denier, the demy-denier, and the quadrant, should 
for the time to come be struck within Ike castle of Dublin, and in no other place in 
Ireland ; and that the ounce of silver, according to the standard of the tower of 
London, should contain, or be cut into fourteen grosses, twenty-right balf-gro$ses f

every gross to pas* at the rate of four pence, and the other parts in proportion. The 
king, the master and workmen, were to receive three pence in every ounce of groats, 
four pence in every ounce of the other sorts, and no more. And the merchant for 
what plate or bullion he brought to the mint, was to receive four shillings and five 
pence for every ounce of groats, and four shillings and four pence for the other sorts. 
One fifth part of all the Bullion brought into the mint, was to be coined into small 
pieces of two pennies, one penny, half-penny, and farthings, under the penalty of 
ten pounds. Here we find the value of silver raised again, and brought to fifty- 
six shillings in the pound by tale, and the difference between the value of the Eng- 
lish and Irish groat to be hear fifty per cent, in a pound of bullion : for the weight 
of the groat is hereby reduced to thirty-two grains, the half-groat to sixteen grains, 
the penny to eight grains, the half-penny to four grains, and the farthings to 
two grains ; so that the ounce of silver was now worth four shillings and eight 
pence. 
H75. It was this year enacted", that the grosses made in time of Edward III. Richard 
II. Henry IV. Henry V. and Henry VI. not clipped, should pass at the rate of six 
pence, the demy-gross at three pence, the denier at three half penc£. The English 
groat of the present kihg, not clipped, at five pence, his half-groat at two pence 
half-penny, and the denier at one penny farthing ; and all the monies struck in Ire- 
land, to be of the same value as they then were.

This year an act was passed d , whereby it was enacted, that the liberties of Meath 1478. 
should be restored, with full power to Henry, lord Grey, seneschal and treasurer of 
Meath, by himself, or his officers, to strike all manner of coins in the castle of Trim, 
according to such fineness and allay, as in a statute for that purpose was provided. 
The statute, hereto referred, is not to be found ; but it appears from Sir James 
Ware e , that in a parliament held this year, before Gerald, earl of .Kildare, liberty 
was granted to the master of the mint tq strike pieces of three pennies, two pennies, 
and of one penny, and that these coins were to be stamped, on one side, with three 
crowns in pale on a cross pommete, with this inscription, Do minus Hibernias ; and 
on the reverse, the arms of England, divided by the like cross, and round it, Rex 
JnglUe et Francicc. I find, indeed, an act of the nineteenth of this king, whereby 
it was enacted f , that Germyn Lynch, master of the minters, should have power to 
strike money at four shillings and ten pence per ounce, rendering to the merchant 
four shillings and four pence, and to the king and workmen six pence, according to 
the standard of the tower of London, which must be understood here only as to the 
allay, and not as to the weight of the Tower ; for, as what I have weighed of these 
coins weigh from twenty-eight to thirty grains, it will thence appear, that eighteen 
of these thfee-penny pieces, at twenty-six grains three fourths each, will answer to 1470. 
four shillings and six pence, and to four hundred and eighty grains, the ounce troy, 
and that with the allay, they probably were to weigh thirty grains ; if so, the groat 
roust have weighed forty grains, and ten of them to have been cut out of the ounce 
troy ; in which case silver was again reduced to near its former value. Morysou g 
thinks, that these coins were stamped with the Pope's triple crown, and that they 
were of old sent hither by the Popes, or were so stamped in honor of them ; others 
have thought, that as the arms of "England and France are impressed on these coins, 
they could not belong to Edward IV. but that they should rather be ascribed to 
Henry VII. who was the first that had these arms stamped on the English silver 
coins. In answer to which, I shall observe, that the first pieces, with the three 
crowns, were struck, as we have seen before, in the reign of Henry VI ; that that 
prince having been crowned king of France, at Paris, had, in consequence thereof, 
the three crowns of England, France and Ireland, stamped on these coins ; and that 
as he had the arms of France and England quartered on his French and English

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Et>w. IV. gold monies, it was thought proper to have these arms stampt on his Irish groafe, 
™-~ p or three penny pieces, which were the most valuable coins allowed to be struck in 
Ireland. 

Bj what has been said of the monies, struck in this reign, it will be easy to judge 
how almost impossible it is to give a just and true account of their weight. We 
have a surprising variety of this prince's coins, as to their mint or privy-marks, as 
will appear by looking over Number 72, 73, 74, 75, 76, 77, 78, 79, 80, 81, 82, 
83, 84, 85, 86, 87, 88, 89, 90, 91 and 92. Plate IV. Numb. 114 and 115. Plate 
V. and Numb. 168. Plate VIII. Some of these were struck in Dublin, Waterford, 
and Limerick; others, at Drogheda and Trim. I have not met with any of those 
that were coined at Cork, Galway, Killmallock, Youghall, Kinsale, or Carlingford. 
What I have of these coins, weigh, viz. The groat with the head, from twenty- 
eight to thirty-three grains ; the pieces with three crowns, from twenty-eight' and a 
half to thirty grains ; the half-groats with the head, fourteen to sixteen grains ; the 
half-piece with the three crowns, fourteen to fifteen grains ; the penny with the head, 
seven grains ; and that with the three crowns, also seven grains. 

Some of these pieces have on one side the king's head crowned with this inscription,

reverse, the cross and three pellets in each quarter, with the motto, posui. devm. 
adivtorem mevm. and in the inner circle, the name of the place, ciyitas dybunie. — 
civiTAS waterford. — civitas. limerici. — yilla de. drogheda.— Others have the 
scutcheon of England, and this inscription, edwar rex angle, franc, reverse, the 
three crowns, and dominys hybernie. Another has also the scutcheon of England, 
and this epigraphe, rex agle. francie. reverse, the three crowns, as the last men- 
tioned, in pale, on a cross pommete, and dominys hybernie. — Mint-marks, a sun, 
a rose, a crown, a cross, a star, a mullet, a trefoil, a g, an l and a v. The sun was 
the favourite devise of this prince, and as at the battle of Barnet, his men wore that 
badge, and the earl of Warwick's men a rose, it was to a lucky mistake for him, oc- 
casioned by the likeness of the one to the other, that he owed the gaining of that 
battle b ; which is the reason, why we so often see both as privy-marks on his 
monies* . 
Edw. V. This prince's reign was so short, that he was not crowned ; nor is it probable that

Rich. Ill Such abuses had crept into the mints, during the last three years of Edward IV.

of what kind of metal soever, that in case any of 
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for the time being, should make four kinds of silver coins, viz. Grosses, Demy- Ric*. Ill 
Grosses, Deniers, and Demy-Deniers, in such manner, and in such place, as was ^J?" 
ordained by the statute of the tenth of Edward IV. and of such allay, and with such 
remedy in the weight of every twenty shillings, as ordered by the statute of the twelfth 
year of that prince. The said Gross, Demy-Gross, Denier and Demy- Denier, to 
have on one side the arms of England, with a cross trefoile, and this inscription, 
Bicardus Dei gratia Rex Anglic, Dominus Hibernhe; and on the other side three 
crowns, one over the other, with the like cross, and round it, the name of the place, 
where lawfully coined. The pound troy was to be cut into too hundred and twenty- 
five Grosses at four pence each, and proportionably of the other denominations, 
that is four hundred and fifty Half-Grosses, at two pence each, and nine hundred 
Deniers, at one penny. The merchant to be paid four shillings and six penee for every 
ounce of bullion, brought into the mint ; and all counterfeit money, was hereby de- 
cried and prohibited. 

According to this statute, the Groat, at the rate of two hundred and twenty-five 
to the pound troy, was to weigh twenty-five grains 4-f , the Half-groat, twelve grains 
four fifths, and the Penny, six grains four tenths ; yet it appears that they weighed 
more ; for, I have one of these Groats, which, though pretty much worn, and clipped, 
weighs twenty-eight grains three fourths, and cannot have lost less than one grain 
and one fourth ; whence the weight will appear to have been, at least, thirty grains, 
and the difference between the English and Irish Groat of this prince, to be about 
sixty per cent. This groat, Plate V. Numb. 96, has on one side ihe scutcheon 
of England, and this inscription, ricar. rex. angle. France, reverse, the three 
crowns in pale on a cross pommete, and dominus htbernie. a small cross, mint- 
mark. 

The current coin of this kingdom was so clipped, thai on the fifteenth of April, Hen. VII 
1491, a law was made here k to prohibit the paying or receiving any clipped or ooun~ i^ 9 
terfeit money, and in the fourteenth 1 and nineteenth years of this prince, acte were 
likewise passed in England, forbidding its being imported thither from Ireland, 
above the value of three shillings and four pence. It seems therefore very reasonable 
to think, that there must have been some coinage in Ireland, about that time at least, 
in order to supply the want of good and lawful species ; but we find no records that 
can afford us any light in this matter. About this time the difference between the 
English and Irish money, was one third in value, as appears from a letter of Octavian, 
archbishop of Armagh, to the king in 1487, recommending Arthur Magennis to that 
prince, for the bishoprick of Dromore, wherein he says, that the revenue of that 
diocess, i» not worth above forty pounds, of the coin of Ireland, which is less by 
the third part than the coin sterling. If, (as it seems very probable from Folkc's 
and Leake's accounts of the English Monies) this prince was the first, that had the 
arched or imperial crown imprinted on his coins, we may then be positive, that there 14&7.

posvi devm adivtorem mevm, and in the inner circle, civitas dvblinie. See Plate 
V. Numb. 97, 98, 99. The last of these has on the reverse, in the center of the 
cross, a boar's head, mint-mark ; and though much clipped and worn, they weigh 
from twenty-seven to thirty-one grains, and making a proper allowance for the wear, 
we may reasonably compute them to have been about one third part less than the 
English Groat of that time. 

HenVIII In the beginning of this prince's reign, the current coin of this kingdom, was so 
1509! rokerably clipped and defaced, and withal so scarce, that the earl of Surrey, lord 
lieutenant of Ireland, was obliged to sue for his being recalled, for want of money, 
and supplies from England, to carry on the war against the rebels here" ; and the mayor 
of Dublin gave but one Crusadoe to the messenger, who brought him Shane O 
Toole's head, slain by the earl of Kildare : and that, by reason of its being so clipped, 
they were then obliged to pay or receive it by weight, appears from archbishop Allan , 

HenVIII who says, that the archbishop's cross having been pledged for a sum of money, by 
A - D * some person belonging to the priory of Christ-church, where this cross was usually 
kept, he released it at his. own expence, and that it cost him near an hundred ounces 
of silver. 

Notwithstanding such a scarcity and want of money, it doth not appear that there 
was any struck here before the year 1530, the twenty-first of this prince, when he 
coined new groats, and perhaps Two-penny pieces and Pennies. Bishop Nicholson 
says p , that the first Irish money, coined in this reign, was struck in the thirty-second 
year of that king, which falls in 1540: but I must beg leave to differ from that 
learned prelate, and to offer my reasons for it. I have a Groat of this prince, (Plate 
V. Numb. 104) which has on one side, the arms of England, in a scutcheon, di- 
vided by a cross, and crowned with an arched crown, with this inscription, henric. 
viii. d. r. agl. z. Reverse, a harp crowned between the letters h. r. each also 
crowned, and round it, franc, domits. hirer, here the antient motto, posvi, 8$c. is 
left out, and die harp for the first time appears on the Irish coins. This piece I 
presume was struck in the year 1530, before his marriage with Ann Bullen, which 
did not happen till the. following year, 1531, when instead of h. r, he had on the re- 
verse of the Groats, struck that year, the letters h. a, for Henry and Ann. See Plate 
V. Numb. 105. In 1536, after his marriage with Jane Seymour, he then ordered 
the two letters h . i. to be stamped on the Groats of that year, for Henry and Jane. See 
Plate V. Numb. 106. And in 1540, having married Catherine Howard, the letters 
h. k. were likewise stamped On the Groats of that year's coinage. See Plate V. 
Numb. 107. All these coins, with these different letters, could not, certainly, be

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struck in the same year, nor so late as the thirty-second year of this prince* ' " InHurVIli 
€( these days/' says Sir James Ware*, (( were coined, %c." he doth not say, this A - &• 
year were coined, $#. which shews that these coins were struck at different periods 
Of time. 

This prince haying, in his thirty-third year, assumed the title of king of Ireland, 
was so proclaimed, the thirteenth of June, in St. Patrick's church, near Dublin. 
On this occasion there was a new kind of Groats struck, like the former as to their 
shapes and stamps, butodifferent in the stile. On these the inscription, on one side, 
ishenric. Tin. di. gracia. ahglie. and on the reverse, francie. z. hibernie. rex, 
with the harp crowned between the two letters h. r. See Plate V. Numb. 108. All 
these Groats weigh from thirty-six to thirty-nine grains, and were probably struck at 
the rate of forty grains each, that is one hundred and forty-four pieces to the 
pound, or twelve to the ounce. They are of a very indifferent metal, nine ounces 
six penny weight fine, and two ounces fourteen penny weight allay ; for which reason, 
an act was passed in England, prohibiting their being imported thither from Ireland, 
under forfeiture of treble the value, with fine and imprisonment. 

In his thirty-sixth year there was an indenture made' with Martin Bowes and others, 
for making two sorts of monies for Ireland, (eight ounces fine, and foui* allay) viz. 
Sixpenny-pieces, at the rate of one hundred and forty-four pieces to the pound, 
and Three-penny pieces, at the rate of two hundred and eighty-eight to the pound; 
which answers to the weight of his English Four-penny and Two-penny pieces. These 
have on one side the king's head crowned, full-faced, but a little inclining to the Jeft, 
with this inscription, henric. 8. d. g. agl. fra. 2. rib. rex. reverse, the arms of 
England, and round it, ci vitas, dvblinie. I have two of these Six-pences ; one of 
which weighs thirty-three and the other thirty-five grains ; the Three-penny piece 
weighs fourteen grains and a half. They have by wear lost the difference, from their 
original weight forty-grains the one, and twenty grains the other. See Plate V. 
Numb. 100, 101, 102. 

In his thirty-eighth year another kind of Six-penny piece was struck, which see 
Plate V. Numb. 103. These have on one side the arms of England, divided, as those 
mentioned before, by the old cross, and crowned, and this legend, henric. 8. D. o. 
aho/.frakc, reverse, the harp crowned, between the letters H. n. and, et hibernie!. 
*ex. 38. vy. This piece weighs thirty-two grains one fourth. t( About this time, 
" says Ware", king Henry, to maintain his charges in Ireland, being now hard put 
to it for Uck of monies, by reason of the vast treasure wasted in his expeditions 
into France, and Scotland, and compelled by necessity, he gave directions to coin 
brass money, and commanded it, by proclamation, to pass for current and lawful 
money in all parts of Ireland." Indeed, except the first mentioned Groats, which 
were not so bad, the money struck in this reign was little better than brass, not above 
four ounces fine, and eight allay, although, according to the indenture, they were to 
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HbnVIII be eight ounces fine, and four allay ; so that, if we value the ounce of silver, at four 
t&R ^flings and six-pence, to which, from two shillings and eight pence, it was raised 
in Hie three preceding reigns, we shall find that in a p*und weight of this money, there 
was but eighteen shillings worth of silver, with one shilling's worth of copper, and 
Hie whole value of this 'metal to be nineteen shillings, which was made current for 
three pound twelve shillings. This prince's coins have for mint-marks, a harp, a 
crown, a rose, a trefoile, and a flower de late. 
Edw.VI. In the second year of Edward VI. Sir Edward Bellingham', lord justice of Ire* 
1646-7. k^ ^ *^ e king's command, ordered money to be coined in the castle of Dublin, 
where a mint was kept, " which, says Hooker , being at his commandement, he was 
the better able to do good service to his Majestie, and to the benefit of that 
Realme." But after a while w , for want of bullion, by little and little the work 
decayed. Whence it is inferred*, that from this time, mints were discontinued in 
Ireland : but according to Moryson, " the Irish had a mint-house, at the beginning 
" of queene Elizabeth's raigne. 7 " 
1651. In the fourth year of this prince, an indenture was made with Martyn Piri'% Au- 
gust the ninth, for four sorts of silver pieces to be coined in Dublin, viz. Grouts, 
worth four pence sterling, Half-groats, at two pence, Pennies, and Half-pennies : 
one hundred and forty-four groats to weigh one pound weight, two hundred and 
eighty-eight half-groats, fife hundred and seventy-six pennies, Sgc. according to 
which standard, the Groat was to weigh forty grains, the Half groat, twenty grains, 
the Penny, ten grains, and the Half-penny, five grains ; hut what stamp and inscrip- 
tion they bare, I cannot tell ; I find it no where recorded, and have not had, as yet, 
the good fortune to meet with any of them. The money of this reign, if any waa 
coined, must have been of as had a metal, as that of the last ; since the king in his 
last year, "at the request of the council of Ireland, by proclamation commanded 
that the Irish groats, which had too much brass allay, should pass only /for 
two pence in value, which conduced very much to the good of the people*." '• 
Mart. Queen Mary, at her accession to the crown, in order that die might ingratiate 
1453! herself with her people in England, prohibited the currency of .the base money 
there, and ordered gold and silver money to be made of a better standard. But 
Ireland was particularly excepted in the proclamation issued for that purpose 6 ;. she 
having a special standard for the coins, which she intended for that kingdom. Ac* 
cordingly, she ordered, this year, Shillings, Groats, Two-penny pieces, and pro- 
bably Pennies, to be struck for this kingdom ; but of as course and base a metal, 
as any made use of, in the two last reigns. Forty of these shillings, I suppose, went 
to the pound troy, and weighed each one hundred and forty-four grains^ the (?< oat

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forty-eight grains at the rate of one hundred and twenty to the pound, and the Two M ae y. 
penny piece twenty-four grains, at the rate of two hundred and forty pieces to the ^ £ 
pound. The Shilling of this year has her head crowned, in profile, looking to 
the right, and this inscription, maria. d. g. ang. fra. z. hib. regina. reverse the 
liarp crowned, between the letters m. r. likewise crowned, and this legend, Veritas, 
tbmforib. fiua. MDLin. The Groat is like the Shilling, and has the same inscrip- 
tions, but wants the date. The Two-pence had her head likewise crowned, and this 
epigraphe, maria. d. b. a. tr. e. hib. regi. reverse, the harp crowned between the Fnuv 
letters m. r. and Veritas, &c. an annulet, mintmark. 

The second year of Philip and Mary, Sir Edmund Peckham, knight, treasurer 
of the mint of Engl and, Thomas Stanley, comptroller, and William Knight, assay- 
master, or any two of them c , were impowered to make out of ten thousand pounds 
worth of base monies, brought into England by king Philip, Shillings at twelve v 
pence Irish, forty of them, or one hundred and twenty groats, to the pound, and at 
the rate of three ounces fine and nine ounces allay , according to which, the Shilling 
weighed one hundred and forty-four grains, or six penny-weight, which answer^ pretty 
near to some of the best preserved that I have weighed. The Shilling has the king 
and queen's busts crowned, with the faces turned towards each other, and this in- 
scription, philip. z. maria. d. o. rex. z. regina. and the date of the year, 1555, 
under the busts, in the exergue ; reverse, a crowned harp, between the letters p. m« 
also crowned, and this epigraphe, posvimvs. devm. adivtorem. nostrvm. They 
weigh from five penny-weight ten grains, to five penny-weight twelve grains. The 
Groats are like the Shillings, save that the date, instead of being under, is above 
the heads. Of these we have with the dates 1555, 1556, 1557 and 1558. See 
Plate V . Numb . 1 12 and 1 13 ; they weigh from forty-two grains and a half to forty- 1 557, • 
four-grains. 

On the nineteenth of September 1557, the English Rose-pennies of Henry VIII. 
and Edward VI. mixed with copper, were, by proclamation in England, prohibited 
there, and restrained to Ireland d . And besides the ten. thousand pounds of base 
monies struck for this kingdom, by virtue of the before-mentioned commission 
granted to Sir Edmund Peckham, knight, and others, they were, by a second, im- 
powered to coin seven thousand pounds worth of the like base monies into shillings 
and groats ; and in the third and fourth year of Philip and Mary, a third commission 
was granted for coining five thousand five hundred pounds more of these base coins, 
into Harp-groats for the use of Ireland, and of the same standard 6 , so that in less 
than three years time, there was coined of these base monies to the value of twenty-two 
thousand five hundred pounds, besides what was struck in the first year of the reign 
of this queen, before her marriage. . 

This great princess was the first f , who ordered the ounce of silver in England 
to be cut into sixty pennies ; so that the penny which formerly was the twentieth 



* Edward III. contained as much silver as is now worth three pence farthing of our 
present currency. 

Though it is said ', that in the beginning of this reign, we had here a mint of our 
own ; yet it doth not appear that any kind of money was struck in this kingdom ; but 
rather, that a commission* was granted to Sir Edmund Peckbam,. knight, treasurer, 
Thomas Stanley, comptroller of the mint, in the tower of London, and others, to 
convert the base money then current in England, into Harp-shillings and groats, for 
the use of Ireland; and out of four thousand pound of this base coin, to make 
eight thousand pound in Harp- shillings, and Harp-groats, three ounces fine, and 
nine ounces allay ; Forty such shillings to the pound troy, and of groats, one hundred 
and twenty. The shillings to weigh one hundred and forty-four grains, and the 
Groats forty-eight grains. These coins have on one side the queen's bust crowned, 
looking to the right, with this inscription, Elizabeth, d. g. ang. fba. z. hib. reg. 
reverse, a harp crowned, between the letters s. a. also crowned, and round it ihe 
motto, posvi. devm. adiytorbm. sixth. See Plate VI. Numb. 116, and 117. I 
have one of these shillings, which weighs one hundred thirty-three .grains and a 
half, and a groat, weighing forty-three grains and a half; the mint-marks a harp, 
and arose. 

No sooner was the base money decryed, and prohibited in England, but it .was 
sent over in great quantities into this kingdom, where the Bungals, as they were 
then called, went for six pence, and the broad pieces for twelve pence ; but in a short 
time after, the former passed for two pence, the latter for a groat; and when they were 
refused elsewhere, they passed in Conuaught, the first for one pennny, and the last 
for twopence*. 

About this time 1 , the coin, which had been so debased, during the three former 
reigns, and in the beginning of this, was restored to near its former purity, and intrin- 
sic value, as well in this kingdom, as in England. Whereupon an old Poet of those 
days made the following ballad". 

Let bone-fires shine in every place. 
Sing, and ring the bells a-pace; 
And pray that long may live her grace, 
To be the good queen of Ireland. 

The gold and silver which was so base, 
< That no man could endure its scarce ; 

Is now new-coyn'd with her own face, 
And made go current in Ireland. 
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' A particular Bod of money vms i by order of the queen, struck lor this lingdom, Eliza*. 
viz. Shillings of the value of nine pence English, to pass in freland for twelve *_•**• 
pence. Whether there were half-shillings struck at this time, I know not, but I 
Jure seen the Groat* They are nearly of equal fineness with her English money of 
that year* 

The Shilling has on one side the queen's bust, her head crowned, looking to the 
right, and this inscription, Elizabeth, d, g. a. f. et hibjsrhie. &eg. another has rem. 
reverse, three harps in a shield crowned, between the date 15—61 and the motto, 
posvi devm adivtorem. mevm. The Groat has likewise her head crowned and 
Elizabeth, d. g. an. f. z. HiBERNiE. beg. rcTCTse, three harps in a shield, between the 
date 15 — 61, and the motto, posvi, $c. and both have a harp, mint-mark. See Plate 
VI. Numb. 118, and 119. 

Eighty-two of these shillings, says Malynes 1 , went to the pound, and therefore 
weighed' seventy grains one fourth each, which is something heavier, in proportion, 
than the English shilling of that time, sixty-two whereof wait to the pound and 
weighed ninety-two grains seven eighths, and our shilling being valued at the Tower, 
at nine pence English, that is, one fourth part less than the English shilling, it should 
therefore proportionably weigh one fourth part, or twenty-three grains -jV l e8 *> an ^ *ts 
foil weight be sixty-two grains -j-f. I have three of these shillings, which, though 
somewhat clipped and worn, weigh full sixty-nine grains ; the Groat, though pretty 
much clipped, weighs full twenty-four grains, whereas, according to the above 
standard, it should have weighed but twenty-three -ff from the mint. 1*9*> 

In the fortieth year of this princess, I find mention made of an indenture* with 
Sir John Martin, and Richard Martin his son, master-workers of the mint in the 
tower crfJLondon, for coining five different kinds of money for Ireland, viz Shillings, 
to be current at twelve pence Irish, Half-shillings, or six-penny pieces, Quarter- 
shillings, or three-penny pieces, Pennies, and Half-pennies. And accordingly, cer- 
tain quantities of each kind", were struck, sent over, and issued out for the payment 
of die army in this kingdom. 

The money; coined by virtue of this indenture, was of a very base mixture of cop- 
per and silver, viz. three ounces of silver to nine ounces of brass. Its weight and 
impression were, I presume, the same with that of the species struck two years after ; 1601. 
when, by virtue of another indenture , of her forty-third year, shillings, six-pences, 
and three-pences, were coined at the Tower, for the service of Ireland. These were 
still worse than the last, being but two ounces and eighteen pony-weight fine, and nine 
ounces two penny-weight allay p ; though Malynes says 1 , they were three ounces fine, 
and according to him, eighty-two of the shillings went to the pound ; consequently 
one hundred and sixty-four six-pences, and three hundred and eighty-eight three- 
pences : at this rate the Shilling must have weighed seventy grains one fourth ; the 
Six-pence thirty-five grains one eighth ; and the Three-pence seventeen grains

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Elizas. Copper Pennies and Half-pennies, were also coined at the same fime, one hundred 
A. D. ^ ninety and a fc a lf of the Pennies to the pound', and of the Half-pennies throe 
hundred and eighty-one. ' 

The Shillings and Six-pences of this mintage have on one side the arms of England, 
with this inscription, Elizabeth, d. g. ang. fr. et. hiber. reg. reverse, the crowned 
harp, and the motto, posui. detm. adivtorem. mevm. See Plate VI. Numb.' 120 
and 121. The Penny and Half-penny are like the Shilling and Six-pence, with this 
difference, that the shield on one side, is placed between the letters e. r. and the harp* 
on the other, between the date of the year 16 — 01. — 16—03. See Plate VL 
Numb. 122 and 123. The mint-marks on these shillings, six-pences, pennies 
and half-pennies, are, a crescent, a flower de luce, a trefoil, a mullet, or a 
cypher. 

These pennies and half-pennies are by some', thought, to have been the first copper- 
money struck in, or for Ireland ; but I have shewed before, that in the reign of Edward 
IV. small money was coined in this kingdom, not only of silver mixed with brass or 
copper, but also of pure brass or copper. 

" The queen, says Sir John Davis B , in order to pay the wages of the royal army, 
/' which she kept in this kingdom for many years to suppress Tir-Oens rebellion w , 
caused great quantities of mixed monies to be made in the tower of London, with 
the usual stamp of the arms of England, and inscription of her royal stile, and to 
be transmitted into this kingdom, with her proclamation* bearing date the twenty- 
fourth of May, in her forty-third year, by which her majesty declares and 
establishes those mixed monies, immediately after said proclamation issued, to be 
the lawful and current money of this realm of Ireland, and expressly commaqds that 
they be so used, received and reputed by all her majesty's subjects, and others, 
using any kind of traffic or trade in this kingdom ; and that if any person or per- 
" sons should refuse the said mixed monies, according to their denomination, or 
valuation, that is shilling for shilling, and Sic de Cceteris, being tendered in 
payment of wages, fees, stipends, or debts, that they should be punished a» 
contemners of her majesty's royal prerogative and commands; and in order 
to make this coin more current, it was also ordeted by the said proclflmation that* 
after the tenth of. June next ensuing, all other monies current in this kingdom 
should be annulled, esteemed as bullion, and not as the lawful and current money 
" of said realm." 

Before this was brought about, many consultations were held in England, on a: 
scheme of such consequence to the liberty, property and welfare of the subject; but 
though the queen was against it, yet it was carried by some of her ministers ; and, as 
Camden fairly discloses the springs of the whole transaction, I shall herb transcribe

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own words. " About this time, says he, was put forth a proclamation (con- Eliz*b. 
fonnable to a law enacted in the reign of Henry VII.) that no man should carry A - D - 
*' over any English money into Ireland ; in regard the rebels drew to themselves 
a great part thereof, to buy munition and provision for the war ; or else the mer- 
chant transported it from thence into foreign parts, to the great detriment and pre- 
" judiceof England. Serious deliberations were therefore now had about altering 
the Irish coin, by mingling some brass with it, in regard the Irish war drew yearly 
out of England above one hundred and sixty thousand pounds sterling. By this, 
some were of opinion, that the charges of the war might be lessened: that all the 
good money might by exchange be drawn out of Ireland into England ; and the 
rebels, when the good money failed; be excluded from all commerce with foreign- 
ers, and consequently of necessity be weakened. Others argued on the contrary, 
" that this change of money would redound to the queen's dishonour, and the da- 
" mage of the subject ; that the good money of Ireland Could not be drawn thence 
f€ without a great charge to the queen : that the gain gotten hereby, if the new mo- 
" ney were coined in England, would not, when the accounts were cast up, coun- 
f * tervail the charges of carrying it over ; much less would the profit be, if it were 
" coined in Ireland, where a mint must necessarily be set up at great charges, and 
• ' minters must be hired at dear rates : neither could the commerce of the rebels with 
foreigners be hindered by it, so long as there was silver in the new coin, which the 
merchant knew well enough how to separate ; to whom it is all one whether he re- 
ceive one piece of money, or three of the same value. And that it was to be 
feared the soldiers would mutiny, for hereby their pay would be diminished. But 
Buchurst, lord treasurer, a man well skilled in money-matters, with much ado 
" extorted from the queen, out of necessity, (for that usually gives law to time) as 
he alledgcd, that the money should be altered for awhile, and be afterwards re- 
called again to its full value ; to which the queen of herself was averse, saying 
often, thatit would much reflect on her credit, and be displeasing to the army. — . 
To the army, certainly it proved a great prejudice : whether it turned to the ad- 
" vantage of the queen or no, I know not, but to the treasurer, and pay- masters, 
" without doubt it brought in good gain, whose covetous humour (which i§ 
" a diligent searcher of new ways to get money) may seem at first to have con- 
" trived itV • 

That this scheme was, and proved very prejudicial to this kingdom in general, and 
to the army in particular, as had been justly foreseen by those who were against it, 
appears from several passages in Mory son's history of those times. " The fifteenth 
€€ of May, says he,* the lord deputy received by the hands of Sir George Carey, 
" treasurer of war, 4 proclamation signed by the queen* to be published for making 
the new standard of mixed monies to be the only current in this kingdom ; all other 
coins to be brought in to the treasurer. . And likewise a letter from the queen*

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Eu*ab. " requiring the lord deputy and eouncil to further the due execution of the content! 
16 ' 01 a " of this proclamation, and by some plausible graces, done in general to the sub- 1 
" ject (in establishing an exchange of this coin into sterling money of England, $c) 
€C inviting all to swallow this bitter pill, which impoverished not oify the rebels; 
" but her majesty's best servants in this kingdom, only enriching her jpay- 
" masters sitting quietly at home, while others adventured daily their : blood 
€t in the service." 

In order, therefore, to make the most of this jobb, and to engross the whole pro-* 
fit thereof to themselves ; as this money was to be coined in England, for the use of 
Ireland, and to be there remitted by way of exchange, the authors of this scheme 
procured a patent * from the queen in favour of the said Sir George Carey, treasurer 
at war, and vice-treasurer of Ireland, for erecting an office, called, The office of 
her highness her exchange between England and Ireland. And by indenture 11 , be- 
tween her majesty and the said Sir George Carey, he- was constituted master of the 
said office in England and Ireland. And in the places by him appointed, every 
person, for twenty shillings delivered in Ireland, was to receive nineteen shillings in 
England, and for twenty shillings paid in England, to receive twenty-one shillings 
in Ireland. The said Sir George, being impowered to have deputies, in London, 
Bristol, and Chester, in England; and in Dublin, Cork, Galway and Carrick~ 
fergus in Ireland, or within any other cities, towns, or ports of England, and Ire+ 
land, or either of them. 

This new coin being made current by several proclamations*, and all other coins 
ordered to be brought to the exchange-office, all kinds of goods and provisions did 
of consequence rise in price to double their former value ; which occasioned a ge- 
neral complaint, not only from the soldiers and officers, but from the lord deputy 
himself, ^ho, in his letter* to sectetaiy Cecil of the seventh of November, 1601, 
says, " that his private estate was unable any longer to continue the expence, at 
which he was forced to live, growing greater by, the mixed coin, as he ever 
thought it would fall very heavy upop him, by which reason he might value* his 
entertainment to be less by the half, than it was in the time of the Old standard, 
" for whatsoever was bought with this new coin, was raised to the* double price. — • 
" And as the exchange soon failed, says Moryson d , so did our hearts therewith? 
" for we served there, in discomfort and came home beggars, so that the treasurer 
" and pay-masters, (who were thereby enriched) hfcd cause to bless the authors of 
" this invention." 

The merchants, above all others, are most complained of, in several of the queen's 
proclamations, for raising the price of their goods about seventy or eighty per cent; 
and for refusing, or not taking enough of that base money, in exchange for what 
sterling money they had. And to make good this charge against than, different

But the whole blame should have been hud on the inventors of that monstrous 
sffceme, the lord-treasurer of England, Buckhurst, and his partner the vice-trea- 
surer of Ireland, who being perhaps in great arrears, or having bought large estates, 
were willing to pay off one hundred thousand pound; with twenty-five thousand 
pounds. 

For otherwise, how could the merchant, or the manufacturer be blamed, and 
even abused, far raising his wares upon- such an occasion. Money has always been 
the standard and the rule of commerce among all nations ; wherever it is raised above 
its intrinsic value, there the price of all manner of commodities must rise also in 
proportion. The merchant, who, before this scheme took place, sent to France for 
* ton of wine, which cost him tl>ere three hundred livres, or fifteen pounds Irish, 
could pay that sum with three hundred harp-shillings of the good silver ; whereas, 
when the base-money was introduced, he must send, or pay one thousand two hun- 
dred at least of these new shillings, or sixty pounds ; and, at a moderate profit of 
tea per cent, he might have sold his ton of wine, before the debasing of the coin, for 
sixteen pounds ten shillings, which, in base money with the same profit, he could 
not sell under sixty-six pounds. The case was the same with the manufacturer, the 
artificer, the farmer, whose goods must have risen in proportion, as what he received 
in payment, decreased in intrinsic value; and the difference between the old and the 
new coin being three-fourths, or seventy-five per cent, he must of consequence have 
raised his wares seventy-five per cent. So, a barrel of wheat, if sold before at six 
shillings, must then sell for twenty-four shillings : a yard of c loath, if worth twelve 
shillwgs must then be worth forty-eight shillings. However just this be; yet some 
there are, who would fain believe, that if they owe twenty shillings they discharge 
that debt, if they pay twenty shillings, although there be less silver in the species 
of coin they pay, than in that which they received : as if a person had borrowed 
from me twenty barrels of wheat at twenty stone each, should pretend to pay me, by 
returning me twenty barrels at sixteen stone each, if the barrel was by law reduced 
to that weight ; whereas he should return me four hundred stones of wheat, other- 
wise I must certainly lose eighty stones, or two barrels of wheat by the bargain ; 1 
.should hereby , no doubt, receive the same number of nominal barrels, but at the 
same time should really lose one fifth part of the wheat so lent. The case is the same 
a& to money ; if I lend twenty pound in good sterling silver, , it is not enough % 
that the same number of nominal pounds, which are but imaginary names, should 
be repaid me, I must receive the same quantity of sterling silver, that I have lent ; 
for otherwise, if I have paid twenty pounds, or four hundred shillings in sterling 
mon^y, and receive twenty pounds, or four hundred shillings in base money, worth 
three fourths less than sterling, it is evident that I lose three fourths of my debt, and

reduced to three thousand pounds, nay, to two thousand pounds, for the goldsmiths 
did not value these shillings at more than two pence each f . 

This leads me to another observation; the rate of land ifc this' kingdom. iThe 
land-lord, who during ihe debasing of the monies, tinder Hgriiy VIII. -Mary, 
Edward VI. and Elizabeth, found that instead of one shilling of g*od silver, hfe 
deceived but three pence an acre, that is, 'Who instead of b£ing paid twelve pemg 
per acre in sterling money, received a shilling of the muted-money, worth but tfcrefe 
pence, and that he con&quetrtfy lost trine pence per acfre, or the three fourths of hk 
rent, when any of his leases expired during that time, in order to receive his former 
rent, twelve pence sterling per acre, he must then have raised the price of his land 
to four shillings the acre, of the then current money; which, when in the subsequent 
freigti, the sterling money was restored, and the mixed-money decried, proved a great 
charge to the lessee, who thereby found himfeelf obliged to pay four shillings sterling 
for that acre of land for which he formerly paid but twelve, pence sterling ; an ad- 
ditional rent of seventy-five per cent. I hope I shall be excused, for dwelling so long 
on this article • I thought it incumbent on me, to take off the aspersions, so grosly 
and unjustly cast on the merchants of that time, ty those who made the most of 
that scheme.

REX. reverse, the harp crowned 
and this legend, henricvs. rosas. rsgma. i a cob vs. Henry united the roses, and 
James the kingdoms ; alluding to the union of the red and white roses, the house* 
of Lancaster and York, in the person of Henry VII. his great-grand -father, and 
to the union of the two crowns of England and Scotland under one prince, by his 
accession to the former. The Six-pences are like the Shillings/ but have on the re- 
verse, tveatvr. vnita devs. mhri>marks, a rose, a martlet. See Plate VI. Numb. 
I«6andl37. 

According to Malynes", eighty-two of these and the former shillings went to 
the pound; and therefore weighed seventy grains one fourth, and the six-pences 
thirty-five grains one eighth ; yet some of the best preserved that I have, though 
worn and clipped, weigh from sixty-two grains to seventy grains and a half, and 
the Six penny pieces, from thirty grains and a half to thirty -three grains and a 
naii. 

By a proclamation" of the nineteenth of May, it 'wis ordered that the English 
Shillings should pass in this kingdom for sixteen pence; and by another % of the 
dtghteenth of May 1612, all goldsmiths and others were prohibitedunder severe pe- 
nalties, melting any of the gold or silver corns current in this. kingdom. The fol- 
lowing year this prince ordered farthings p to be made of copper, and to pass equally 
current in England and Ireland. They have on one side two scepters in saltire 
through a crown, with this epigraphe, iaco. d. g. kagk ma. (some have brit.) 
reverse, the harp crowned/ and fra. bt. hib. rex. they are very thin and 
not broader than one of the present English silver groats. See Plate VI. 
Numb. 128. 

As at this time, the English money was current in this kingdom at one third part 
more, than it vf as in England q , the Twenty-shilling piece laureat of that king passed 
here for twenty-six shillings and eight pence, and the other parts in proportion, the 
English- Crown-piece of five shillings passed for six shillings and eight pence ; the 
English Shilling for sixteen pence, and the other parts proportionally. The ex- 
change' between Dublin and London, was at twenty shillings Irish, far fifteen 
shillings English, with six or eight pence in every pound/ payable in London; and 
by a patent of Charles I. it appears that there was at this time ail office and master 
of the exchange of monies, between this kingdom and England. In the first ten 
years of this feign', there was coined in Irish sterling money, one hundred sixty-six 
thousand two hundred and seventy-three pounds, eleven shillings. 
Charl.I. King Charles I. soon after his accession, granted a patent* to Frances, duchess 
A- !>• dowager of Richmond and Lennox, and to Sir Francis Crane, knight, for the term

By a patent and indenture of the twenty-second of August, 1627 tt , it appears, 16*7. 
that Henry earl of Holland was made keeper of the exchanges between Ireland and. 
England, for the term of thirty-one years, and that he was thereby obliged to ex*? 
change any sums of money brought to his office, io be remitted to and from England 
and Ireland, at a reasonable premium, not *r*rj*Aiw*g six pence in every twenty shil- 
lings. And in the year 1638, Sir Thomas Aylesbury, knight, wad by the king's 1632. 
patent* appointed sole agent for making, selling and vending, all money scales and 
weights, through England and Ireland. 

As too large quantities of the above mentioned copper ferthings were probably 1634. 
sent over from England by the patentees, or their agents, the lord deputy Wentworth 
and council found it necessary to stop euoh an evil, and to issue a prodamatioa 7 the 
sixteenth of September, 1634, whereby it was ordered, that no person should be 
forced to take farthing-tokens, and that none should pay above two pence in far- 
things, in any one payment. In December following, the parliament then sitting, 
took into consideration a much greater mischief; the transportation of foreign gold 
and silver out of this kingdom, to France, Spain, and the Low-countries, whereby 
this country was drained of its current species ; and after many conferences* between 
the lords and commons, they came to a resolution to petition the king for the re- 
establishment of a mint in Dublin. The lord deputy having accordingly transmitted 1635, 
their petition*, his majesty was pleased to grant their request b , and to order "an 
" indenture c to be drawn for that service, buildings to be erected, and such other 
" preparations to be made, as might tend to the perfecting of that business," It 
appears from a letter of the lords of the council in England, to the lord deputy and 
council here d , that some steps had been taken to forward this scheme, and that draughts 
of an indenture, and other papers relating to it, had been delivered to lord Went- 
worth. It was thereby agreed that, " gold and silver money should be struck here, . 
of the same standard of those of England, for weight and allay, and of such 
species, and with such impressions and stamps, as his majesty should direct, or 
as the lord deputy and council should think fit, so as they be of an impression 
clearly distinguishable from the monies of England:'" * but through the cala- 
mities of the times, this beneficial project came to nothing ; and instead of it, the 
king granted another patent* to Henry lord Maltrayers, and Sir Francis Crane and 
appointed them " to cause farthing-tokens, to be made of brass with such a dis-

1037. By a proclamation* of the sixth of April this year, it was ordered, that the title 
Tr ; or name of Irish tnohey or harps, should be abolished, and that all accounts, Re- 
ceipts and payments, should be reduced into sterling, and made in English money: 
" All accounts in the exchequer/' says Lord Strafford 1 , C( and all payments upon 
contracts betwixt man and man are now reduced into sterling money, so as here- 
after, we shall not need for distinction to add Irish or sterling; for all hereafter 
is to be understood after the English accompts, twenty shillings to the*pound/* 
From the words of the proclamation, that all accounts, receipts and payments, 
should be reduced into sterling, some have been of opinion that all rents due or 
payable to the crown before, ought to have been paid since that time* at the rate of 
One English shilling, instead of twelve pence Irish ; but, that nO'such thing was 

# intended, I humbly presume, will appear clearly from the above quotaiwm out of 
lord Strafford's letters ; and, that no more was thereby meant, than to tfcke off and 
avoid the confusion and trouble, which the distinction between Irish Juad sterling 
money, must have before that time, occasioned in the accounts of thecachequer, 
and other public and private transactions. 

1642. After the most execrable massacre of 1641, the lords justices and council, in or-r 
der to raise a fund, immediately wanted, to maintain an army to suppress the rebel*; 
issued a proclamation b , the fourteenth of January, 1642, to encourage his majesty's 
loyal subjects to bring in their plate for the service of tbe government, which was 
chearfully complied -with, and the same hastily coined into several kinds of species 
of different shapes. One kind has only the weight stampt on them, as nineteen 
penny-weight eight grains— nine penny-weight eight grains— -three penny-weight 
twenty grains— one penny-weight six grains. Another sort, instead of the 
weight, has only the value, V. for ive shillings. See Plate VI. Numb. 130> 
131, 138, 133. 

K543. ' The next year, pursuant to the king's letter, dated at Oxford the twenty-fifth of 
May, the lords justices issued a second proclamation 1 , the eighth of July following, 
for further encouragement to the loyal subjects to bring in their plate to Sir John 
Veale, knight, Peter Vanderhovea and Gilbert Tongues, goldsmiths, authorised, 
by commission uncfer the gteat seal of this kingdom, to receive and coin the same 
into pieces of Five-shillings, Half-crowns, Shillings, Six-penny pieces, four penny 
pieces, three-penny pieces, twe^pfetmy pieces, and Pennies ; to be of the same weight 
and fcllay with the money then current in England, and to be each of them stamped

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on one side, with the letters c. a. far Carolus Rex, and it crown over them, and on Cjuhi.I. 
the otter aide the value of each of the said pieces, without any inscription. See f^j?'

The money struck by virtue of the said commission, was, by this proclamation, 
declared to be the current coin of this kingdom, and ordered to pass and he taken as 
*uch. The Crown-frieoe weighs seventeen penny-weight fifteen grains, the Half- 
crown, eight penny-weight nineteen grains, the Shilling, three penny- weight thir- 
teen grains, the Six-pence, forty-three grains and a half, the Groat, twenty-two 
grains, the Three-pence, eighteen grains, the Two-pence, ten grains. I have not 
the Penny, but I suppose it was like the seat, and marked 1° and its weight to ha/re 
been about five or six grains. About one hundred and twenty thousand pounds worth 
of plate was coined at tins time f. 

It appears by the king's letter, above-mentioned, that his majesty still designed 
to restose 'die royal mint in Dublin, but that it was presented by the troubles in 
England. 

Theae was another sort of money coined an this kingdom without inscription, 
haying on one side a plain cross, and on the other the value v fur five shillings, and 
-perhaps smaller pieces. This is supposed to have been struck during the siege of 
Dublin, in 1641 k : but from the cross imprinted on it, I should rather think that it 
was coined in imitation of, and opposition to the last mentioned, and much about the 
•same time, by the chiefs of the rebels, who pretended to act under the king's au- 
thority ; (as appears by several of their petitions to the king, in Carte's life of the 
-doke of Ormond * ; for amongst other acts of their general assembly at Kilkenny 
in 1642, we find one 1 whereby it was ordered, " That a seal should be made for <he 
kingdom ; that every person whatsoever, talking or discoursing, in writing or 
otherwise of the enemies, shall not call them by the name or names of English or 
protestants, hut shall call them by the name of puritanical or malignant- party m . 
That coin and plate shall be raised and established in ithis kingdom, according to 
the rates and values hereafter-mentioned, and that there shall be 'forthwith coined 
the sum of four thousand pounds, to pass current in this kingdom, according to 
a proclamation or act published by direction of this assembly in the city of Kil- 
kenny, and not otherwise; that the right honourable the earl of Castfohaven, and 
such others as his lordship shall call to his assistance, shall present unto the supreme 
council of this kingdom an institution and order of knighthood, concerning the. 
honour of St. Patrick, and the glory of this kingdom/' it Seems therefore more 
probable that this coin was struck by th£ rebels, by virtue of this act of their as- 
sembly; as were, probably, the copper pieces, called St. Patrick's Half-pence and 
Farthings, which I likewise ascribe to them, and suppose to have been struck about

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Charl.L this time : for they too well allude to some passages in this act, to doubt of their 
A- D. haying been coined upon this occasion, in honour of St. Patrick and of their new 
order of knighthood. These Half-pennies have on one side, the figure of a king 
crowned, with a radiant crown, kneeling and playing on the harp, and over the harp 
the imperial crown of England of a different metal from that of the coin, that is 
brass upon copper/ or copper upon brass, with this inscription, floreat rex. re- 
verse, the figure of St. Patrick mitred, and standing with a crosier in his right 
hand, and a leaf of trefoil in his left, which he holds out to the people about him, 
and oo his left side the arms of the city of Dublin, three castles 2. 1 . with this legend 
ecce grex. Mr. Leake has mistaken these three castles for six fers de moiine, m 
queues a* ermines, four and two. The farthing has likewise on one side a king 
crowned and playing on the harp, a crown of copper or brass over it and round, 
floreat rex. reverse, St. Patrick mitred, holding in his left hand a double or me- 
tropolitan cross, a church behind him, and stretching out his right hand over a parcel 
of serpents and other venomous creatures as if driving them out of the church, and 
alluding to the protestants > called in the before-mentioned act the puritanical, — the 
malignant party ; inscription, qviescat plebs. The Half-pence or larger sort have 
some of them a star, mint-mark, and others have none : they weigh from five penny- 
weight ten grains to five penny-weight fifteen grains. The smalfer sort, or Far- 
things, have no mint-mark, and weigh from three penny-weight eighteen grains to 
four penny-weight ten grains, and both have a graining round. See Plate VII. Numb. 
141 and 14®. 

There are still preserved, by the curious, some few silver pieces, with the same im- 
pressions and inscriptions of these copper pieces : it is thought that they were struck 
as medal*, but for my part I think they were struck upon the same occasion, and in- 
tended by the Kilkenny-assembly to pass for shillings. 

In the years 1645 and 1646, another kind of money was struck at Cork, viz. Shil- 
lings and Six-penny pieces of silver. These have on one side the word coax and un- 
der it the year 1645, or 1646, and on the other side the value xu° and vi D See Plate 
VII. Numb. 143. The shilling weighs seventy-five and one fourth grains, and the 
Six-pence thirty-seven grains three fourths . 

O.Crom- Before the restauration of King Charles II. and during the common-wealth and 
T™^: Cromwell's government, no money was coined for the particular use of Ireland ; 
1648-9. but divers persons in Dublin and other places in this kingdom, in order to supply 
the great scarcity of small change, coined copper tokens, with their names and places 
of abode stamped on them, whereby they obliged themselves to make them good. 
To this time may be ascribed those of Richard Greenwood, of High-street, Dublin ; 
Thomas Flood, of ditto, merchant; Thomas Gould, of ditto, merchant; John 
Warren, of ditto, chandler ; Nicolas Delone, of Lazy-hill, Dublin ; Desminier, 
of Bridge-street, Dublin ; and of William Keough, of Kilkenny, goldsmith ; be- 
sides, no doubt, many others which I have not. All these tokens are made of brass, 
or copper, not broader, but thinner than our present farthings, and like so many 
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promissory notes passed for one penny each, in the* neighbourhood, and amongst o.Cron. 
tBe customers of those who issued them, whose names, together with the value i D ™Ir 
and their coat of arms, sign, or cypher, are imprinted on their respective pieces : 1 648-9. 
which expedient has often been put in practice in the subsequent reigns. 

This year several persons, in London, sent over great quantities of counterfeit ?nd 1651. 
clipped English money and base Peru-pieces, which by their agents they imposed 
on the merchants here ; for which villainy some of the guilty were taken and exe- 
cuted. This occasioned a proclamation which was issued in October or November, . 
1652, whereby it was ordered, that the clipped money should not be given or taken 
in payment, but by weight, at the rate of five shillings the ounce, and the base 
Peru-pieces, for their intrinsic value only p . The most part of this counterfeit mo- 
ney, sent from London, from time to time, to Dublin, Waterford, and other places 
of Ireland, were Half-crowns, which were so bad that the one half of them were 
not worth two pence in silver * ; and the Peru -pieces, which were then current here for 
four shillings and six pence, were not worth above two shillings and four pence. And 
by an exalt assay made r , it appeared that six hundred and thirty-five pounds worth 
of these pieces at the current price of four shillings and six pence, were not intrinsically 
worth above four hundred and one pound in sterling money ; so that two hundred 
and thirty-four pounds were lost in that small parcel. This occasioned several re- i656» 
presentations from the council here. To the council of State, the committee of 
Irish-affairs, secretary Thurloe, and to the lord protector, in England,, to shew them 
the necessity of erecting a mint here, as the only expedient left to retrieve the affairs 
and the trade of Ireland * ; but though this request was often repeated until the latter 
end of 1656, yet I do not find that it was granted. 

This prince after his restauration, and in the twelfth year of his reign, granted a Char.IL 
patent* to Sir Thomas Armstrong, knight, for the term of twenty-one years, for ^* D * 
coining copper farthings, in such place as he should judge most convenient, and in 
such a quantity as he could conveniently issue among his majesty's subjects of this 
kingdom. The said farthing tokens to be made of copper by engines, to weigh 
twenty grains or more each at the discretion of the said Armstrong, and to have on 
one side two scepters crossing a diadem, and on the other side, a harp crowned with 
the king's stile, Carolus secundus magna Britannia, Francia et Hibernia Rex s 
with a privy mark, from time to time. Any other farthings were by this patent pro- 
hibited to be used through Ireland under pain of forfeiture of the coin and engines, 
and all other usual penalties ; the said Armstrong to pay yearly to the king for this 
privilege sixteen pounds thirteen shillings and four pence. These farthings have one 
side two scepters in a saltire through a crown, and this inscription, carol vs. n. n. 
g. m. b. reverse, the crowned harp, and fra. et. bib. rex. and some of them weigh 
twenty-eight grains, instead of twenty : but as Sir Thomas " could never be ad- 
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Char.I1. u minted to tnake use of this grant, nor obtayne allowance frOtt the chfeft gotetnoY 
" of Ireland to issue the said farthing-tokens/'* he could not proceed, and there- 
fore we may well suppose that very few were coined and sent abroad. 

His majesty having also taken into consideration the hardships, under which hit 
subjects of belaud labored for want of good silver species, and by the great quantity 
of base money imported into this kingdom, was pleased by his letter of the thirtieth 
of October, to order the lords justices and council of Ireland to issue a proclamation 
for raising the value of gold and silver coins ; and accordingly, the twenty-ninth 
Of January following, a proclamation came out for ascertaining the value of, and 
declaring the several gold and silver coins therein mentioned, to be the current coin 
of this kingdom/ at the rates following, viz. '

<( ttowg, knight, hath by letters patents under the great seal of England." Here 
the Government acknowledges th^t Sir Thopaas had the kiqg's patent, and in eon? 
sequence thereof makes a proviso for him ig thi^ proclamation, and jet we find that 
the chief governor (I suppose the duke of Ormood, whp was Jpfd-Ueutejiant in JL$69) 
pou!4 not eflow this patent, nor let him utter hi* farthings. 

The following yew* 1662, the king granted another patept*, bearing date th? 1662. 
twenty-eighth of Aprils to Sir Thomas Yifm, baronet, Robert Viner and Panic} 
BelUughfLm Pf Dublin, goldsmiths, for <he term of twenty-pqe yeers, for coining 
silver money from the Helf-peuny to the fourr-pewy piece, of eleveu ounces two 
peimy-wpigbt fine f«4 eighteen penny-weight allay, paying to few majesty twelve 
pence out of every ppiwd troy of the silver so (coined. According to the patent these

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Char. II. to the king, they found it would not turn to their advantage, and consequently 

mm " dropped ti* e undertaking. 

As the proclamation published the twenty-ninth of January, 1660, did not ex- 
pressly mention the Mexico plate pieces, commonly called Pillar-pieces, and for this 
reason many did scruple and refuse to take them in payment according to the rate 
and value of the Mexico, or Sevil-pieces of eight, though they were of equal fine- 
ness and of greater weight ; the lord lieutenant, (duke or Ormond) and council, did 
therefore, issue a proclamation 11 , the nineteenth of September, this year, whereby 
it was ordered, that the said Pillar-pieces, weighing seventy penny- weight, should 
pass and be received in payment for four shillings and nine pence each, and the lesser 
pieces in proportion, with the like allowance of three pence for every penny-weight 
deficient in their respective weight. 

1673. About this time small change must have been very scarce, since we find that pri- 
vate persons and towns were obliged to coin copper tokens. I have of this year the 
Penny-piece struck at Kinsale, haying on one side a port-cullis with the figure i 9 , 
and round it kinsale. 1672, and on the other the arms of the town. See Plate VII. 
Numb. 145. I have also the Half-penny of Michael Wilson, haying on one side 
the scutcheon of his arms, with this inscription, mic wilson. of. dvblin. reverse, 
St. George, killing the Dragon, and his half-peny. 1672. 

1073. Exporting the current money of this kingdom, notwithstanding, and contrary to 
the laws and statutes in force in the same, was carried to such a pitch, and became so 
prejudicial to the subject, that the lord lieutenant (earl of Essex) and council, in 
order to put a stop to this growing evil, issued a proclamation % the twenty-eighth 
of July this year, strictly commanding that all and every the laws, statutes and or- 
dinances, heretofore made, for keeping the coin of the kingdom within the same, 
should be henceforth firmly and inviolably kept, and that no person whatsoever should 
presume to export, carry or send away any money current within this kingdom, nor 
any plate, bullion, gold or silver wrought or unwrought, without licence from the 
lord lieutenant and council, except only so much as shall be necessary for their ab- 
solute and necessary expences, which they shall be obliged to discover to his majesty's 
searchers, under pain of incurring the forfeitures in and by the said laws and statutes 
limited and appointed', being the forfeiture of the value of the money, plate, or 
bullion, so carried, or intended to be carried out of this kingdom, whereof the 
discoverer is by the said statutes to have one fourth part ; all his majesty's searchers 
and other officers, being hereby strictly commanded to be careful and vigilant about 
the full execution of all and singular the said laws and statutes. 

And whereas, divers persons, and many cities and towns, did still continue their 
former practice of making and uttering copper and brass tokens, another procla- 
mation* was issued by the said lord lieutenant and council, the seventeenth of October

other tokens, without licence from his majesty. A - D * 

Among the manuscript letters of the earl of Essex, then lord lieutenant, I find 1575. 
one from his excellency to the lord Ranelagh f , of the tenth of February 1674-5, 
whereby it appears that the government was then considering of some means for 
making good and lawful farthings, and that a proposal for that purpose had 
been offered to him, which, with this letter, he transmitted to the said lord, to 
be laid before the king, for his majesty's approbation; but although this proposal 
was thought here very reasonable and advantagious for the subject, who labored 
under many difficulties for want of small change*, yet I do not find that it was 
accepted. 

In the same manuscript copy-book, is another letter of his excellency to Mr. 
secretary Coventry, of the twentieth of the same month h , wherein he incloses a pro- 
clamation for the king's approbation, to raise the value of the Portugal Crusadoes 
from three shillings and eight pence to three shillings and ten pence each, weighing 
fourteen penny-weight, and the Half-crusadoe, weighing seven penny-weight at one 
shilling and eleven pence. 

Notwithstanding the late proclamation against exporting of gold and silver out of 
the kingdom, it was still found necessary to put a stop to this pernicious practice ; 
another proclamation 1 was therefore published by the lords justices and council 
the twenty-sixth of July this year, forbidding all persons whatsoever to export, 
or cany out of the kingdom, any gold, or silver money, plate or bullion, and 
charging all his majesty's officers to put the laws in execution against the 
offenders. 

Divers merchants, strangers and others, having brought into this kingdom large 1677. 
quantities of a certain Dutch coin, then called, the New-lyon-dollars, stamped 
with a lyon rampant on one side, and a man with an escutcheon on the other side, 
with this motto, Cot\fidens Domino nan movetur, and the year 1674. 1675. 1676. 
which, by themselves or their agents, they imposed on the subject at the rate of four 
shillings and nine pence each, though not really and intrinsically worth more than 
three shillings and four pence farthing, being found upon trial to be two ounces 
five penny- weight worse than the standard of England ; a proclamation was issued k 
the ninth of April this year, by the lord lieutenant (Essex) and council declaring 
that no officers of his majesty's revenue, nor any person of what quality or condition 
soever were by any law in force in this kingdom, required or inforced to take or re- 
ceive in paymentany of the aforesaid pieces. 

This year, a very fair copper half-penny was struck in Dublin, of the bigness of

1080. Upon application and a representation made to the king, by Sir William Aim~ 
strong, knight, that neither his father, nor himself, were ever admitted to make 
use of the patent heretofore granted to his late father, nor obtain allowance from the 
chief governor of Ireland, to issue his farthings, as the king's coin amongst his 
majesty's subjects of that kingdom ; and that having laid out considerable sums of 
money for copper/ for the working thereof into farthings, and other incidental 
charges, they had sustained great loss and damage. His majesty was therefore 
pleased to grant new letters patent^ bearing date the eighteenth of May, to the said 
Sir Thomas Armstrong, knight, and colonel George Legg, for the making copper 
half-pence, for the use of this kingdom, during the term of twenty-one years, they 
pitying yearly to the crown sixteen pound thirteen shillings and four pence. The 
said half-pence, to be made by engines, and to weigh one hundred and ten grains troy . 
In consequence of this, the lord lieutenant (duke of Ormond) and council issued a 
proclamation 1 ", the nineteenth of July following, declaring the copper half-pence 
made by Sir Thomas Armstrong and colonel George Legg, by virtue of the said pa- 
tent, to be the lawful and current coin of this kingdom,, and forbidding any persoti 
whatsoever to make or counterfeit the said copper half-pence, or to import any eoun<< 
terfeit ; or to make any kind of brass or copper tokens, half-pence or farthings, or 
to import the same, under pain of such penalties and punishments, as by the laws 
and statutes in this kingdom, and by his majesty's prerogative royal, might be in-* 
flicted upon such persons, for their contempt and breach of his majesty's royal 
commands. 

This proclamation, however, provided that none should be inforced to receive men 
than five shillings of the said half-peace in any one payment of one hundned pounds, 
and so proportionably in all greater or lesser sums ; and that in case any of his mar 
jesty's subjects should happen to be surcharged in the course of their trade with more 
of die said half-fence, than they could utter, the said Sir Thomas Armstrong and 
colonel Legg, their deputies and agents, were hereby required to pay at any time, the 
sum of twenty shillings in current gold or silver, for every twenty-one shillings of said 
copper half-pence, that should be brought to them. 

These half-pennies have on one side the king's head laureate looking to the left, 
with this inscription, carol vs. n. msi. gratia, reverse, a harp crowned between the 
dates of the years 16— SO. 16— 81. 16—82. 16-*63. 16—84. and mag. br. ska. 
st. mn. rex. See Plate VII. No. 144. This was certainly the best and handsomest 
copper money yet struck in, or for Ireland. Such as were coined during the first 
three years, weigh from one hundred and eighteen to one hundred and nineteen 
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grains, tad those of ike two kit ytnrs, about ot* hundred and nine to one kundredCtui.il.

56 AN ESSAY ON IRISH COINS. 

James IL We have observed in the preceding article, that the late king had granted a pa- 
16&4J5 * en *' bearing date the eighteenth of May, 1680, to Sir Thomas Armstrong, knight, 
and colonel Legg, for coining copper half-pence. The seventeenth of June follow- 
ing, they by deed of assignment p transferred it to Sir John Knox, of Dublin, al- 
1685# derman, who this year, petitioned King James for a new patent, upon his surrender* 
ing the old. Whereupon his majesty was pleased to direct his warrant 4 to the thai 
lords justices, bearing date the twenty-third of October, 1685, authorizing than 
to accept of the said surrender from, and to cause new letters patents to be made to 
the said Sir John Knox, knight, for the making of copper half-pence for the use of 
this kingdom. Accordingly a new grant was made under the great-seal of Ireland' 
to the said Sir John Knox, knight, then lord mayor of Dublin, for the remainder 
of the time yet unexpired of the former grant, and under the same restrictions and 
limitations. These half-pennies have on one side the king's head laureat, looking to 
the right with this inscription, iacobvs. ii. del gratia, reverse, the crowned harp 
between the dates 16 — 85. 16—86. 16—87. 16—88. and mag. br. fb. et. hib. 
rex. See Plate VII. Numb. 146. 
M87. The sixteenth of January this year a proclamation' was issued by the lord deputy 
(earl of Tircbnnel) and council, reciting the proclamation published in 1683, by the 
earl of Arran, late lord deputy, and declaring that all the foreign gold and silver 
coins therein mentioned should pass within this kingdom, according to the weights 
and rates therein specified. 

King James arrived in Dublin from France on the twenty-fourth of March, 1688-9, 
and the next day published a proclamation ' for raising the value of English and fo- 
reign gold and silver coins, and ordered, that they should pass current in Ireland, at 
the following rates, viz.

Two pence to be allowed for every grain deficient in the weight in any of the gold 
pieces, and three pence for each penny- weight wanted in the silver, and so propor- 
tionably for greater or lesser want of weight in the several pieces herein mentioned. 
This is the first proclamation, where I find mention made of the currency of English 
money in this kingdom since the restauratiw : as the shilling is hereby raised to one 
shilling and one penny, we must suppose that it was before current for twelve pence, 
the Half-crown at two shillings and six pence, the Crown at five shillings, and the 
Guinea at twenty shillings, and consequently that the exchange between England and 
Ireland was then at par in the strictest sense of the word. Gold and silver must have 
been very plentiful here in the latter end of the preceding reign, ^%ich was probably 
owing to its currency being raised in 1683. But now the scene changes, on the 
prospect of a civil war ; the protestant merchant, the monied man, secures his ef- 
fects and flies to England. Without money, how could king James maintain his 
army ? Its value therefore musi be raised, and as Guineas are less cumbersome and 
of tn easier carriage than Crowns, or any other silver coins, he raises the value of 
English gold twenty per cent, and the English silver eight one third per cent, only, 
and other foreign gold and silver species in proportion ; that what little money was 
left in the kingdom, and the few thousand livres he had borrowed from the French 
king, might go a greater way ; wherefore, as the small French pieces of three sous, 
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James TI. though not wprth above one penny three fifths sterling, were a very convenient coin 
**• ^- to pay a soldier with, they were by proclamation x , of the fourth of May following, 
made current, and ordered to pass for three pence half-penny each. 

But after all, when it was found that this ^scheme did not bring in money fast 
enough to answer his courtiers demands, or supply the necessities of the state, this 
prince, led and advifeed by those about him, who sought their own more than their 
master's interest, laid aside the patent by him granted but four years before to Sir John 
Knox, and then in the hands of colonel Roger Moore, and having given an order" 
for seizing on that gentleman's engines and tools for coining, set up mints of his 
own, one at Limerick, in the deanry-house, and the other in Dublin, in Capel-street ; 
which last consisted of two presses, one called the James-press, and the other the 
duchess*; over which were appointed several officers, viz. six commissioners divided 
into two classes, the first and second, four comptrollers, two secretaries, one for 
each class, two warders, one treasurer, four tellers, four feeders, eight laborers at 
the fly, two porters, a messenger; a .store-keeper and two door-keepers. Each set 
of men were obliged to work at each press twelve hours night and day, wherefore 
a double set of hands was required 7 . The commissioners in Dublin were, John 
Trinder, Thomas Goddard, William Talbot, William Brumfield, Francis Rice, and 
Edward Fox, esqrs ; and Walter Plunket, at Limerick. The secretaries Mr. John 
Tringer and Mr. Samuel Clark, Mr. Hewlet, treasurer, Messrs. Holland, Morgan, 
Osborn and Dempsey, comptrollers. 

This settled, they went to work, and king James, on the eighteenth of June issued 
a proclamation* for making two sorts of money, of brass and copper mixed-metal, 
current in this kingdom. The one for twelve, and the other for six pence. These 
pieces have on one side that prince's head laureat, with thi# inscription iacobys. ii. 
det. gratia, and on the reverse, two scepters in -sahire through a crown, between 
the letters i. n. with the date of the year, and the value of each piece above, viz. xn. 
on the Shilling, and vi; on the Six-pence; under it the month wherein each piece was 
struck, and round it, mag. br. fra. et. hib. rex. The Shilling: has the king's 
neck bare, but on the &x**pence, it is garnished. See Plate VII. Numb. 147 and 
148. By another proclamation*, of the twenty-seventh of the same month, a larger 
piece was ordered to be struck of the same kind of mixed metal, and to pass as cur- 
rent money within this kingdom, at the rate of half a crown, or thirty pence. They 
have the king's neck garnished, and the value xxx instead of xn. as to the rest, the 
stamp and inscription is the same as that of the shilling. See Plate VII. Numb* 
155. These Half-crowns weigh from seven penny-weight twelve grains to nine 
penny-weight fifteen grains ; the shillings from three penny-weight fifteen grains to 
four penny-weight fifteen grains, and the Six-pences from one penny weight twenty

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grains to two penny-weight eight grains. Some of these coins for every month, James U. 
from June, 1689 to April, 1 690, inclusive, are in the hands of the curious. A. 0. 

But although mortgages, hills; bonds, or obligations, debts due by record, 
and money left in trust, were by the forementioned proclamations excepted, and 
not to be reimbursed in this copper money ; yet a proclamation came out on the 
fourth of February following 6 , whereby that prince ordered, that the said money 
should be paid and received inpayment, for all manner of debts whatsoever, without 
exception. 

As the mint could not go on without metal, the secretary of state, lord Melfort, 
sent an order to lord M ountcashel, master general of the ordnance, to deliver to the 
commissioners of the mint, some old brass-guns, which were in the castle-yard*. A 
circular order 4 was also sent to all the collectors of the revenue, to procure all the 
copper and brass, that could be had in their respective districts, and to send it up as 
fast as possible. And in order to encourage the subject to bring their plate and their 
gold and silver species to the mint to exchange it for this copper money, the com- 
missioners of the mint were ordered 9 to give six pence in the pound in copper for all 
silver and gold brought into the mint, where it was to be taken at the current value 
and full weight. 

For a further inducement to take this money, it was thought proper to issue a 
proclamation f the twenty-eighth of February following, declaring " that all per- 
" sons should be at liberty, by way of loan, to pay into the treasury any sums of the 
" said money, or of any other money current in this kingdom, and that all such 

persons shall upon demand be repaid the said sums in the current money of the 

said kingdom, with the interest thereon, at the rate of six per cent, per annum/' 
And by another proclamation 1 of the ninth of June, 1690, this prince instead of six 1690. 
per cent, promised to pay ten per cent, for such money, as should be brought into his 
treasury by way of loan. 

In March, 1690, three new and different kinds of money were struck, viz. Penny 
pieces, and Half-penny pieces, made of a mixture of lead and tin ; and crown pieces 
of a white mixed metal . h The Penny-piece of the bigness of a shilling, and the 
Half-penny of that of a six pence ; both having on one side, ' the king's head lau- 
reat, the neck bare, and this inscription, iacob vs. h. del gratia, and on the reverse 
a piece of prince's metal fixed in the middle, with the harp cfowned and mag. br. ' 
fr. et. hib. rex. withthe date of the year 1689, 1690. See Plate VII. 150 and 151. 
and Plate VIII. Numb. 176. I have one of each date. Some of these pennies have 
the value i° stamped behind the king's head, and others have not, these last an- 
swering the description given in the warrant 1 . The Half-penny differs from the Penny 
in that it has the king's head, Caesar-like, with short hair, These were by procla-

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J amts II. mation, of the twenty-eighth of March k , ordered to pass, as lawful and current 
^ **• money of Ireland. 

The third kind of money struck in this and the next month, were the Crowns of 
white metal ; these have on one side the figure of the king in armour, on horse-back, 
holding a drawn sword in his hand, his head laureat, and this inscription, iac. n. del 
gra. mag. rri. fra. et. hib. rex. reverse, a speck of prince's metal fixed in the 
middle, with the arms of England, Scotland, France and Ireland/ in four crowned 
shields cross-wise, a crown in the center, and in the quarters or angles of the cross ano. 
dom. 1690. with this legend, christo. victore. triumpho. and upon the rim me- 
lioris. tessera, fati. anno, regni sexto. A proclamation was issued the twenty* 
first of April following 1 , whereby they were ordered, under very severe penalties, ' 
to be taken and received in payment, at the rate of five shillings. 

This crown is so exceedingly scarce, that the learned bishop Nicholson thought they 
had not been made current, and that the Success at the battle of the Boyne had pre- 
vented the publishing of this proclamation : but, as besides the printed proclamation 
which is in the books of the council office, and one in my possession, I have seen 
two or three others in different hands ; it is evident therefore that the proclamation 
was made public, and consequently that this coin was issued out. And moreover, 
from the twenty-first of April, to the first of July, there was time sufficient to issue a 
% good deal of that money, and even more than of the brass and copper crowns, which 
were coined about two or three months after. 

On the fifteenth of June following three proclamations were published; one* 
for the calling in of ihp large half-crown pieces of brass and copper struck before 
the month of May preceding, which were to be restamped or coined anew into 
crown pieces, though of the same bigness. Another ° for making the said crown 
pieces of mixed metal, to pass as the current coin of Ireland, at the rate of five 
- shillings each. 

These crowns have on one side the effigies of the king in armour, on horse-back, 
holding a drawn sword in his right hand, his head crowned with laurel, and this 
inscription, iac. del gra. mag. bri. fra. et. hib. rex. on the other side the arms 
of England, Scotland, France, and Ireland in four crowned shields, cross-wise, and 
in the center a crown, with christo. victore. trivmpho. and in the four angles of 
the cross ano. dom. 1690. See Plate VII. Numb. 157. Some want the stroke (—) 
over the words Ano and Dom. The Crowns, which were molten down and 
coined anew, weigh from eight penny-weight fifteen grains to nine penny- weight 
fifteen grains, and on those that were only restamped, the former impression is 
still visible. 
^ New half-crown and shilling pieces were at this time coined smaller and lighter 

than the former, but with the same stamps and impressions ; they have likewise the

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month wherein they were coined, and the king's neck bare. The Half-crown weighs Ja*es IL 
from four penny-weight twenty grains to five penny-weight, and the Shilling from Aa D - 
three pennyweight two grains to three penny-weight six grains. See Plate VII. 
Numb. 149 and 155. 

The third proclamation p , under pain of death and forfeiture, forbad any person 
whatsoever to give more than thirty shillings in copper and brass money for any 
pistole or French-lewis of gold, and so in proportion for any other piece of Spa- 
nish or French gold ; or for any guinea, more than thirty-eight shillings of the 
said copper and brass money, and so in proportion for any other piece of English 
gold ; or more than seven shillings and six-pence of the same brass and. copper 
money for any crown-piece of silver, and so in proportion for any other piece 
of silv&r. 

By all the beforementioned proclamations, the subjects were ordered to take and 
accept in payments, the said brass and copper money, and any one refusing to receive 
the same, at the rates therein mentioned, was to be punished according to the utmost 
rigor of the law, as contemners of the king's royal prerogative and commands. The 
counterfeiting of this precious coin was declared high-treason, and the exporting or 
importing of it was also forbidden under severe penalties. 

It appears from archbishop King's state of the -protestants of Ireland 1 , and 
from the coins extant, that the metal, this money was made of, was very bad ; being 
a mixture of old guns', old broken bells', old copper, brass and pewter taken from 
the absentees 1 , old kitchen furniture, and the refuse of metals molten down together, 
and valued by the workmen in the mint at no more than three or four pence the pound 
weight"; but when coined into six penny, / twelve penny, and half-crown pieces, and 
made current by arbitrary power, it passed at the rate of five pounds sterling the 
pound weight, or eleven thousand two hundred pounds the ton ; when at the real 
value, namely, four pence the pound weight, this compound^ metal was not worth 
more than thirty-seven pound six shillings and eight pence the ton. But when the 
Half-crown was restamped and made current at five shillings, and the Shilling, or 
Twelve-penny piece made near one half lighter, then did a ton of this metal fetch 
in twenty-two thousand four hundred pounds sterling, and a pound weight of it pass 
at the rate of ten pounds sterling. Archbiskop King observes*, that in twelve 
months time, from the first setting up of the mint to the first of July 1690, there 
was coined of this money to the value of nine hundred sixty-five thousand three hun- 
dred and seventy-five pounds sterling. Dean Story says 7 , there was not much above 
one million one hundred thousand pounds : but it appears from an abstract of 
that coinage*, that the whole sum amounted to one million five hundred ninety*

This weight makes one hundred seventy-three tons nineteen hundred two quarters 
and twenty-one pounds, at four pence per pound, thirty-seven shillings and four 
pence per hundred, or thirty-seven pound six shillings and eight pence per ton, and 
amounts to six thousand four hundred ninety-five pounds eight shillings and four 
pence, which when coined and issued as current money produced one million five 
hundred ninety-six thousand seven hundred ninety-nine pounds and six-pence ; and 
as we must add to this sum, what was produced by the raising of the large half- 
crown pieees, from two shillings and six pence to five shillings, we shall find on 
the second article of this abstract an encrease of four hundred and forty-three thou* 
sand four hundred ninety-eight pounds ten shillings ; and supposing but one half of 
the large shillings in the first article to have been reduced in weight, we shall have 
another encrease of one hundred twenty-two thousand nine hundred thirty-nine 
pounds eighteen shillings and six pence ; a very moderate computation, if we con- 
aider the number of these large shillings, and small half-crowns mentioned in the 
first, third and- sixth articles of this 'abstract. These two sums added to the above 
amount will give us two million one hundred sixty-three thousand two hundred thirty- 
seven pound nine shillings, the produce of six thousand four hundred ninety-five 
pounds, the real value of the metal. There might be a further addition to this large 
sum, if we knew what proportion of the third article was coined into half-crowns 
and re-stamped into crowns, which consequently doubled in value, as also what sums 
were coined into white mixed metal crowns, in pewter pennies and half-pennies. Now 
let the impartial reader judge what a prodigious sum of money was raised by this 
scheme in so short a time ! otie hundred and eighty thousand two hundred sixty-nine 
pounds fifteen shillings and nine pence per month. Yet, of all this, when that un- 
happy prince fled' from Ireland, there was but little left and found in the mint, not 
above twenty-two thousand four hundred eighty-nine pounds, as appears by the ac- 
counts of lord Coningsby vice-treasurer of Ireland *, and for which he accounted 
as follows."

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And although great part of this copper and brass money was forced on the prd* 
testants b , by taking their goods and giving them this coin in payment, yet it appears 
from a proclamation* issued the twenty-third of February, 1690, that the Roman 
catholic subjects were far the greater sufferers by it ; since, as the proclamation says, 
it was found by experience, that they had then in their possession the whole, or the 
far greater part of the said coin. What then became of all the gold and silver, the 
produce of this copper money, if those who stood for and in defence of that prince, 
and should have shared in the spoil, were so great sufferers ? he ran away with their 
substance, and left them to shift for themselves. Glorious recompence for so much 
blood spilt in his service ! 

After this prince had left Ireland, another kind of copper and brass money was 
struck by his adherents in Limerick, during the siege of that place, which, from the 
word stamped on their reverse, were called Hibernias. As some of these are thinner, 
others thicker, some larger and some less, and the former legend being still visible 
on many of them, it is plain, that some of the former shillings were only restamped 
there, and the larger pieces molten down and coined anew. They have on one side 
the king's head laureat, with this epigraphe, iacobvs. ii. dei. gratia, and on the 
reverse, Ireland represented by a woman sitting and resting upon a harp, holding up 
across in her right hand, and round it hIbernia. 1691. See Plate VII. Numb. 

1 52. All these different kinds of money have a graining round the edge, or, as the 
proclamations have it, are fringed round. Another kind of pewter half-penny was 
struck in 1689, but where, is uncertain ; the draught of it was sent me by the in- 
genious Mr. Charles Smith of Dungarvan, and is represented in Plate VII.

It re- 
presents on one side that prince in his royal robes, the crown on his head, and a 
scepter or staff in his hand, a ship behind him, and, before, multitudes of people 
^waiting to receive him, with this inscription, iacobvs. u. del gratia, reverse, two 
acepterd in saltire through a crown, with this motto, intemerata. and round the 
whole, mag. br. fra. et. hib. rex. 1689. See Plate VII. Numb. 154. Another 
piece, of white mixed metal, was struck here by this prince, of the bigness of his 
copper Six-pence, it has on one side his head laureat, with this inscription, iacobvs. 
' ii. dei, gratia, reverse, a harp crowned between the figures ji — n, the date 1689 
over it, and this legend, mag. br. fra. et. hib. rex. See Plate VIII. Numb. 177. 
There are silver pieces with the stamps of the beforementioned copper six pences, 
shillings, half-crowns and crowns, which were either designed for proof-pieces, 
or for some curious, who happening to be at the mint, gave a piece of silver 
to be struck for them. 
"William The first thing king William did, after the glorious and ever-memorable day of 
* nd the Boyne, with respect to the coin of this kingdom, was to issue a proclamation 9 
JL D. fr° m his camp at Finglas, near Dublin, whereby he reduced the extravagant value 
1688. of the late copper and brass money, to the value of copper money, formerly current 
in Ireland. The large copper and brass half-crowns, and new stamped crowns of 
king James, were ordered to pass at one penny each, the small half-crowns at three 
farthings, the large copper shillings and six-pences at one farthing each. 

It is very probable, that the king renewed or confirmed to colonel Roger Moore 
the patent which he had from Sir John Knox, for it appears d , that from this time he 
continued to coin half-pennies and farthings of copper, and some of pewter*. Those 
of copper have on one side the heads of the king and queen in profile, looking to the 
left, the king's laureat and first, with this inscription, gvlielmvs. et. maria. dei. 
gratia, reverse, the harp crowned, and mag. br. fr. et. hib. rex. et. regina. with 
the date on each side of the crown, 16—90. 16—91. 16—92. 16—93. 16—94. See 
Plate VII. Numb- 158. I have not seen any of the pewter half-pence and farthings, 
but I am told, they bad the same stamp and inscription, with a little speck of brass ox 
copper in the middle. 

By a proclamation f of the seventeenth of February, 1692, it appears that a 
proclamation (which I cannot find) had been published some time before fpr making 
these tin and copper farthings and half-pence current in this kingdom. And on

inducement to many to transport Hie ourrent coin out of thia kingdom. In order, 
therefore to prevent that mischief, it was thought proper to raise likewise the value 
of all foreign gold and silver coins current in Ireland; and accordingly a procla- 
mation* was issued the twenty-ninth of May this year, for raising the said* gold and: 
silver, and declaring the same to be current vwthin this kingdom* at the rate* and 
value therein mentioned* viz.

And 
although no mention is made in this proclamation, of the value of the English gold 
and silver coins, yet I presume we may date from this time their raising here likewise 
in value, the Guinea to twenty-six shillings ; the Half-guinea to thirteen shil- 
lings ; the Grown to five shillings and ten pence ; the Half-crown to two shillings 
and eleven pence ; the Shilling to one shilling and two pence; and the Six-pence to 
seven pence. ' 

1007. Such great quantities of counterfeit half-pence had been about this time imported 
into this kingdom from Scotland, and other parts beyond the seas, and dispersed in 
the northern parts of Ireland, that there was hardly any other small change to be seen 
or found in those parts, but such raps or counterfeit coin. For remedying of which 
evil, the lords justices and council issued a proclamation the thirteenth of August k 
to prohibit the importation of this false money, commanding all justices of peace, 
mayors, and other magistrates, and all officers of his majesty's revenue, to seize and 
secure all quantities or parcels of the said counterfeit half-pence, declaring also, that 
all persons concerned or assisting in the importation of the same should be prosecuted, 
according to the utmost rigour of the law. 

Another proclamation 1 was issued the tenth of December following, for putting 
a stop to another growing evil of a much more dangerous consequence ; the importing 
or making counterfeit pieces of gold and silver, and uttering them in this kingdom. 
It was therefore ordered, that no person should import, make, or utter, any coun- 
terfeit piece of gold or silver, or buy the same knowing it to be so, before it was 
cut through the middle, or so defaced and broken, that it could not pass ; strictly 
commanding all judges, justices of the peace, and other officers of justices, duly 
to put the laws of force in this kingdom against coiners, and utterers of lake mo- 
ney, in execution ; that they might be punished as enemies to the public welfare of 
this land. 

On the twenty-first of February following, a proclamation" came out for 
settling the standard of weights to .be used in the weighing of the gold and silver 
monies in* this kingdom, and forbidding any person te make, sell or adjust the 
said weights, exoept Vincent Kidder, the person appointed by this proclamation 
for that purpose.

It is thought that at this time, the Guineas, which before passed for twenty-six 

shillings were reduced to twenty-three shillings, and the Half-guinea to eleven 

shillings and six-pence ; the Crown which passed for five shillings and ten pence, 

or, as some say, for six shillings, was reduced to five shillings and five pence ; the 

Half-crown to ftro .shillings and eight pence half-penny ; thp Shilling to one shilling 

and ope penny ; and the Six-pence to six pence half-penny. But as I could not find 

the proclamation; lor it, I must give it as I got.it : upon common report. 

There was no money of any kind struck for Ireland during the reign of queen A***.

coined into two shillings and six pence; one hundred tons to be issued the first 
year, and twenty tons each year for the thirteen remaining years ; a rait of eight 
hundred pounds per annum being reserved to his majesty, and two hundred 
pounds per annum to his majesty's clerk-comptroller, to be paid annually, by the 
" patentee, for the full term of fourteen years. ' ' l Had the whole quantity of copper 
limited by the patent been coined, the three hundred and sixty tons at two shillings 
and six pence per pound, would have amounted in current value to one hundred thou- 
sand eight hundred pounds, and, as the copper, according to Sir Isaac Newton's 
report, of the twenty-seventh of April, 1724, was not worth in the market above 
twelve or thirteen pence the pound, the whole quantity would not have cost in Bristol 
above forty thousand three hundred and twenty pounds, the difference therefore in 
favour of the patentee would have been sixty thousand four hundred and eighty 
pounds, out of which deducting fourteen thousand pound, the reserved rent for 
fourteen years, there would have still remained forty-six thousand four hundred and 
eighty pounds for his profit and expences of coinage. But as " these Half-pence 
" were not so equally coined in weight as they should have been," B had the patentee 
been permitted to go on he would have made a much larger profit, to the very great 
disadvantage of Ireland. 

As this affair made a great noise, both in this kingdom and in England, I shall, 
in order to clear this matter, beg leave to give the following account. On several 
parcels of these Half-pence being sent over, at different times by Mr. Wood, in or- 
der to be issued out and uttered, a small number out of each parcel were taken at 
random, weighed, and divided into four sorts, viz.

Thus the public would bare lost, at a medium, sixty-nine thousand and sixty- Gso. I. • 
four pounds sixteen shillings, and even had Mr. Wood made his Half-pence of die ^ Jj£ 
weight limited by the patent, yet the loss to this kingdom would have amounted to 
sixty thousand four hundred and eighty pounds, every half-penny in the pound weight 
exceeding the number directed by the patent, giving the patentee one thousand six 
hundred and eighty pounds profit. I sludl further observe, that the English half- 
pence being but forty-four half pieces to the pound, three hundred and sixty tons 
would make in current money seventy-four thousand seven hundred and sixty pounds 
only, that is, twenty-seven thousand seven hundred and twenty pounds less than by 
the patent for Ireland. 

For these reasons, the lords justices and council, both houses of parliament, and 
the grand-juries of the city and county of Dublin, petitioned his majesty", to put 
a stop to the currency of these Half-pence ; and accordingly Mr. Wood, in 1724, 
surrendered his patent 7 . About seventeen thousand pounds value 1 of these Half- 
pence and Farthings were sent over and uttered in this kingdom in the years 
1722 and 1723. 

These coins have on one side the king's head laureat, looking to the left with this 
inscription, gborgius. dei. gratia, rbx. reverse, Ireland represented by a woman sit- 
ting, holding a palm-branch in her right hand, resting her left on a harp, and round 
it, hibernia. 1722— 1723— 1724. Another Half-penny and Farthing of 1722 1734. 
have the figure of Ireland, on the reverse, sitting also, but holding the harp with 
her two hands, and hibernia 1722. See Plate VII. Numb. 160 and 161. These 
are a much handsomer coin, than the English copper-ones of that prince, the head 
more resembling his majesty, and in the opinion of Sir Isaac Newton* who tried 
them, the best copper money that had been, yet, made for Ireland. 

This year a proclamation was issued, the twenty-second of January *, for 1725, 
making the new gold coin of Portugal current in this kingdom, at the rates 
following, viz.

hi* mpjesty was this year graciously pleased at the humble Bequest of the lords jus- 
tices and council of Ireland, to direct that a proper agent should be appointed to, 
contract for fifty tons of copper, to be delivered to the master of hi* majesty's mint, 
in his tower of London, and also to authorise and commandite said master of his 
mint to receive from such person, as the lord lieutenant, or the lords justices, or any 
of them, should appoint and contract with for that purpose, fine copper, which, 
when heated red hot, would spread thin under the hammer without cracking;, and 
out of the same to coin fifty tons* or such greater quantity as should be necessary 
for the service of this kingdom, one sixth part in farthings, and five sixths ur half- 
pence, of such size as that fifty two Half-pence, and one hundred and four Farthing* 
may make a pound avoirdupois, excepting mily such errors by accident, not by design* 
as might happen by the unequal size of the bars, not exceeding the thirtieth part of 
a pound weight And that hie majesty 'a effigies with the inscription, Georgia n.

This emulation was no doubt intended for the good of this kingdom and cafeu* 
lated with no other view than to preserve and keep 1 at hotne the silver species eUirent 
in this country : but experience has 1 taught us, that those who laid that schft&e Were 
mistaken in its consequence. We have indeed guineas in greater plenty, than - fefe had 
before, bnt generally so light, that whoever ha* an hundred of them, aM thinks to 
have one hundred and thirteen pounds fifteen ritiltiiig* intrmsic value/ will dften find, 
if he weighs them, that he has not in fact above the value of aalMddstedand'sii 
pounds five shillings, at a moderate medium; whereaq, it before thtf'tedactitty of 
the gold he had an hundred moidorsof full weight, he WfessuretohaWoteliti&dftd' 
and fifty pounds, or at least one hundred and forty-lour pounds eleven tihilKhgs and 
eight pence, if according to Sir Isaac Newton's Tables, they be intrinsically worth 
twenty -seven shillings and nine pence English, which in Irfeh currency is twenty-mrie 
shillings and eleven pence, (though they are by this proclamation reduced to twenty *• 
nine killings and three pence, he could therefore losebfct five pounds eight shillings 
and four pence on his hundred and fifty pounds, whereas he loses seven pound ten shut- 
tings on his hundred light guineas ; and thirty-four pound twelve shillings and three 
pence (at a moderate medium) of the real, intrinsic talue of the silver, if he keeps 
one hundred and fifty pounds in such English shillings and six-penny-pieces, as are 
mostly current at present here.

From what has been said before it appears that from the year 872, down to the 
reign of Edward VI. there were mints, and money coined in Ireland for the service

" Ireland the benefit of a mint, when the kings of England made a profit by their 
<c duty of seignorage* ; it cannot be supposed, that a mint in Ireland will at any 
€€ time interfere with the interest of England, when the expences of coinage is de- 
/' frayed by the public, and no profit ariseth from it to the king's treasury. On 
" the other hand, it evidently appeals fo b£ 6ie interest of' Enjftand, that there should 
" be a mint in Ireland ; for then the people of Ireland would not be under a necessity 
" of bringing over English coin, which they are now forced to do, notwithstanding 
" the severe laws made in England to prohibit the exportation of it." King

the throne: under the one every act of government was done ex motuprdprie, by the 
prince's own will ; under the present, what his been done witb'rtigard t<fth£ current 
coin of Ireland, was by a gracious condescension to the humble request and repre^ 
sente&m of the lords justices and council ; as every other act of government has been 
done with the concurrence of the lords and commons in parliament assembled. Orir 
religious and civil liberties are maintained, and prelected, and law and justice ad* • 
ministered to every subject without distinction. And every subject, who ha A any 
sense of his own happiness, or any regard for that of his posterity, will doubtless 
join in the most sincere and hearty wishes, that the reign of 1& Majesty KiffaGnofcOB

Whereas in a parliament held before Thomas earl of Desmond, in the 
fifth year of the present king*, it was enacted, that the Noble of due weight should 
be of the value of ten shillings, the Demy-noble of five shillings, and the Quadrant 
of gold of two shillings and six pence, and that for laccage in weight of such piece* 
of gold, they should be refused ; it is now enacted, that the laccage in weight in 
such pieces of gold shall not be a cause for refusing them, but the value of such 
laccage shall be paid in current silver after the rate hereafter rehearsed. Cap. 8. As 
Ireland is destitute of silver, and the silver there made of late is daily carried away

liament holden at Westminster, in the nynetcenth yere of the raigne of the said late 
kinge Henry the seventh, it is enacted, that no manner of parson should carry nor 
convey, nor cause to be carryed out of this realme any bullion, plate or coyne of 
gould or silver into Ireland, Over and above the somme of sixe shillings eight pence, 
uppon such paynes and forfeitures, as in and by the last mentioned acte amongest 
other thinges appeareth : and whereas in the times of the raignes of her highnes late 
sister queene Marye, and of her highnes late brother king Edward the sixte, and the 
tyrnes of ihe raignes of her majesties late father and grandfather kinge Henry the 
light, and kinge Henry the seventh, the moneys currant within the said realm of Ire- 
land were under the standard of the moneys currant within the realme of England : 
and whereas her majestie, after the example of her progenitors, hath with the advice 
of her privye counsell, for divers greate and weightye considerations, resolved, that 
the moneys currant within Ireland should be under the standard of the moneys cur- 
rani within England, and thereupon determined to appoint and ordame new sorts of 
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moneys distinct and differing from the moneys of the standard of England, which 
new sortes of moneys should be the proper currant money of the said realm of Ire- 
land ; and yet in such manner, and with such provision and moderation as in former 
iymes hath not bene done, and so as none of her highnes loving and faithful subjects 
sh«ll be thereby prejudiced, for the better effecting whereof certain indentures were 
lately made, bearing date the— day of — in the fortith yere of her highness raigne ; 
betwene the same our soveraigne lady of one party, and Richard Martyn of London, 
knigfate, and Richard Martyn his sonne citizen and goldsmith of London, masters 
and workers of her highnes moneys within the towere of London, and realme of 
England, of the other partye, concerning the makinge and coyning of fyve sorts of 
money ; that is to say, the Shillinge Irishe running and currant for twelve pence 
Irishe ; the Halfe-shilling Irishe, running and currant for six pence ; the Quarter 
' of the shilling running and currant for three pence Irish ; the Penny running and 
currant for one penny Irish ; and the Half-penny running and currant for one half- 
penny Irish, as by the same indentures amongest other thinges, more fully and at large 
yt dothe and may appeare : by force of which indentures certayne quantities of the 
said severall kindes of moneys, mentioned in the said indentures, have bene made and 
coyned accordingly. See the remainder in the place quoted.

A. D. No. XX. The Queenes most excellent majestic finding by the recordes of both 
*om' her realmes of England and Ireland, that in the tymes of divers her progenitors, kings 
43£lizab. t>f England and Ireland, it hath ben accustomed, as a thing by them found conve- 
R°l* °& c nient for the good of the loyall subjects of both realms, that there should be a dif- 
16 Jac. I. fcrence betwene the standards of the monies allowed to be currant in each of her said 
pars y realmes, and knowing by many lawes .of her realme of England, and namely, by one 
made in the third y ear e, and one other in the nineteenth yeare of her majesties grand- 
father of famous memorie, king Henrie the seventh, that the transportation of mo- 
nies of the coyne and standerd of England into this her realme of Ireland is severely 
forbidden, under great penalties, perceiving also by experience in some part hereto- 
fore, but more fullie and apparantlie now of late yeares since the last rebellion, which 
have caused her majestie to send great summes of money into this realme for the 
payment of her army, and for other services, that a great part of such monies into 
this realme for the payment of her army, and for other services, that a great part 
of such monies into this realme sent doe either come into the handes of her rebels

by divers sleights and cunnings of theirs, who by the use and meanes thereof traf- 
ficking in forraine countries do releive themselves with such warlike provisions as 
they need, as with pouder, lead, match, armes, and weapons of all sorts, and with 
wines, cloth and other necessaries, without which they could not possibly so long 
subsist in their treasonable courses, and bring so huge calamities to the rest of her 
good subjects and wast to the whole realme ; or els the said sterling monies,, as well 
in respect of their goodness being better then the monies of other countries, as also 
' for want of marchandise wherein to employe them with this' countrie, now especially 
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since the rebellion doth not yeeld, and partly by marchants, strangers, and partly by 
the naturall marchants of the countrey using trade in forraigne countries, transported 
from hence into the said countries, to the inestimable losse and impoverishment as 
well of this realme of Ireland, as also chiefly of her majesties realme of England J 
hath therefore in her majesties princely wisdome entred into consideration, with the 
advise of her privie councell, how those great inconveniences might be avoided, 
and hath found after long and serious debateing, that the readiest way to prevent the 
same is to reduce the state of her monies and coynea to the antient course of her pro- 
genitors, that is, to a difference in fineness betweene the monies of the realme of 
England and her realme of Ireland, and for that purpose hath caused great 
quantities of monies, according to that antient standard which was in use for this 
realme in the daies of her majesties father, brother, and sister, to be coined here 
into severall pieces of Shillings, six pence, and pieces of three pence, stamped with 
her highnes armes crowned, and inscription of her usual stile on the one side, and 
on the other with an harpe crowned, being the arms of this her kingdome of Ire- 
land, with the inscription, Pond Deum a^jutorem meutn. And also certayne peetes 
of small monies of meere copper, of Pence, Half-pence and Farthings, for the 
poorer sort, stamped on each side as the other, and the same monies soe coined hath 
sent into this her realme of Ireland, here to be established as the lawfull and currant 
monies of this realise, and soe to be uttered and issued as well to her armie and offi- 
cers in paiments to them, as also to all other her subjects of this realme and others 
hare abiding or hither resorting for trafficke and entercourse of buying, selling, and 
all other manner of tradeing amongst themselves, which said coines, as well of sil~ » 
ver of this new standard, as also of meere copper for small mony, her majestie doth 
Jbereby publish and make knowen to all men to be from henceforth, immediately 
after the publishing of this proclamation, her coine and monies established and au- 
thorized to be lawfull and currant within this her realme of Ireland and proper to 
this kingdome, and doth expressly will and command the same to be soe used, re- 
puted and taken of all her subjects of this realme and of all others conversing 
here, and that they nor any of them shall not after the day of the publishing hereof 
refuse, reject or denie, to receive in payment of wages, fees, stipend or payments 
of debts, or if bargaine, or for ante other matter of trade, commerce, or dealing 
betweene man and man, any of said monies of either kind either mixt of silver or * 
pure copper, but that they shall receive and accept the same at such . vjrioefk and 
rate* as they are coined for, videlicet, Shillings, for shillings, pieces of six pence,

realmes the. more speedilye take place, her majestic doth hereby also publishe and 
make knowne that her pleasure is, that after the tenth of Julie ymmediaielye fol- 
lowing the daie of this present proclamation, all other monies heretofore established 
to be currant, or used as lawftill or currant monies within this kingdome shall be de- 
creed, adnulled and called downe, and noe other monies of what cojne, nature, mix- 
ture, allay or fineness* now used in this realme of Ireland, be they either monies of 
her majesties owne coyne and stampe currant in her realme of England, or of anye 
her predecessors, or of any forraine realmes permitted heretofore to be currant here, 
shall be any longer currant Within her realme of Ireland, nor offered nor received 
by any person here inhabiting or here conversing by any manner of dealing/unongst 
men, but that all such monies be from that daye forward held and esteemed for bul- 
lion onely meete to be molten downe and brought unto her majesties mynt, or exchange 
here, as hereafter is expressed. And although that this open and publike notifica- 
tion of her majesties pleasure bee and ought to bee to all her subjects and others 
being in this realme a sufficient declaration and warrant, as well of the authorising 
of the monies of the new standerd nowe appointed to be currant, and also the calling 
downe and decrying of all other monies whatsoever from anie use here teither publike 
or private : yet her highnesse being a prince that in her gracious disposition doth ever 
affect to make all her actions cleare and allowable, in her owne nature rather than 
in the power of supreme authoritie, entending in this cause, to give to all parsons 
such satisfaction as is reasonable and in the daies of her progenitors, when such mo- 
nies were in use, was not offered, doth likewise hereby make knowne, that shee hath 
established an exchange to be had and maintained in convenient places in both her 
kingdomeB of England and Ireland : as namelie, in Ireland, at Dublin, Qorke; 
Galway, and Garigfergus : and in England, at London, Bristoll, sad Chester, At 
whith places shall be from henceforthe contynuallie resident officers of her appoint- 
ment, and in other places also of bothe the realmes, where it shall be found con- 
venient for the ease of bar subjects : at which places, and by which officers, all her 
subjects of either her realmes of England and Ireland, and all other resorting unto 
this her realme of Ireland in trade of merchandise or otherwise, shall and may, from 
tyme to lyme, exchange and commute as well menses, currant of Engl wd into monies ' 
of this new standerd of Ireland, as also monies of this standerd of Ireland into mo- 
nies of the standerd of England, at their pleasure, in manner as is hereafter expressed.

her majesties subjects or the subjects of anie other prince or state in amitie with her 
majestic, which shall have in their handes anie quantitie or summeof the monies of 
this new cotne, appointed for her majesties realme of Ireland* and shall be desirous 
to receive for the same in England, monies current of England, and thereupon shall 
deliver io anie of her majesties officers of the Exchange in Ireland such summe of 
monie, as he is desirous so to exchange, be shall reoeive of the said officers in Ire* 
land a bill directed to such place of exchange in England, as shall be desired by 
die deliverer* pj which bill he shall receive of the officer in England* to whome the 
same is directed, the like summe of monies of England by tale* as by the bill k shall 
appear he shall have delivered in Ireland* wanting onely twelve pence in thepounde, 
so as for everye twentye shillings of the new coyne of Ireland* delivered in Ireland* 
he shall receive in England nynetaen shillings current monie of England* and after 
the same rate for more or lesse in quantitie delivered in Ireland. Item* if anye such 
person* having in his handes* within the realme of Ireland* monies currant of Eng- 
land* shall be desirous to exchange the same there for monies appointed to be currant 
in Ireland* the officer of the Exchange there, to whome he shall bring anye summf . 
of English monie to be exchanged, shall deliver to him, for everye twentye shillings 
of English monie received* one and twentye shillinges of the coyne of Ireland* and 
after thai rate for more or lesse in quantitie received* Item* if any person, being 
her majesties subject or otherwise, having cause to resort unto the realme of Ireland* 
shall be desirous to exchange monies currant of England into the monies current of 
Ireland, for his use there, and shall deliver to that end anye Englishe monies to anye 
of her majesties officers of exchange here in England, the said officer shall deliver 
unto the said person a bill, directed to such place of exchange in Ireland, as the d&» 
liverer shall require, by which bill the officer of exchange in Ireland, receiving* the 
same, shall deliver to the bringer thereof, for every twentye shillinges .Englishe, 
delivered in England, one and twentie shillinges of die new coyne of Ireland in Ire- 
land* and after the same rale of more or lesse in quantitie delivered. And whereas 
there are, at this present, diverse old ceynes of base allaye within that her majesties 
realme of Ireland* used and passinge in payments betwene men* which beinge now 
decryed, adnulled, and called downe, her raajestie doth thinke fitt to have the same 
brought in and reduced to one lunforme coyne of this new standerd, her highnes is 
therefore pleased, that everye person whoe shall have in his bands any quantitie of 
such base coyne, and shall bring in the same to any of the offices of her Exchange' 
in Ireland, that the officer receivinge the same shall deliver to the bringer monie for 
monie of the monies<of thistoew standerd, now appointed to be currant in Ireland : 
and* forasmuch as due qotorious inconvenience* aforesaid cannot be prevented, 
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without there be a 4ue observation of such lawes of this realme of England, as 
heretofore have bene made, restraminge the transporteinge of the monies currant in 
.England into that realme of Ireland in specie, wherin great disorder hath bene of 
late yeares committed, and therby great inconveniences ensued, her majestie doth 
straightlye charge and commaund all magistrates and officers to whom it shall ap- 
perteyne, to see severe execution of such lawes as doe prohibit the transportation of 
her coyne of England into Ireland, and namelye one statute made in the nineteenth 
yeare of the raigne of her majesties grand-father of famous memoric, kinge Henrye 
the seventh, her majesties purpose being by this proclamation to admonish her loving 
subjects of both her realmes, and all others tradinge in her realme of Ireland, that 
they shall from henceforth forbear all transportation of monies of England into Ire- 
land, for that her majestie will cause the former lawes, prohibiting the said trans* 
portation of monies, to be so striughtly looked unto and executed, as the penalties 
thereof shall fall heavilye upon the offenders against the same, without any hope of 
remission.

office, No. XXI. Whereas the queens most excellent majestie findinge by the ancient re- 

i6 U Jac. I. cor ds of both her realmes of England and Ireland, and that in later times, also in 
5* pars, the reignes of her highnes noble progenitors, as her grand-father, father, brother and 
sister, there was a difference alwaies between the monies currant in ech of her highnes 
said realmes, and in her princely wisdome, by experience doth finde, that being oc- 
casioned for the maintenance of her armies within this kingdome, to send over con** 
tinually great and huge masses of her treasure, which by sinister means have been 
transported into forraine realmes contrarye to her majesties lawes therin provided, and 
the rebels of this her realme have gotten into their possession great quantities of her 
majesties sterling monies, wherewith from forraine parts they furnish themselves with 
powder, arms, munition, and all things necessary : for reformation and redresse 
whereof, her majestie in her princely wisdome, and with the advise of her most ho- 
nourable privie councell, hath thought fit and most best for the publicque good of 
both these her majesties realmes of Englaqd and Ireland, to reduce the monies of 
this realme unto the same standerd that formerly hath bene used, and therefore her 
majestie did by late proclamation of the twentieth of May, 1601, signifie her princely 
pleasure, that theise new coines, now currant, should onely be currant, and none 
other, and by the same did decrie and call in all other monies whatsoever, willing and 
jtraightly charging and commaunding, that after the tenth of July then next fol- 
lowinge none should trade, commerce, use, buy or sell with anie of the said de- 
cried monies, but onely with these new monies of her majesties new standerd, and 
that all the said decried monies, as well of silver and gold as old copper, should be 
occupied as bullion, and forthwith to be brought into her majesties exchange, ac- 
cording to her highnes said proclamation, as by the said proclamation more at largt* 
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may appear c; but now for as much as the merchants and others within this realipe 
have not, nor doe observe the said proclamation, but do still trade, commerce, con- 
tract, buy and sell, with the said decried monies, and for theire private gaine doe 
keepe exchanges amongst themselves, and doe not bring inanie quantities of the said 
decried monies into her majesties said exchange, according to her highnes said pro- 
clamation, wherin they have incurred the danger of such punishment, which by 
her majesties prerogative royall may be inflicted upon them > which would be over 
heavie if the same were dulie laid on the offenders, and for that it is crediblie enformed 
to her majestic and councell in England, and to us the lord deputie and councell 
here, by die master of the exchange, that here in Dublin, since the publishing of the 
said first proclamation, there hath been brought into the said exchange in Dublin 
above three-score thousand pound of the new standerd, for which bills of exchange 
have been given here (besides other great summes likewise of the said new standerd, 
given and exchanged by his ministers at Corke, Gallway and Carrickfergus) which 
by a probable estimation may amount to as much or more, and that there hath not 
been of the said decried monies or bullion brought into the said exchange in Dublin, 
according to the said proclamation, so much as the summe of twentye pound, the 
which her majestic doth not take in good part, beeing meerlie contrarie to the tenop 
and true meaning of the said first proclamation, on which behalfe we have of late 
received two speciall letters from her majestic *, that we should by this new pro- 
clamation declare and make knowne her princely pleasure, as well in confirmation 
of the substance of the said former proclamation as with theise new additions and 
explanations to the same, hereafter following, viz. That her majestie eftsoones 
willeth and commandeth hereby, that no person or persons whatsoever henceforth 
shall trafficque or trade with the said decried monies or bullion, or make any pay- 
ment of wages, fees, stipends or debts, or shall use in bargaining, or any other 
matter of trade, commercing, or dealing, between partie and partie, for any matter 
of agreement, contract, or condition whatsoever, directlie or indirectlie, any of the 
said decried monies, or - any other monies, or bullion whatsoever, contrarie to the 
forme and true meaning either of the said former or this present proclamation ; and 
that if any person or persons whatsoever, after the publishing hereof, do, or shall 
trafficque, or trade, with anie of the said decried monies or bullion, or doe, or shall 
make aniepaiments of wages, fees, stipends, or debts, or shall use in bargaining, 
or anie other matter of trade, commercing, buying, selling, or dealing between partie 
and partie for anie matter of agreement, contract, or condition whatsoever, directlie 
or indirectlie, anie of the said decried monies or bullion whatsoever, contrarie to 
the forme and true meaning either of the said former, or this present proclamation, 
shall, for his or theire contempt, be punished by imprisonment, and by such fyne, 
as his contempt shall deserve in the judgement of the lord deputie or other governour 
genefall of this realme and councell of the same, for the time being, and in the

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ttbeende of the said lord deputie, or other governour, by the. omitcell authorized m 
siidk absence, and by such other perron and persons as by this proclamation an 
hereafter iimitted tod authorised ; provided nevertheless, that all goldsmiths free of 
tone citie or corporate towne within this realme may, by way of trafficque, receive 
or Exchange plate for plate, or anie other wrought gold or silver; and utter the same 
for monie of this new standerd. % And that it shall be lawful 1 to all her hignes ma- 
gistrates or others her majesties chief officers, as maiors, sherifies, chief officers of 
corporate townes, and justices of the peace, that shall be informed of the paiment 
or receipt of any such monies or bullion decried, to seize upon the same to her ma- 
jesties use, and shall bring the same into her majesties exchange, within thirty dates 
next after such seizing upon paine of imprisonment, and such fyne to be imposed 
Upon him as shall be thought fitt by the lord deputy, or by the councell authorized 
in his lordship's absence, and that everie person giving information of the paiment or 
receipt of anie such monies decried or bullion shall have the one half of so much as 
shall be seised and adjudged for hip paines, or the moitie of such fyne or fynes aa 
shall be assessed upon the said information, when the seizure cannot be made ; and 
to be otherwise recompensed or preferred as it shall seem meet unto us, or to such 
person or persons before whome such information shall be made according to this 
proclamation, and according to the desert of the informer.

' jesties first proclamation it was limited, that for everie twentie shillings of the old 

decried sterling monies brought into her highnesse exchange here, there should be 
allowed but one and twentie of the new currant monie, her highnesse pleasure is, that 
from henceforth her majestie is pleased to allow for everie twentie shillings of the said 
old standerd sterling monie, the summe of two and twentie shillings of these new 
monies, and so rateablie and proportionable according to the summe brought into 
the said exchange, and in like rate for all gold and silver or plate of the linen's of 
the sterlinge monie decried, which shall be brought in according to the first procla- 
mation or this. And whereas in her majesties first proclamation, there was no ex- 
presse mention made of the gold monies or bullion of gold, nor of profit for bringing 
in of them into her majesties exchange, although inclusive it was contained, because 
hereby all monies are decried in general tearms (except those of the new standerd) 
and offer made to receive all monies, plate, , or bullion, of the finenes of the ster- 
ling or better, (which standerd sterling doth comprehend gold monie as well as 
stiver) yet for better explanation of her majesties meaning and true scence of the 
former proclamation, we doe, by vertue of the said letters, publish that her ma* 
jesties pleasure is, that all monies, either forraine or of her highnes owne coine, plate 
or bullion of gold, being of the finenesse aforesaid, which anie person shall bring 
to her majesties exchang, that the maister of her majesties 'exchange hare, and his 
deputie or deputies, shall allow upon the worth of everie twentie shillings thereof 
not onlie twentie shillings of the new standerd monie, but also the overplus of two 
shillings for the same in the said new monie, and so ratablie and proportionably ac- 
cording to the summe so brought in. And that further her majesties pleasure is, 
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for such old base ntorite as shall be brought into her majesties said exchange, these 
shall be allowed after the rate of twelve pence upon the pound. And for that her 
majestic is informed that diverse persons of this realme (especially merchants) 
using not plaine and sincere meaning in the construction of the first proclamation do 
take hold of so much thereof as serveth for the exchange of the monies of the new 
stander d for* sterling to be delivered in England, but do not, according to the true 
Scope and intent thereof, bring in anie sterling monies for monies of the new standerd 
to be here used, therefore her majesties pleasure is, that after the day of publishing 
of this proclamation, what person soever using the trade of merchandize, and all 
others, saving such as be or shall be in her majesties pay or entertainment within this 
kingdome, shall bring in anie monies of the new standerd of this realme into her ma- 
jesties exchange here, to receive for the same monies sterling in England, shall withall 
deliver twentie two shillings in sterling monies into the exchange, as much as one 
full fifth part, at the least, of the summe by him delivered of the nw A monies to 
be exchanged doth amount unto, viz. in everie hundred pounABurffcflfctie pounds 
sterling silver, gold, or plate of the finenes aforesaid to that value, and so rateablie 
for anie greater or lease summe, for which he shall have his bill, directed into Eng- 
land, to receive there sterling for the same, for which sterling decried monies or 
bullion so brought into the exchange he shall have two shillings in the pound without 
deduction, and for the rest he shall pay twelve pence in the pound, according to the 
proclamation. And for such as are or shall be in her majesties pay or intertainment, 
they may have an exchange without putting in anie monie of the old sterling or bullion 
of so much as there yearlie entertainment doth amount unto, so as they doe not ex- 
cede that proportion, first takeing a corporall oath before the maister of the exchange, 
or his deputie or deputies, that the monie is his owne proper goods, without fraud 
er collusion, and for anie other monies which shall not be of his entertainment, he 
to performe the tenor of this proclamation as the merchants and others ought to doe. 
And if he or they shall not accordinglie bring after that proportion of sterling mo- 
nies, with the monies of the new standerd, when he or they shall come to the ex- 
change, the maister of her majesties exchange nor his deputies shall not be bound to 
give him bills of exchange according to her majesties first proclamation. And for 
the preventing of another fraud used by some merchants resorting to the exchange 
aforesaid, who lend theire names for other men's monies, or take up monie upon 
credit, onelie to make profit by exchange therof, without trading in anie merchan- 
dize, but doe indeed make the said exchange (instituted by her msyestie for the good 
of her subjects taking her highnesse pay here, and of the honest and true merchants 
dealing in trade of merchandise) a trade of private gaine ; her majesties pleasure 
therefore is, and so we do publish, by this proclamation, that all and everie merchant 
(and none other) resorting to her majesties exchange, with monies of the new stan- 
derd, to be exchanged for sterling, to be delivered in England, shall bring a cer- 
tificate from the officers of her majesties customehouse where his goods were entred, 
what goods he entered there, and at what tyme, to the end therby the maister of the 
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exchange and his deputies may discerne that he seketh nothing but the retarne of his 
owne monie, and is not a coiourer of other mens monies. Also we do declare, by 
this proclamation, that her majesties pleasure further is, that all and eyerie passen- 
ger and passengers coming from England do presentlie repaire to the exchange, and 
deliver to the officers here, such sterling monies as they brought with them *, for 
monies currant within this kingdome. And if it be suspected that anie passengers 
or others do notdeale trulie in the deliverie of anie of the said sterling monie, that 
then her majesties officers of the said exchange with the officers of her majesties cus- 
tome in the said ports^ may search them to see what sterling monies they have, un- 
lesse they and eyerie of them will take a voluntarie oath to open the truth, at the 
choise of anie such merchant or merchants, or of anie other sort. And whereas it 
is likely, that divers offences will be committed contrarie to the effect of this and the 
former proclamation, or anie one of them, by persons offending therin, within remote 
places and provinces, which offences and offenders cannot so convenientlie be called 
up hither, r tefono<ws the lord deputie and councell, here to be inquired of, sensured 
and punished, as in those remote places, for remedie whereof, and for the more ex- 
pedition of justice in that behalf, we do further publish, command, and authorize 
hereby, in her majesties name, that all and every offence and offences committed and 
done contrarie to the true meaning and effect of this and the other proclamation, within 
the severall provinces of Mounster, Connought, and Ulster, shall be informed, ex- 
amined, sensured, and punished in manner and forme following, viz. such offences 
aforesaid as are or shall be committed within the province of Mounster before, and 
by the president and councell of Mounster for the tyme being ; And the like offences 
committed, or to be committed, within the province of Connought, before and by 
the cheife commissioner and councell of Connought for the tyme being ; and the 
like offence committed, or to be committed, within the remote parts of the province 
of Ulster, before and by the severall governours of Carrickfergus, Loughfoyle, 
and Ballishennon, for the tyme being, within theire limits and jurisdictions : and 
that the said president and other person and persons, authorised hereby to receive such 
information, shall from time to time, as convenientlie as they may, make their se- 
verall certificates to us the lord deputie and councell here for the time being, or to 
the said councell authorized in the absence of the lord deputie as aforesaid, what 
their proceedings shall be in that behalfe, Provided alwaies, that if any person or 
persons shall seize any monie, bullion, or plate, by vertue of this proclamation, for 
anie offence committed contrary to the forme of the same, shall after such seizure or 
cause of information given, preferre an information before the lord deputie, or other 
governour and councell of this realme for the time being, or before the pri vie coun- 
cell in the absence as aforesaid, or before such other person or persons, as by this 
proclamation is severally limitted and authorized to receive such information in her 
majesties name, within thirty daies after such seizure and offence committed, or

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otherwise shall have no benefit of any penalty laid downe for any offence committed 
eontrarie to the forme of this proclamation. Lastly, her majesties pleasure is, and so 
we do publish by this proclamation, that where divers covetous persons, as well 
merchants, retailers, victuallers, and suchlike, do, by colour of this new standerd 
mony, inhance the prices both of victuals and other necessaries, that therefore her 
highnesse pleasure and commandement is, and so we do hereby declare in her majesties 
name, that all maiors and cheif officers of corporations, and clerks of the markets, 
and all other justices of peace and other officers, to whome it shall appertaioe, do 
diligentlie and carefully looke to theire offices and charge in this bebalfe as they will 
answer at their perills, her majestie takeing it in verie evil part, that this her highnesse 
purpose being intended for the generall good of the kingdome should be thus per* 
verted by some private persons for theire private gaine. Given at her majesties castle 
of Dublin, the ninth of June, 1602.

whereunto we were led as well by examples of our progenitors, who had ever made^ aHg 
a difference betwene the monies of this realme and our realme of England, as also by offic ib» 
a necessary providence of keeping the sterling monies both from the hands of our ^ u " 
rebels here, and also from transportation into forraine countries, which cheifly by 
the said rebels and their fautors was done, we did erect an exchange for the use of 
all sorts of our subjects and others, using entercourse betwen theise two realmes, 
for converting of monies of the new standerd of this realme into English monies in 
England, and of English monies into monies of this realme reciprocally, hoping 7 
that the honest and upright carriag of merchants, in an equal exersise of trafficke 
betwixt the two realms, would have caused in the said exchange an indifferent and 
mutuall commodotie both to the merchant for his trade, and to us in our payments, 
and both theire and our intentions have concurred in preserving the sterling moniea 
from the rebels and from transportation into forraine countries, but in this little time 
of experience which we have made thereof, being not yet two years past, we have 
found our expectation greatlie deceived, and the scope given in the first institution 
of the exchange exceedinglie abused by the sleights and cunings of merchants, which 
though we did immediately upon the beginning of the exchange discover to be 
breeding, yet did* we not thinke that the same would ever have growne to such an 
height as since we have perceived, wherefore we did, by some restrictions and li- 
mitations, seek to containe those frauds within reasonable boundes, but it falleth out 
that the remedies proposed have bene so farr from easing the grief, as whatsoever 
hath been by us prescribed for redresse hath but served for a ground and pretext of 
new inventions of deceit, for that by the cuning of some merchants the scope given 
by our proclamations to the said exchange is so abused, as that some merchant, who 
hath brought commoditie into this kingdome out of our realme of England, hath 
not been content to sell the same for reasonable gaine, but haveing raised the price 
of the same commodity to so much in the new monies as doe in there true value of

silver almost countervail the sterling he paid for it there, viz. that which cost him 
tenn shillings sterling to thirtye shillings sterling, and after that rate, that which cost 
him an hundred pounds to three hundred, be hath returned to our exchange the same 
three hundred pounds which being answered him there in sterling, yieldeth him profit 
of three for one at least, which is so great a gaine as noe adventure of anie merchants 
unto the furthermost parts of traffique doth yeld, and to us such a burthen, as if the 
same should be permitted were nothing else in effect but to make our exchequer a mart 
for the cunning of merchants to worke upon ; besides, many of them have of pur- 
pose to make proffit by the said exchange, bought vp old bills of debts from divers 
persons, to whom paiment hath upon just consideration been deferred, and com- 
pounding for the same for small summes of monie of the new standard, returned the 
whole upon us by excbang, whereby they have made an exceeding proffit contrary to 
the true meaning of our proclamation, intended for the use and benefit of such as 
used an honest and direct course of merchandise,, by which fraud theire is ever a 
great quantitie of monies of the new stand returned upon us for sterling monies in 
this realme, but neyther is their anie proportionable quantities of sterling monies 
heere, and consequentlie there doth grow upon us an intolerable burden in con- 
tinual payments of sterling monies, and yet the two mischiefs which were the chiefe 
cause of alteration of the standerd are not remedied, that is the preserving of the 
sterling monies from the rebels, and from transportation into forraine countries, for 
little of it being brought in by the merchants of this countrie, and the same being not 
currant to be used heare amongst our good subjects we find it is partly transported 
and partly falleth into the hands of the rebels, wherewith they have been the better 
ennabled to continue in their wicked courses. Wherefore for redresse of so great 
abuse daily practised by merchants, we doe hereby publish that our mening is, that 
from the day of the publishing hereof the places of exchanging of monies shall be 
onely at Dublin for this our realme of Ireland, and at London for our realme of 
England, for all such as use the trade of merchandize, but for all others that are 
in our pay and haveing wages of us, as being of our armie or otherwise, there shall 
be a bancke maintained at Corke as heretofore to receive theire bills, but the bills re- 
ceived their shall be payable onely at London. And for the use of passingers and 
souldiours departing out of this our realme into England, there shall be likewise 
exchanges at Bristoll and Chester, so as no such souldiour or passinger do bring 
thither any bill containing above the summe of foure pounds : but for the merchants 
there shall not be at the said places of Chester and Bristoll anie payments of bills 
returned, but onely at our citie of London in such manner as is hereafter expressed. 
And further our pleasure and meaning is, that the said exchange shall extend onely 
to such as now are, or hereafter, from time to time, shall be in our pay here, serving 
us in the field, or in wards or garrisons, and to all officers of government of justice 
of our revenues, or of our exchange, and to such others as are contained in our es- 
tablishment, to all and everie of whome we are pleased to allow the benefit of 
exchanging . monies of the new standerd of this realme in$o monies currant of 
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England (wanting onely twelve pence sterling in the pound) viz. yearly to each of 
them rateably in his degree for so much as be doth save above his expence of that 
which he doth receive yearly of us, or ought to receive clearly, for his pay, all 
deductions and defalcations being foreprised : and also for such further summe or 
summes, as our deputie or other governour or governours of this our realme, and 
councell here, for the time being, or four of them at the least, shall thinke meet 
to allow to them, or any of them, upon his or their demands, so as the summe or 
summes, so to be allowed, do not exceed the summe or summes of his or theire 
yearly fees, pay, or intertainment, and the warrant of such our said deputie, go- 
vernour or governours, and councell, shall' be sufficient warrant to the maister of 
the exchange and his deputies, to make and give forth bills of exchange for such 
summe and summes as shall be contained and sett downe in the said warrant or 
warrants, according to the purpose and true meaning of the same, so alwaies that 
the monies so to be delivered in exchange be his or their owne proper money, and not 
borrowed, and that there be noe fraud used by any of them in abusing this our li- 
beralitie and favour contrary to our true meaning ; for prevention whereof, and for 
the better discoverie of all frauds, our pleasure is, that the master of our exchang, 
and his deputie or deputies, for the time being, shall, and may have power and au- 
thority, by vertue hereof, as well by examination of the partie or parties, upon 
his or theire booke oaths, as by all other good means and circumstances seeming 
most meet to him or them, for the better finding out of any abuse tending to the de- 
frauding of our true intention arid meaning. And for others usinge trade of mer- 
chandize although they deserve noe fauour in regard of the fraude wherewith many 
of them have abused our gracious meaning, in the institution of our exchange in* 
tended, and in regard of the excessive raising of the prises of all wares, wherby both ' 
our subjects are extreamly burthened here, and we intollerablie charged in the ex* 
chang in England, yet in the regard of the povertie of this our realme wherby we 
conceive that their wanteth sufficient commodities of the growth and, manufacture of 
this kingdome wherewith to maintaine trafficque, we are pleased to maintaine for 
their use an exchange in this manner. That everie such person, not being of those 
that belong to our establishment, but a merchant, who shall deliver to the master 
of the exchange or his deputies, in this realme, one hundred pounds, wherof fortie 
pounds shall be of the standerd of sterling in monie or plate of silver, or of gold, 
and three score pounds in mixt monies of the new standerd of this rtelme shall receive 
of the said master of the exchange, or his deputies, a bill directed to the bancke of 
exchange in England, where the same is payable, whereby he shall receive for ech 
hundreth pounds, delivered here in that manner, one hundred pounds in monies 
currant of England, wanting onely twenty pence in the pound, as heretofore as been 
ordained for ech pound of the mixt monies delivered, and for the sterling no defal- 
cation to be made, and after that rate for more or lesse in quantitie. And to the 
end that the frauds used by some merchants may be the better prevented, and the 
master of the exchange, or hia deputies, understand that he dealeth truly in bringing 
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his monies to the exchange ; our pleasure is, that every such merchant resorting to 
the exchange, shall bring a certifficat from the officers of our costomehouse where 
his goods were entred, what goods he hath entred there, and at what tyme, to the 
end that it may thereby be discerned, that he seeketh nothing but the returne of his 
owne monie, and is not a colourer of other mens, and that it may be lawfull to the 
master of our exchange, or in his absence to his deputies to put every such merchants 
or their factors, resorting to the exchange for bills of exchange, to their corporall 
oath, that such old decrial monies brought by them to passe there new monies withall, 
came not, nor was brought out of England by the means, procurement, or know- 
ledge of any such merchant or merchants, of their factors, directly or indirectly, 
after the publishing of this proclamation. And for that diverse noblemen and gen- 
tlemen of this realm have cause many times to repaire into England, either for suits, 
or other necessarie causes, and some have children there, eyther at the universities,, 
or at the innes of court, or chancery, or in our service at court, who shall have cause 
for those purposes, to use sterling monies, and to have the monies of this realme 
converted into monies currant of England : We are pleased, that all such shall have the 
benefit of the exchange in such manner as for those of our armies is above limited, 
for such yearly summes of money, as our deputie or other our governour or go- 
vernors of this our realme, and councell for the tyme being shall think good to allow 
to any of them upon their demands. And the warrant of our said deputie or other 
governor or governors of this our realme for the time being, and councell, or four of 
them at the least, shall be a sufficient warrant to the maister of our exchange or hi* 
deputies* for the giving forth of bills of exchange proportionable, according to the 
said warrants to the said noblemen and gentlemen requiring the same. And whereas 
«everall covetous and contemtuous persons, notwithstanding our severall former 
proclamations heretofore published forbidding the use of all manner of monies other 
then that of the new standerd newly erected by us, and authorized by our said pro- 
clamations, have in contempt therof and of our prerogative royall, traded with mo- 
nies forbidden and decried by the said proclamations, against which inconvenience 
such course is to betaken; as the punishment of such offenders may be an occasion 
to cause others to be fearfull to fell into the same danger, for a caution whereof as 
heretofore we have eftsoone willed and commanded, to by this present proclamation 
we do will and command, that no person or persons whatsoever henceforth shall 
trafficque or trade with any of the said decried monies or bullion, or make or take 
any payments, or wages, fees, stipends, or debts, or shall take or use in bargaining, 
or in any manner of trade commercing or dealing, betwixt party and party, for any 
matter of agreement, contract or condition • whatsoever, directly or indirectly, any 
of the said monies decried by the said former proclamations, or any other monie or 
bullion whatsoever, contrary to the forme and true meaning of either of the said 
former or this present proclamation, and that if ally person or persons "whatsoever 
shall offend herein, directly or indirectly, that such person or persons so offending 
shall for his or their contempt be punished by imprisonment; and by such fine as his 
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contempt shall deserve ih the judgement of the lord deputie or other governor or go- 
vernors generall of this realme and councell of the same for the tyme being, and in 
the absence of the said lord deputy or other governor or governors, by the councell 
authorized in such absence, and by such other person and persons, as by this pro- 
clamation hereafter shall be limitted and appointed. Provided neverthelesse, that 
all goldsmiths, free of any citty or corporatte towne within this realme may, by 
way of traffique, receive or exchange plate for plate, or any other wrought gold 
or silver, and utter the same for money of this new standerd ; and that it shall be 
lawfull for all magistrates and others our chief officers-, as maiors, sheriffes, chiefe 
officers of corporate towns, and justices of our peace, as shall be informed of the 
paiment or receipt of any such monies or bullion decried to seize upon the same to 
our use, and shall bring the same into our exchange, within thirtye dayes next after 
such seizing, upon paine of imprisonment, and such fine to be imposed upon him a$ 
shall be thought fit by the lord deputie and councell, or by the councell authorized 
in his absence ; and that everie person, giving information of the paiment or receipt 
■ of any such monies decried or bullion, shall have the one half of so much as shall 
be assessed upon the said information, when the seizure cannot be made, and to be 
otherwise recompenced or preferred as shall seem meet to our said deputie, or to 
such other person or persons before whome such enformation shall be seized and ad* 
judged for his paines, or the moitie of such fine or fines as shall be made according 
to this proclamation and according to the desert of the enformer. And further 
our pleasure is, for everie twentie shillings of the old decried sterling monie 
brought or hereafter to be brought into our exchange here, by any person or per- 
sons whatsoever, according to this or any former proclamations, that there shall be 
allowed for every twenty shillings of the said old standerd sterling, silver monie, so 
brought and to be brought in, the summe of twentie and two shillings of theise new 
monies, and so ratablie and proportionablie, according to the summe so brought 
into the exchange, and in like rate for all gold and silver, or plate of the finenes of 
the sterling monies decried, which shall be brought in according to this or any of the 
said former proclamations. And further our pleasure is, that from henceforward for 
all monies either forraine or of our owne coyne, plate or bullion of gold, being of the 
finenes of English sterling, which any person or persons hereafter shall bring to our 
exchange here, that the maister of our exchange here, and his deputie or deputies, 
shall allowe, upon the worth of everie twentie shillings therof, not onely twentie 
shillings of the new standerd monie, but also an overplus of* shillings and six pence 
for the same in the said new standerd, and so ratably and proportionably according to 
the summe so brought in. And also our pleasure is, for all such old base monie as 
shall be brought into our exchange here, there shall be allowed after the rate of tea 
upon the hundred to be paid in the said new monies. And whereas many greedie and 
covetous persons will adventure and be bold to counterfeit and forge monies like unto

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the monies of this Dew standerd, or shall bring into this realm any such counterfeit 
monies to the intent the same should be uttered here, and the same' so counter- 
feited, or brought in, they or any knowing the same to be counterfeited, shall 
utter and put abroad in deceit of our people, and in incroching upon our pre-* 
rogative royall, we therfore desirous so heinous malefactors should receive such 
punishment as the greatnes of such offence doth require, do hereby will and com- 
mand all maiors, sheriffes, justices of the peace, and all other our officers, and lov- 
ing subjects to enquire, seeke, and finde out all manner person or persons offending 
in manner as is aforesaid, to their uttermost powere, and such offender or offenders 
to arest and apprehend, and them to commit to the next gaill, their to receive such 
punishment as by the laws and statutes of this realme are ordeyned. Also we fur- 
ther declare our pleasure to be, and so doe command, that all and everie passinger 
or passingers, coming out of our realme of England into this land, do presently 
repairr to the exchange, and deliver to the officers thereof such sterling monie as 
they brought with them to be exchanged for monies currant within this kingdom, 
and if it be suspected that any passingers or others do not deale truly in the deli- 
verie of any of the said sterling monies, that then our officers of the said exchange, 
and our officers of our custome in the said ports may search such passinger and 
passingers to see what sterling monie they have. And also, that the master of the 
exchange, or in his absence, his deputie or deputies, may put all and everie such 
passinger and passingers to their corporall oath to open the truth, what monies of 
the old decried sterling monies they have brought with them directly or indirectly. 
And where it is likely that divers offences will be committed contrary to the effect 
of this proclamation by persons offending therin within remote places and provinces, 
which offences and offenders cannot so convenience be called up hither, before 
our deputie and counsel 1 heere, to be enquired of, sensured, and punished, as in those 
remote places, for remedy wherof, and for more expedition of justice in that behalfe, 
we do further publish, command, and authorize hereby, that all and every offence 
and offences committed and done contrary to the true meaning and effect of this 
proclamation, within the severall provinces of Mounster, Connoght and Ulster, 
shall be enformed, examined, sensured and punished in manner and forme follow- 
ing, viz. Such offences aforesaid as are or shall be committed within the province 
of Mounster, before and by the lord president and councell of Mounster for the 
time being ; and like offences committed or to be committed within the province of 
Connoght, before and by the cheif commissioners and councell of Connoght for the 
tyme being; and the like offences committed or to be committed within the remote 
parts of the province of Ulster, before and by the severall governors of Carrick- 
fergus, Loghfoyle and Balleshenen, for the tyme being, within there limits and 
jurisdictions ; and that the said president, and other person or persons, authorised 
hereby to receive such information shall, from tyme to tyme, as conveniently as 
they may, make their severall certificats to our deputie or councell here, for the 
tyme being, or to the said councell, authorized in the absence of the lord deputie 
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■foresaid. And now having explained some part of the abuses offered to ti* in th* 
exchange, and declared our pleasures for the reformation of them, we doe not doubt 
but that as upon the former restrictions by us proposed to the same end, so now 
many ill-minded persons will not stick to slander our doings, as thoygh there were 
not in us an honourable meaning, to perforate what here we have proposed, whereof, 
although our procedings shall, by their just and true effect, manifest the contrary, 
yet because evill tongues accustomed to calumniate the actions of princes are some- 
times the instruments of alteration of peoples minds from their dutyfull opinions of 
their soverains, where there is to us nothing so deare as the conservation of the love 
of our subjects, we doe (for preventing of any such malicious purposes) require all 
majestrats and officers, who have any charge in the government of this our kingdoms a 
to have an eare to such evil rumours and to the spreaders of them, and such as they 
shall find to be authors or instruments of divulging any slanderous speeches touch- 
ing this matter of the exchange, to make them an example for other, to be admo- 
nished by, and to assure all men, that this institution of base monies in this king- 
dome hath had his cheifest ground, upon hope we had thereby to weaken the rebels 
of this kingdome, whoe by the use of sterling monies had, and have means to pro- 
vide themselves from forraine parts of all things necessary to maintaine their evill 
courses, and that the same being this way partly, and partly by the powere of our 
armie, once suppressed, we shall have just cause to restore the monies of this realm 
to such estate as our progenitors have accustomed to use here. Given at our castle 
of Dublin the xxiiii of Janvarie 1603.

No. XXV. Whereas in the life tyme of our late sovereigns latfy of famous jpe- r u 9 f_ 
mory queene Elizabeth, there was one proclamation made by her highnes, dated fice - 
at Dublin the 94th of Januarie last, concerninge the establishinge of a currant 6 « p ^ 8 / 
coyne in this realme of a new standard, as by the said proclamation in print may 
more playnelie and particulerlie appeare, for as much as sithence the decease of our 
said soveraigne lady, and in the tyme of our most gracious soveraigne lord the king 
that now is, some ignorant and misconceiving persons (as we are informed) doe 
affirme, that by the decease of our said soveraigne lady the force and effect of the 
said proclamation is determined, some pthers covetous and greedy persons doe refuSe 
to receive by way of payment, or commercinge, the said monies of the new standard, 
and others, the worse affected persons of all, doe very lewdly and seditiouslie give 
out a lawfull libertie upon a supposed vacancy and interregnum, wheras in truth 
both by law and allegeance all good subjects ought instantly to obey all such for- 
mer proclamations and lawes made and in force in the tyme of our said soveraigne 
ladye, as well in the tyme of our said soveraigne lord the king's majesty, that now 
is, as in the tyme before. For remedie wherof, and for prevention of many other 
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inconveniences, and especiallie that our soveraigne lord the kinge, that now is, ffifey 
have no cause but to thinke that we his highnes officers and subjects of this king* 
dome will, in all duty, love and loyaltie, holde and shew our obedience and service 
to his majestic, as we have done to his noble progenitors and auncestors (as by just 
dutie and allegeance we ought) we therfore the lord justice and councell, late 
established heere, have published this present proclamation, in his majesties name, 
hereby requiringe and commandinge that all manner of officers and subjects of 
this realme, of what name, dignitie, honour, stile or qualitie soever they be, and 
everie of them, to be obedient, and well to perforate the proclamation aforesaid of 
the new standard coyne in perticular, as also all other proclamations, lowes, statutes, 
injunctions, decrees and orders, in validitie, use and force, at the tyme of our lata 
said soveraigne lady her decease : and that they and everie of them accomplish and 
perforate the same to all intents and purposes hereafter towardes our soveraigne lord 
the kinge that nowe is, as by their dutie and allegiance they ought ; and uutill his 
highnes shall be pleased to signifie his pleasure touchinge any alteration or revo- 
cation on that behalfe, and as they and everie of them will answere to the contrarie 
at their uttermost peril Is.

as he hath received, as well from the lord lieutenant of this kingdome as from the 
lord deputy and counsell of the same, of the cbrtreame dearth of all things in this 
realme, with many other inconveniences, occasioned onlie through the alteration of 
the standerd of the monyes in the same, his majesty, according to his naturall 
' inclination, to advance the good of his subjects, and the care he hath taken ever 
since he came to this crowne to see the same redressed, hath had many consultations 
with his hignes councell to that purpose. And forasmuch as it hath appeared to 
be verie hard, without a silver coyne, to remove those great inconveniences which 
the baser coyne hath brought forth, his majesty, for the greater ease and commoditie 
of his armie and good subjects of this realme, hath thought meete not only to esta- 
blish a new standard of nyne ounces fyne silver, beinge the antient standard of this 
kingdome, but also to reduce the base mixt monyes of three ounces fyne to their 
value in silver, and for the use of the poorer sort to altowe the monyes of meet* 
copper, as pence and half-pence, to have still their course amongst his majesties 
subjects with such caution as hereafter shall be expressed. All which his majestic, 
by his highnes letters, dated at Woodstocke the seaventene day of September last, 
in the firste yeare of his majesties reigne of England, France and Ireland, and 
of Scotland the thirtie-jseaventh, hath authorized us to establish. We therefore, 
in his majesties name, doe hereby prpclayme and publish his majesties expresse will 
and pleasure to be, that from the eleventh day of this October 1603, each peece 
of the said new standard of nyne ounces fyne, bearing the name of a shilling, shall

and all other peeces of that new standard of silver rateablie, accordinge to their 
proportion to the saide twelve pence. And for that there may be a due proportion 
betwixt the base mixt monyes now currant here, and the said new standard of silver 
his majesties, will and commandement is, and so we hereby, in his majesties name,

fortieth part of any payment. And for that all men have herebie a meanes to utter 
the moneys of meere copper, beinge pence and half-pence, which are kept currant 
chiefely for the relief and sustentation of the lives of the poore, who are not able 
otherwise to helpe themselves then by the charitable devotion of others : We doe 
therefore chardge and command all such as sell victuall, or other commodities., 
fitt for their relief, to receive of the said poore the said pence and half-pence, soe 
it excede not foure pence at a tyme. We doe further straightelie chardge and 
command all manner of people within this kingdome, to observe all this his majes- 
ties will and commandement upon payne of fortie dayes imprisonement, without 
baile or enlargement, and such other fyne and punishment as for their demerits in 
breaking the same, or any part therof, shall by us the lord deputie and counsell 
be thought fitt to be inflicted, as upon those that impugne his majesties royal 1 pre- 
rogative. And for as much as this his majesties princelie care of the welfare of 
Us subjectes deserveth, on their partes, all dutifull obedience and thankfullnes, 
which they can no way better expresse then by ratinge their commodities at such 
reasonable prises, as upon this alteration of the standerd, and reducinge the mixt 
monyes to their true value, is now expected, which we doubt not will by well 
mynded subjects be willinglie performed, $c.

her highnes armies, which then stood, and was of necessitie to be maynteyned in this 
kingdome, her highnes notwithstandinge allowinge the exchange of the said monies 
in England, to her exceedinge chardge and expence of treasure ; and whereas, after 
the death of the said late queene, the rebellion beinge appeased, and the greatest 
-part of the armie beinge discharged, the kings most excellent majestic, that nowe is, 
beinge given to understand, that the said mixt monies did breed many geeevaoees 
and inconveniencees to the subjects of this realme, was thereuppon gracionsUe 
pleased by a proclamation, bearinge date the eleventh of October, in the yeare of 
our Lord God 1603, not onelie to decrie the said mixt monies to the true value 
thereof, but also to establish a new standard of nyne ounces fyne silver, being the 
antient standard of this kingdome, everie peece whereof bearinge the name of a 
shillinge should goe currant, and be taken for twelve pence sterlinge, and all other 
peeces of the said new silver standard should paste and be taken rateable, accordinge 
to the quantitie and proportion of the same, for as much as his majestic by his-

No. XXXVII. Whereas divers complaints have been made unto us the lord de- o^ ce 
putjr from several parts of this kingdome, concerning the stop and refusal V of far- book, A. 
tiling tokens, proceeding as well from the abuse in counterfeiting the same, as inDr.P.coI. 
causing the same to pass in payment either for commodities, or for wages to workmen lection, 
and labourers, in greater quantities then was intended, which abuses are become a v,up ' 42, 
great burthen and grievance to his majesties people in many parts of the realme, for 
the remedy and reformation whereof, and to the end that the said farthing tokens 
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may be used onley for exchange in small summes, but not to be pat upon any in 
great payments : These are therefore in his majesties name to publish and declare, 
that it is utterly unlawfull and expresly contrary to his majesties letter patents and 
proclamations, that any such farthing tokens should be inforced upon any poore la- 
bourers or workmen, or any other person or parsons in any payment, either of great 
or lesser summes, and it is further declared, that no person should pay above two 
pence in farthings to any other person at any one time ; and also it is by these presents 
declared, that it is unlawfull for any man to buy or barter for any farthings, at, or for 
any lesser rate then they are usually vented by his majesties patents, to whom the sole 
making thereof is granted, and upon whom the rechange thereof lyeth : All per- 
sons being hereby to take notice, that whensoever they shall bring unto Edward Lake, 
agent for the said patentees, (who is resident in the city of Dublin) any sum of law- 
full farthings, he, the said Edward Lake, will pay unto them the like summe in 
silver, according to the covenant with the patentees : And it is further declared, that 
if any person or persons shall forge or counterfeit any of the foresaid farthing tokens, 
or shall bring or cause to be brought into this kingdom any such farthing tokens, so 
forged or counterfeited, or shall vent or make payment of any sueh farthings so 
counterfeited as aforesaid, knowing the same to be counterfeited, that then every 
such person or persons, so offending, shall receive such censure, by losse of ears, 
or other corporal punishement, as by the court of castle chamber heere in this king- 
dom shall bee thought meete. And further it is declared, that it shall be lawful! 
for, and we accordingly require and command all and singular raaiors, justices of 
the peace, sheriffes, constables, headebouroughs, comptrollers, customers, searchers, 
waiters, and other his majesties officers and ministers, to whom it shall or may ap- 
pertain, to apprehend all and every person or persons, whom they or aay of them 
shall probably suspect to he such counterfeiters, as also, to seize upon all such coun- 
terfeit farthings, and ingins, or instruments for the making or forging the same, and 
them so seized to breake in peeces and utterly deface : And lastly, all his majesties 
loving subjects are hereby required to apprehend and bring before some of his ma- 
jesties justices of the peace all such persons as they shall know, or probably suspect 
to have counterfeited, brought into this kingdom, pr vented such farthing tokens as 
aforesaid, and all the said justices of the peace are hereby commanded to commit to 
the next shire-goal such offenders so taken, there to remaine untlll they put inse- 
curity to answere the said offences, in the castle chamber, which bonds so to be taken

either to pay or receive. And whereas it is observed, that great uncertainty some- 
times ariseth in the interest of the subjects, touching reservations of nuts or an-

party, for payment of money*, which is interpreted to be Irish, if the word ster- 
ling or English be wanting : And whereas his majesty having taken notice of the 
said inconveniences, hath beene graciously pleased to require us, by act of couuceli 
and proclamation, to prevent the continuance thereof, and so to pro vide, as that nei- 
ther in his majesties receipts, or issues, nor in the private interests of his subjects, any 
such differences, or national distinctions doe any longer continue.

such as is not of such tuch, together with consideration for forbearance for the same 
as aforesaid ; or otherwise, that the parliament in England, according to their 
severall manifests in England in that behalfe, shall and will see the same ac- 
cordingly paid. And we doubt not, that all persons who are able, will now 
expresse such cheerfulnesse and forwardnesse herein, as may testifie the true sense 
they have of the present occasion, and the desires they have to advance the publike 
service, for the good and safely of this kingdome, and of their own persons and estates 
therein, which his majestie and this state will take in good part at their hands, and

Right trusty and right well-beloved councellors, we greet you well ; we taking 
into our princely consideration, that by reason of this most barbarous and bloudy 
rebellion in Ireland, our good subjects there are reduced to that extreme penurie, 
that now (as their last helpe and refuge) they are inforced and desirous to have such 
little plate as they have left them, to be coined for their reliefe, into some small 
peeces of monie that might passe currant in exchange both there andan our kingdome 
of England, and that the quantity of plate or bullion there so to be melted down, 
and coined, is of so small and inconsiderable value, that it is not worth the charges 
of erecting a mint there, according to our former intentions, which would likewise 
take up more time then their present and pressing necessityes will permit, we are 
therefore graciously pleased for the releefe of our good subjects there, to require 
and authorize you, to issue forth one or more commission or commissions, under the 
great seale of that our realme, unto such person or persons as you shall thinke fit, 
thereby authorizing him or them to melt down such plate, coyne, bullion or 
silver, as shall be brought unto him or them, into small peeces, to the value of 
five shillings, halfe-crowns, twelve-pences, six-pences, or of any less value, which 
several small peeces they shall make of the same waight, value and allay, as our 
moneys now currant in England of those value respectively are, and shall stamp the 
same on the one side, with these letters, (scilicet) c. R. for Carolus Rex, with a 
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crown over those letters, and on the other side with the values of the said several! peeces 
respectively, and the same so made and stamped, to redeliver to the bringers of the 
plate, coyne, bullion or silver, so melted downe ; and we further authorize you

We have put out a declaration here for the regulating of 
forreigne coyne, and have prohibited English clip't money to be passed in payment 
above the intrinsic value, which we have declared to be five shillings per ounce troy 
weight, by reason whereof our payments have been at a great stand here for want of 
a mint, we have written to the councell of state for a power therein.

land, and the uncertain rates that forein monies went at, hath been a very great ^P-^ 
prejudice to your service here, and tended much to the diminution of the English 
coyne ; very great quantities of clip't English money being sent oyer out of Eng- 
land, by merchants and others, for the gains that was to be gotten thereby, in so 
much that of late no money was to be received in pay but clip't English money, of 
outlandish coyne. Whereupon (application being made unto us by seteraH mer- 
chants and others of your ministers here, for prevention of the further growth of 
this evill) we were necessitated to publish the inclosed declaration and order, fore* 
seeing that the longer we delayed this course, the more the service and interest of 
the common-wealth would suffer thereby. Yet we find that unless power be given 
to coyne the clip't money here, (which is wanting in our instructions) this evill will 
again grow upon us, (the good English money being carried back into England) 
and in a short time no currant money will be left here but forrein money, and very 
much of that either light or course Peru. We therefore humbly desire (if your 
lordships shall conceive fitt) that power may be speedily sent hither for the stamping 
or coyning of twenty thousand pounds, or such other quantity as you shall judge to 
be for your service, %c.

July 15, 1653. Some few monthes since, we took the boldness to represent to the 
councell the pressing necessities of a mint to be appointed in this country, by reason 
of the great want of the small English money ; for finding it adviseable, as the only 
means appearing unto us, to prevent the abuse of English coyne, in clipping and 
counterfeiting of it, to call in all the bad and clipped money, and to forbid the 
currency of it in payment unlesse by weight. The greatest part of the English 
money proving bad and clipped, small payments could not easily be made either to 
the souldiersj or unto others, whereby much distraction was occasioned. This our 
desire was transmitted to the Parliament, who were pleased to make an order for one 
hundred thousand pounds to be coyned in Ireland, refering it back to the councell 
of state for settling it, in the progress and debate of which there appearing some 
difficulty about sending persons over out of England for it, and that way there pro- 
posed amounting to an excessive charge, the inclosed expedient was tendered to 
as by some inhabitants of this towne, who are esteemed honest knowing men, which 
comeing to the council but a few days before the late change, we againe humbly * 
offer to your consideration, being the more induced at this season to doe it by reason 
of very much corruption and abasement discovered every day to grow more and more, 
8gc.

30. p. 148 No. L. By many former addresses unto your highness and councell we have made 
known the miserable condition this nation is in, through that vast quantity of Peru 
and other base and counterfeit coyne, this poor nation hath of late bene burthened 
with. Indeed we are not able (soe fully as we would) to expresse our resentments of 
this growing evill, the general 1 discontent it beares upon most men's hearts, nor the 
prejudice that is likely to arise, unless some speedy remedy bee applied, for like a 
gangren this adulterate coyne spreads fair and near. It banishes hence the currant 
coyne of Spaine, and eats up the good English money, which the merchants (for 
want of exchange or other commodities to return) make it a secret trade to export 
into England, or (notwithstanding our utmost care for prevention) into some for- 
reigne partes, to any place where it yields most advantage, hereby the stock of this 
nation is detrimented much above two thirds as is conceived ; little other money is vi- 
sible, save this counterfeit American, which ordinarily goes for four shillings and six 
pence, and upon tike essay is found not to value two shillings and four pence, and most 
of that which runs currant is very little better then brasse or alchamy . Trade hereby 
is exceedingly obstructed, plantation much discouraged, necessary provisions witheld, 
and monthly contributions (for supply of your highness' s forces here) payd in such 
base coyne, as become great loss to the receivers, and being refused in divers places 
(the temper of the people generally abhorring it) the publique affairs without speedy 
care ('tis feared) will unavoidably fall into disorder, nor can we apprehend other 
then that this manifest inconvenience may in the end begett disturbance in the people, 
unless your highness (out of your pious and fatherly care of the welfare of this 
country) tenderly consider of what we have faithfully represented. Nor know wee 
any other or better expedient for the cure hereof, or how to apply a suitable remedy, 
save by a mint, which now, as formerly, we most humbly and earnestly desire (if the 
same may be held adviseable) may (at least for some time) be erected here. This (as 
we conceive) will allay the importation of more such trash, it will encourage us to 
decry what through necessity is made currant here, will enable us to call in the Peru 
and Mexico (which are little better then brasse, and at present the farr greater 
proportion of coyne here) and being melted, the produce may be reduced to 
the standard. And for that the souldier, and poorer sort especially, want the 
lesser and smaller sorts of money for change and to buy provisions with ; this may

No. LI. The inclosed is a coppie of a letter sent in July last to the committee at 
Whitehall for Irish affairs, representing the necessity of a mint in this country, but 
they being through multiplicity of business hindered, and nothing since effected in 
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it, we have taken the boldness humbly to apply out selves to your highness, in regard 
the inconvenience which we find to hate happened to your affaires here since our first 
application for a power to coine the forreigne money into English (for the reasons for- 
merly sett forth) is soe great, and that sort of money generally soe falsified, that the 
stock of the couutrey (in money) is conceived to be detrimented thereby above one 
third part, there being scarce any coine now left but foreigife, and that for the most 
part course Peru pieces. The English money (and for want of that) the best sort of 
Spanish being bought up by merchants to make their returns into England, for want 
of wmmodities in barter to exchange here. A proof of the value of which course 
Peim hath, by our order, been lately made, by which it did appear that six hundred 
thirty-five pounds of Peru money, at the rate of foure shillings and six pence each 
piece (being the rate now currant) melted down, did yield in sterling money, upon 
an exact assay thereof, but foure hundred and one pounds, soe that two hundred thirty 
and three pounds was lost in that small parcell at the rates now usuall ; beside this 
losse in the course Peru, we finde, by the relation of your officers here intrusted with 
the receipts of the revenue, that very much of the forreigne money, which runne in 
payment, is altogether brass and counterfeit upon the whole, therefore we humbly 
conceive, that unlesse some speedy course be taken to call in all base forreigne mo* 
mys, and reduce it into English coine, there will be in a short time noe money left to 
pay your forces, or for necessary exchange amongst the people, but counterfeit and 
bad money, and -consequently your affairs here will unavoidably fall into disorder : all 
which we conceive our duty to represent to your consideration, to doe therein as in 
your highness prudence shall be thought fitt, and are, %c.

Whereas among many other grievances under which his majesties sub- 
jects in this kingdom have laboured for several years past, before his majesties 
restauration : One was, that several persons, in all the cities corporate and market- 
towns throughout this kingdom, took a liberty, without any restraint to make a 
kind of brass or copper tokens, with such stamps as they pleased, in very great 
proportions, and vented them to the people for a penny each peece, in exchange, 
under pretence that when they should be called in or decryed, the persons who 
uttered them would receive them back again at the rates for which they issued 
them, whence followed, that for the value of every twenty pence, which the brass 
stood in, there was raised near about twenty shillings in pure silver coyn ; and 
that done, and those brass tokens issued among the people, it came to pass that 
many of those that caused such tokens be so stamped and issued, kept out of the 
way, and so avoided the accepting or exchanging of the tokens they had so issued,

No. LVI. Whereas amongst many other grievances under which his majesties'^ 011 ' 
subjects in this his kingdom have laboured for several years past, before his majesties 
restau ration : One was, that several persons in all cities corporate, and market- 
towns, throughout this kingdom, took a liberty, without any restraint, to make 
a kind of brass or copper tokens, with such stamps as they pleased, in very great 
proportions, and vented them to the people for one penny each piece in exchange, 
under pretence that, when they should be called in, or decryed, the persons who 
uttered them would receive them back again at the rates for which they issued 
them ; whence followed, that for the value of every twenty pence which the brass 
stood in, there was raised near about twenty shillings in pure silver coyn : And 
that done, and those brass tokens issued among the people, it came to pass that 
many of those that caused such tokens to be so stamped and issued, kept out of 
the way, and so avoided the accepting or exchanging of the tokens they had so 
issued, to the great loss and disappointment of many poor people ; and they or 
others, having by exchange of those tokens possessed themselves of considerable 
sums of pure silver, have (as is supposed) exported the same out of this kingdom, 
which is conceived to Me one great cause of the present scarcity of silver coyn in 
this kingdom. We therefore do, 7 by this proclamation, in his majesties name, 
forbid all persons from henceforth to buy or barter for any of the said tokens, 
or to issue any of them in any payments other than to such who made them, or 
caused them to be made, under pretence that, when they should be called in, or 
decryed, they would receive them back again at the same rates for which they is- 
sued them. And we do hereby will and require all those that made them, or 
caused them to be made as aforesaid, to receive them back again at the same 
rates for which they issued them. And we do hereby publish and declare, that 
it shall not be lawfull for any person or persons whatsoever, without special licence 
from his majesty in that behalf (which Sir Thomas Armstrong, knight, hath, by 
letters patent under the great seal of England) to make or cause to be made, 
any brass or copper money or tokens. And of this proclamation all persons 
whom it may concern, are required to* take notice, as they desire to avoid the 
punishment which by the laws of the kingdom may be justly inflicted upon the 
contemners of his majesties authority.

Bents shall come greeting. Whereas the minting, coining and uttering of small 
silver money hath been found to be of great and general use and benefit to our 
people of this our realme of Ireland, as well amongst tradesmen for the exchange 
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of monies in the course of their several trades *s J^mQqgst r other sorts of people, 
the scarcitie whereof is very prejudicial iinto them, and mo^e especially unto the 
poore and meaner sort; and, upon, due consideration had of a. representation 
made unto us by our justices and. privie councell of this our kingdom of .Ireland, 
after serious deliberation first had upon certaine proposalls presented unto them by 
our wel-beloved subjects, Sif Thomas Vyner, knight and bart. Robert Vyner, our 
gouldsmith, and Dajuell Bellingham, of the city of Dublin, gouldsmith, concerning 
the mynting, coyning and uttering of small pieces of silver money to pass currant 
within this our kingdome of Ireland. Ap4 our said justices and Qouncell haveing 
recommended the same unto us as an affair which they conceive will tend to th$ 
advancement of our service and the good- and ease of our subjects, and prevent 
many ipconveuiencies which may befall the people in this our kingdom, for want 
of small money for change, and for as much as for the effecting soe acceptable a 
service, wee conceive it requisite to erect and create a mint office in our citty 
of Dublin, for minting and coyning of all. sortes of smalle silver money of the 
denominations of, or which shall run for groats, or foure penny pieces or under* 
which shall hereafter runn or passe within this kingdome as currant and lawfuli 
money.

And although the Mexico plate pieces, commonly known' by the name of pillar 
pieces, be of equal fineness and greater weight than the rest of the Mexico or Civil 
pieces, yet many of the inhabitants of this kingdom do refuse to accept the same in 
payment of money, according to their respective value ; we therefore do hereby 
publish and declare, that the said pieces, commonly known by the name of pillar 
pieces, and the half-pieces, quarter-pieces and half-quarter-pieces thereof, were 
included within the intent of the late proclamation, and were thereby made currant 
at several rates, answerable and proportionable to any other of the said Mexico or 
Civil pieces, Rix-dollars, or cross-dollars, mentioned in the said proclamation, ac- 
cording to the respective quantities thereof.

But whereas the copper blocks when brought from Sweden will cost within 
three pence half penny the pound weight of what they pass for when coyned, 
which is but little more than will pay the coynage and charges thereof, which his 
majestie takeing into consideration, ordered the summe of fifteen thousand pounds 
to pay for copper blocks to carry on the said work in England, and those under-

No. LXII. By a letter of his majestic**, dated 31 Aug. 72, power is given to 
my selfe and the councell here to raise the value of foreigne coyne ; the words of 
the letter are these. € As to what you and our councell there propose in your letter 
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-of raising foreigne coyne* we have considered of that .mutter, and are of opinion 
with advice of our eouncell, and accordingly we will that you and the eouncell doe 
rpreparesuch a proclamation for the raisetngor abateing foreigne coynesas jou shall 
judge expedient for the goad of thai our kingdome* but that you forbare to issue it 
till yon shall have first transmitted the same hether to us for our yiew and appro- 
bation.' Here are a sort of Portugal money called crusados weighing fourteen penny 
weight; there an alsoe another species of crusados weighing but eleven pennyweight* 
which two aor$s have of late gone promiscuously at three shillings a piece, the reason 
of it was this, those of fourteen peony weight being the onely sort which then caiqe 
over hither were by public proclamation appointed to pass at three shillings and eight 
pence. The merchants who traded into those countrys bringing over a great quan- 
tity of the worser sort* the stamps whereof being like* uttered them at three shil- 
lings and eight pence, but the people finding the fraud, and that these wanted in then 
one fifth part of theailver would take neither the one or the other at more then three 
shillings* so as the inconvenience from hence arises that when any of the weightier 
sort are given in payment* the goldsmiths finding their profit melt them down* by 
which means the coyne is diminished. Now there being a considerable trade between 
this kingdome and Portugal!* and probable some quantify of this money will be 
brought over. We have considered the matter* and doe conceive it for the benefit 
of the country that this money have it's dtie value according toils several species* the 
plate pieces of Mexico* weighing seventeen penny weight* which is the generall mo- 
ney of the kingdome, and therefore may properly be taken for a standard to the neat* 
pass for four shillings and nine pence* at which rate a Portugal piece weighing four- 
tew penny weight* considering weight and fineness of silver* is worth near three shil- 
lings and eleven pence* but to avoid fractions in payments the proclamation fixes it at 
three shillings and ten pence* and in regard we doe limit it to the full weight there 
cannot be either injustice or inconvenience in any kind to raise it to this value ; and for 
your better information I have herewith inclosed a piece of each coyne* yon may please 
to propose it to his majestie that I may have his approbation, according to forme for 
issueing out his proclamation, #c.

Whereas we did, by our letters pattents 
154"" P# under our great seale of England the fourteenth of December in the twelfth 
year of our raigne, grant unto Sir Thomas Armstrong, knight, lately deceased, 
full power, %c. for coyning farthing tokens of copper, and whereas Sir Thomas 
Armstrong, knight, his son hath humbly petitioned, and represented unto us, 
that neither his father nor himself were ever admitted to make use of the said 
grant, nor obtayne allowance from the chief governor of Ireland to issue the said 
farthing tokens as our royall coyne amongst our subjects of that kingdom, and 
that having laid out considerable sums of money for copper and the working 
thereof into farthings, and other incidentall charges they have susteyned great 
losse and damage ; in consideration whereof we do hereby, with the advice and 
consent of our beloved cozen and counsellor James duke of Ormonde, our lord 
lieutenant general and general governor of Ireland, for us, our heirs and successors.,

SINCE {he publication of Mr. Simon's work on the monies of the Kingdom of 
Ireland, which was in the Year 1749, several coins of that country have occurred 
to us, not mentioned by that ingenious author, therefore highly probable were never 
seen by him, these we have put together ii) two plates, to which are joined another of 
Mr. Duanes, of their most ancient coins, which coins he purchased together with 
the plate, and has been so kind as to give us the liberty of using it upon this 
occasion. 

Of this ancient sort, are also those in our first plate from Numb. 1, to Numb. 1 1, No. l. to 
inclusive, many of which have strait strokes instead of letters, and those few which *j°- llm 
have had letters are obliterated ; the only observation we shall make on them, is the 
barbarous and rude manner in which they have attempted to copy the Saxon and 
English coins of that age, thus the reverses of Numb. 7 and 9, are after Numb. No. 7, 9. 
6 and 11, (a) of the conqueror, as is the head of Numb. 10 after Numb. 7 of the No « 10 > 
same prince, (b) and Numb. 11 an helmeted one of Numb. 13 of Henry the first. 
(c) Among Mr. Duanes, Numb. 16 is an uncouth copy of the canopy Conqueror

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Numb. 6, (d) also Numb. 22 in the same Plate, and Numb. 31, Plate II. in Simon, 
are after Numb. 11. of Rufus, (e) and the reverse of Numb. 33 in the same plate 
of Simon like Numb. 13 of the Conqueror. 

If we except the pieces of Sithric and a few more, none of these ancient coins 
which have inscriptions on them are now understood, although there are many 
very fair and the letters distinct, but badly formed, yet no word is to be made 
from them that will help us to the name of the King, moneyer, or place of min- 
tage ; a curious enquirer who shall hereafter attempt to decypher them, will find 
great assistance in haying a number of them together, to consider and compare 
with each other, and we know of no cabinet so proper for such a purpose as that 
of Mr. Duane. 
No. 12. What has been said in regard to the above-mentioned pieces may be applied to 
Numb. 12, as we have seen many, the letters of whose inscriptions have been fair, 
and plainly different from each other, yet do not discover where or by whom struck, 
nor do we know whether Irish or not, only that they are sometimes found both in 
Ireland and the Isle of Man 
Edw. I. We have met with two sorts of farthings of Edward the first, viz. Numb. 13, 
2^J 1S * 14 struck at Waterford, and Numb. 14 struck at Dublin, neither of which Mr. 
No. 15. Simon had seen, to which we have added the halfpenny Numb. 15, struck at 

Waterford. 
Hen. VI. King Henry the sixth in his 38th year, being the last before his deposition, caused 
No. 16 a S™** t° l> e struck, having on one side a crown without any inscription, and on the 
reverse the cross and pellets, with the name of the City round it, viz. ci vitas dub- 
linie, of these Simon has given us two, viz. Numb. 61, Plate III. and Numb. 71, 
Plate IV. Immediately after which in the same year, a penny of this sort was or- 
dered to be coined, which it is probable Simon never saw, as he has not engraved it, 
however we have been so fortunate as to discover one in the collection of Irish coins 
in the British Museum, viz. Numb. 26, exactly like the groat, and weighing nine 
grains and a half or about the quarter of it. 
Edw. IV. Edward the fourth in his first year ordered an halfpenny and farthing to be struck, 
2^ *- with the same type as the groat and penny above-mentioned, viz. a crown, but neither 
of them have reached our days that we know of. In his third year, a groat, two- 
pence, and penny were ordered to be struck, which on one side was to have a 
crown as before, but round it was now to be added his name and titles, viz. on 
the groat, Edwardus dei gratia dominus hibebn. on the reverse was to be the cross 
and pellets, and round them civitas Dublinie, and round another circle posui deum 
adiuto. meu. as appears on Numb. 17, which is a groat of this coinage, but do not 
remember ever seeing the two-pence and penny. Mr. Bartlet has one of these groats, 
weighing forty grains, and Mr. Hodsall another. 

In the seventh year of this king we are told there was to be coined a piece called a 
double (i. e. gross or groat) as being to run current at that value, but to be of the same

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weight as the last, and to have on its obverse like that, a crown with Edward di: 7 Edw. 
gra. dominus hi bern ie, but on its reverse was to be a rose and sun, there was also*^ 14 ** 7 ' 
to be the half, quarter, and eighth of it, not one of either of which sorts we have 
ever yet met with. 

We have just observed a coinage recorded, no pieces whereof now remain, we now No. 18, 
come to one of which we have no other notice but from the pieces themselves, but 
which however are very rare, such are Numb. 18 and Numb. 19, on their reverse we 
see a small cross within a rose of five leaves, and on the reverse the same small rose in 
the center of a sun of sixteen rays; round the rose on Numb. 19, is Edwardus dei 
gra. dominus hibe. and on the reverse civitas dublinie and posui deu adiutore 
meu. that round Numb. 18, is clipped and obliterated; but had his titles abridged 
and only the name of the city. 

The same circumstance attends Numb. 20, 21, and 22, as the last two, that is no No. so, 
mention have been found of such a coinage, they have all on one side the head of the 21 > *** 
king ; and on the other a large sun of fifteen rays, viz. a small rose in the center, fills 
the area. The largest or groat is inscribed Edwardus dei gra. hybern. on the two 
smaller, it is more contracted, and on the reverse of all three civitas dubline divided 
by small roses, these pieces are all very rare, especially the penny and groat, which 
latter we think Mr. Simon had never seen. Mr. Dummer has a very fine one, 
weighing forty-one grains and a half, and we have one which weighs forty-seven 
grains, the penny and two-pence are in the collection of Mr. Hollis, the former 
weighing eleven grains and a half, and the latter twenty-two grains. 

We would here just observe, that Mr. Simon in page 25, having described the 
coinage of the 7th year of this prince; viz. as having on their obverse a crown 
and on their reverse a sun, in the next page says, he has the groat of this coinage, 
but inconsistent with himself, describes it as having on its obverse the king's 
head, and not a crown, and refers to Numb. 72, Plate IV. which engraving 
likewise by some mistake or other, is as big again nearly as his piece, which was 
only a two-pence like Numb. 21, and weighed but twenty-two grains, again the 
penny he had, which he also refers to the same coinage, has a rose op its obverse 
(not a crown), as appears by Numb. 115, Plate YI. and like our Numb. 18, 
and belonging therefore to a different coinage from that of his seventh year ; and that 
last described. 

At the first sight of the head side of Numb. 25, it strikes us as an English penny No. 25. 

of Edward the second, its inscription Edwar. r. angl. dns. is a farther confirmation Plate l ' 

of it, but then its weight contradicts such an arrangement, being only fourteen grains 

and a half or not more than two thirds the weight of those pennies, altho' it is well 

preserved. When we see the sun on its reverse, we can think of its belonging to no 

other prince than Edward the fourth, however its weight agrees as little with this as 

the former supposition, being half as heavy agaih as the best of this kings pennies, 

it is likewise observable, that the sun on this piece has only eleven rays, whereas on all 

the others there are fifteen or twenty-four rays, beside which this piece has no rose in 

a2 
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7 Ed. IV. the center of it, nor is the inscription, ci vitas dublinie divided into four parts, by 
three small roses, as is the manner on all the others ; this very rare piece is in the 
collection of Mr. Duane. 

The money of Edward the fourth oftenest met with are his groats, with the head 
on one side, and the cross and pellets on the other, many sorts of which are engraved 
in his fifth plate, the half groats of this sort are not pear so common as the groat, 
Mr. Duane has one struck at Limeric which is not in Simon ; the pennies likewise 
if well preserved, are rare, of the three already published by Simon, Numb. 91, 
No. 36. 93, Plate V. and Numb. 115, Plate VI. not one have a reverse like our Numb. 
P 1, 1# 26, which has been shamefully dipt, and we apprehend is of that kind, which by 
the statute 19 Henry VII. are to pass for no more than an halfpenny, and described 
as having spurs or mullets between the bars of the cross, but we think they have 
more the appearance of roses than mullets. Mr. Simon has not published a single 
halfpenny of this king, but we have been so happy as to find two in Mr. 
No. 33, Dummer's collection Numb. 23, 34, belonging to the groats, Numb. 80, 81, 
83. Plate IV. each has a rose in the center of the cross, but much larger 
on one than the other. 
Rich. Ill In Mr. Simon's appendix, Numb. 18, page 91, is a record which permits grosses, 
i^ 83 ' half grosses, deniers, and half deniers to be struck of this king, • like those of his 
pi. i. " brother Edward the fourth in his tenth year, which in page 84, are ordered to have 
his head on one side and a cross and pellets on the other ; we have discovered a penny 
of this sort, or with the head, in Mr. Duane's collection, there are only on the ob- 
verse Ric. and on the reverse villa drog remaining, it is much clipped and weighs 
about eight grains and a half, but its full weight should be about ten grains and 
three quarters, as there was to be eleven grosses to the lb. Troy. 
Hen VIII King Henry the eighth in his 36th struck sixpenny and threepenny pieces, and 
No. 28. Simon has given three of them, Plate V. Numb. 100, 101, 103, but makes no 
pl. 1. mention of a three half-penny piece, Numb. 28 has occurred to us, now in Mr. 
Bartlet's collection, it weighs about nine grains and a half, is inscribed round the 
head, H..D. g. rosa sine spine, and on the reverse civitas Dublin. 
Mart, Mr. Simon has given us the shilling, groat and two-pence struck in the first 
No. 39. J* 1 ** °^ ( l ueen Mary, and says it was probable that there were pennies of the same 
coinage, he was right in his conjecture, as there is one of them, Numb. 29, in 
the Devonshire Museum, it is like the other pieces in every particular and weighs 
about twelve grains. 
Jakes I. Besides the shilling and sixpence of James I. of the first coinage, with the bell 
mint mark, we have seen them with a martlet, and of the second coinage, besides 
those with a rose mint mark, we have met with others which had a martlet and an 
escallop shell. 
Char. I. There was a great variety of corns struck during the troubles in Ireland under 
NofVi Carles *^ e * st - am <> n g which Numb. 31, with the value on one side and the cross 
on the other, is usually called the rebels crown, the half crown of this sort appears 
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Numb. 173, Plate VIII. in Simon, who has also given the crown Numb. 133, Plate Char. L 
VI. with the value on both sides, belonging to which is the half crown Numb. 32, N 1641 ' 
in our first Plate. Of the Inchequin money Mr, Simon has published two different 
groats, Numb. 130, 131, Plate VI. the last of which instead of having the weight 
on both sides as is usual, on one side has four annulets probably for as many pence. 
In the sixth supplemental Plate to Mr. Folkes, Numb. IV. is the three pence of 
this sort with three annulets, its weight it is likely was on the other side but does 
not now appear, however it is said to weigh twenty-two grains, its just weight being 
twenty-three grains. We have now added the six-pence, shilling and half-crown of 
this coinage, Numb. 33, 34, 35, the crown is to be found before in Simon, Numb. No. 35, 
138, Plate VI. to whose Cork six-pence, Numb. 143, Plate VII. we have added 34 ' 35 * 
the shilling Numb. 30. ' No. 30. 

The half-crown and crown of Charles the lid. Numb. 36, and 37, were first Char. II 
published by Mr. Folkes in his table of silver coins, Numb. 1, 2, Plate XXX. N %? 6f 
but he could never learn where or upon what occasion struck, neither have we been 
able to gain any intelligence relating to them, however we think from the manner of 
the pieces that they were struck in Ireland, and in the interval between his father's 
death and his own restoration. 

Copper coins by authority were introduced earlier in Ireland than in England, as Copper 
is proved by the pennies and half-pennies, (Numb. 122, 123, Plate 6 in Simon) under p ^tc 2. 
Queen Elizabeth. The farthing tokens also of James I. and Charles were current Trades. 
here the same as in England, and discontinued in both kingdoms at the same time, t m k ens 
and the want of small coins equally felt in each, until tradesmen and shopkeepers 
made their own tokens, but it does not appear they took this method so soon here as 
there, for we don't remember to have seen any of them dated before 1654, after which 
year we have observed the following dates, viz. 1656, 1657, 1658, 1661, 1664, 
1667, 1672, 1674, and 1679, thus it is plain Armstrong's patent in 1660, and the 
proclamation in consequence of it, to forbid these tokens having a currency had no 
effect. 

The towns we have observed where these pieces were utterred are Belfast, Cashell, 
Charleville, Clitheroe, Cork, Dublin, Dungarvan, Galway, Kildare, Kilkenny, 
Lisburne, Lymerick, Londonderry, Montrath, Pullhely and Youghal, and no 
doubt but there are a great many more. However there were but very few cities or 
towns that struck them in their corporate capacity, being only Cork, Kinsale and 
Kilkenny. 

The two first pieces in plate two axe of Cork, the. first probably an halfpenny, No. 1,2, 
the other plainly a penny, as is Numb. 3 also, struck at Kilkenny, and is most re- . |" 
markable for an inscription on its edge, of which nothing remains but the word re- 
surgo and is the only piece we have seen thus circumstanced, on Numb. 4, is inscribed No. 4. 
for ye use and convenience— of the inhabitants and in the area Kilkenny half- 
penny with a date nearly obliterated, the four next are the most remarkable private 
tradesmen we have met with, Numb. 5, we may suppose is the crest of Thomas Lynch No. 5, <5, 

7,8. 
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Chab.II. of Lymerick inscribed on the reverse, his halfpenny token, round the harp of Ire- 
land, Numb. 6, is a penny token for necessary chang of Henry Coker of 
Drogheda. Numb. 7, of Richard Greenwood, Merchant, in High-street, Dublin, 
has a St. Patrick on one side, Numb. 8, belonging to Edmond Yeomans of Corke, 
has on the reverse Adam and Eve, and we think it is their heads on the obverse, it is 
probable, the counter mark Charleville was to give it a currency in that place as 
well as in Corke. 
No. 38, We are possessed of two very odd pieces in brass like Numb. 38, 39 plate I. which 
I 3 j 9 ' we think are of the token kind, and were struck here during the common-wealth, 
having on one side their usual type of the cross and harp in two shields, the reverses 
are not so plain as we could wish, one of them has ker perhaps for Kerry, on the other 
only an E appears. 
J amis II. The gun money of James the second, we think commenced with the six-pence, as 
gun-mo- jt j g the only piece with June 1689 on it, the other months found on them are July, 
Aug. Sept. 7ber. Nov. Dec. Jan. and Feb. Of the shillings there are of every 
month from July 1689 to June 1690 and one of Sept. 1690.

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Dublin, 1729, James Maculla. Two years after, this was followed by Numb. Geo. II* 

10, hailing round the figure of Justice seated between two pillars, I promise 20 

shillings pound stb (sterling) 1731 and on the other side a fleur de lis, and cash 

notes value reced, I. Maculla. The six which follow each other from Numb. No - lfl t0 

16 to Numb. 22 inclusive, are all copper and every one for two-pence, nor have 

we seen them of any other value except Numb. 15, which is only a penny. They 

all on one side promise to pay the bearer two-pence, some on demand, others not. 

Their obverses are filled with a crest or some other devise, Numb. 16, has a king's 

fisher with a fish in its mouth, no doubt in allusion to the persons name, without 

any inscription round it, but all the rest have one alluding to the figure on it, as 

under the dove with an olive branch in its mouth, Numb. 15, there is Good Ty dings, 

the Peacock on Numb. 18 has round it Youth and Beauty, the rampant tyger, Numb. 

21, is circumscribed with Fierce and Strong and so of the rest, as the Falcon, 

Numb. 19, never without my prey, the Hare, Numb. 20, I make good speed, &c. 

the only exception we have met with, is in that of Will. Hall of Dromore, which 

round a griffin, has for the parish of Dromore being the only piece for a single 

parish, we have seen either English or Irish, this did not occur till the plate was 

finished or we should have inserted it there, we have also seen one of Tho. O'Brien 

of Lurgen, having a stagg on a wreath without any letters but 2 P. both these last 

are dated 1736. 

We have one very peculiar which has, I promise to pay on demand two-pence John 
Gray, stampt on a thin piece of brass. It is very probable- that about this time 
Numb. 23 was struck which is made of lead. 

The silver threepenny tokens are Numb. 11, 12, 13, the first of Alex. Morton of No. n, 
Armagh, the second of Samuel Mackie of Ithill and the last of John Overend of 12 ' 13 " 
Portadown all of them uttered in 1736, Numb. 14 is the most remarkable having 
in the area of the piece, Ben. Bow en, Dublin, and round it I owe the bearer 
3d. ster. the reverse has a stag at gaze, pierced through the back with an 
arrow. 

The copper-money now current in Ireland began to be coined in 1737, the first 
contract entered into was for fifty tons, which was compleated by 26th. Jan. 1739, 
the second contract was in March 1741 for a hundred tons, which were delivered 
between that and November 1749. In April 1750 a third contract was made for fifty 
tons, of which thirty-nine tons four hundred was delivered by the 31st. July 1753, 
being all that was coined of that contract. In September 1760 a fourth was entered 
into for fifty tons, which was compleated in April 1762, and all with the dyes of his 
late majesty. 

In the year 1766 the fifth contract was made for fifty tons, and for halfpence only, Geo. III. 
a new dye being engraved for them, of his present majesty, (No. 29.) The sixth 1766- 
and last contract was made in 1769 for fifty tons also, and has this year been com- 
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Geo. III. pleated all in half-pence, as the last. The expences of coining are nearly the nine 
1766* as in the English, the master being allowed five-pence per lb. weight, out of which 
he pays the moniers two-pence for coining, seven eights of a penny for barrelling, a 
farthing to the engraver, a farthing to the dye forger, and to his own deputy he al- 
lows twenty shillings per ton. 
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!NUMB. 1, 2 and 3, are coin of the 9th century. Numb. 1 and % differ from all No. i * 
we have before seen, in being extremely thin ; and although as broad as an .English *• 
groat of the 16th century, weigh but 9£ grains each. 

Numb. 4, is a very rude coin, the type unusual, it is much worn and clip'A, and No. 4. 
weighs 12 grains. 



Numb. 5 and 6, are well preserved, and the letters legible, yet we cannot guess to No. 6, 6. 
what Prince they belong, unless they are of Sihtric, King of Dublin. Numb, 5, 
is remarkable for an ornament which seems pendent from the ear, a like ornament 
appears behind the heads of Numb. 6, 8 and 9. 



Numb. 7, we think, is of Sihtric, but the letters blundered by the artist, the No. 7. 
obverse reads & ZNITCRIEX HF. the reverse NIRINNMeDNI. that is Nirim 
Moncyer in Dublin. 

It has been asserted by an elegant writer, (Mr. Pinkerton) that these ancient coins No. 8. 
found in Ireland, with rude strokes round them, were fabricated by men too ignorant 
to be capable of reading or forming letters. Numb. 8, however, shews his mistake, 
for the artist who graved this coin could form letters perfectly well, though round 
one side he has put nothing but rude strokes— on the obverse the letters are very 
legible, and are IHFRZREX— probably Ifarus or Ivarus ; the reverse has the cross 
as usual, but surrounded with crooked strokes ; the workmanship is rather neat 

b2 
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No. 8. for that time : if this be a coin of Ivar, it is certainly one of the earliest inscribed 
coins that has yet occured in the Irish series. Ware dates the arrival, of Anlaf, 
Sihtric and Ivar in Ireland, A. D. 853. In Simon's 3d Plate, Numb. 34, is a coin 
which he gives to Ivar, the characters on which are very ill formed, and differs from 
ours, having letters on both sides. — Numb. 8, weighs 19£ grains, and is in fine 
preservation. 

No. 9. There is a great variety of these -coins of Domnaldor Donald— -Numb. 9, has 
an ornament behind the head similar to that on the neck of Numb. 5.

No. 10, In the summer of 1806, a peasant digging near the high road at Loughlinstown, 
is' 14* ^°* Dubl* 11 ' turned up a metal pot of about a pint measure, which contained a 
large parcel of the full-faced halfpence of John, inscribed Johannes, Dom. or 
Dominus, and with them several farthings of which Numb. 10, 11, 12, 13 and 
14, are exact representations ; they weigh each from 5£ to 5£ grains, and have on one 
side an ornament, something in the shape of a Lozenge, and on the reverse a cross, 
with a letter in each quarter. Numb. 10, has NORM, which is- an abbreviation of 
Norman, the minter's name— on Numb. 11 is TOMA. for Thomas— -Numb. 12, 
hasNICO. for Nicholas— Numb. 13, ALEX, for Alexander— and Numb. 14, 
ADAM— ell which names occur on the full-faced halfpence found in the same 
measure. Ftom these names agreeing with those of the miat masters on his half- 
pence, and as they were all dug up together, there cannot, we think, be a doubt of 
their being the farthings of his first coinage when Lord of Ireland, so long sought 
after.— The halfpence are published by Simon, Plate II. Numb. 38 to 42.

No. 15. In Snelling's Supplement, Plate I. Numb. 16, is represented a penny of this 
Sang, struck in his 38th year, exactly like the groats, published by Simon, Numb. 
61, Plate III. and Numb. 71, Plate IV— Our penny Numb. 15> which is of the 
first rarity, differs from them in haying the crown without the compartment—it 
weighs near)}* 9 grains. 



EDWARD IV. 

No. 16, Mr. Simon, in his 4th Plate, Numb. 83, has given us a groat of Edward IV. 
17 * struck at Limerick — the half groat, Numb. 16, and penny, Numb. 17, have never 

before been published; they are in good preservation— the £ groat weighs 15 

grains, the penny 7£ grains. 
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HENRY VIII. 1640. 
Numb. 18, is the half groat of King Henry VIII. struck on his marriage with No. 18. 
Catherine Howard, in 1540. It has, like his groat of that year, the harp between 
the letters H. K. for Henry and Catherine. There is a half groat of this King, 
Plate VIII. Numb. 172, of Simon, who says in his Addenda, that it has the harp 
between the letters H. A. for Henry and Anne; the engraver, however, has omitted 
the letters. 



ELIZABETH. 

The base shilling and six-pence of Elizabeth's 43d year, appear in Simon's No. 19* 
Plate 120 and 121. Our Numb. 19, is the threepence of that coinage; it has 
suffered much by circulation, and weighs 13 grains instead of 17 grains, its 
original weight. 
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PREFACE.

Ninety years have now nearly elapsed, since Mr, Simon's Essay on the 
Coins of Ireland was first published, and seventy since the Supplement was 
added by Mr. Snelling ; it will therefore be readily admitted, that a new 
work on the subject would be a desirable object to those interested in the anti- 
quities of this part of the United Kingdom. The extreme accuracy and deep 
research exhibited by Mr, Simon in the Anglo-Irish part of his work, has 
indeed left but little to any subsequent writer on that portion of the Coinage, 
than to notice the numerous Coins which subsequent discoveries have brought 
to light. The Hibernia-Danish, however seem to require a far closer investi- 
gation than they have hitherto received, and the large hoards of them disco- 
vered during the last twenty years, m^y naturally be supposed to facilitate 
such investigation, the subject is however still one of extreme difficulty, 
requiring the deepest attention to those coins, and the closest comparison of 
them with the contemporary ones of England, Denmark, and Norway, together 
with such a knowledge of the names, order of succession, and dates of the reigns 
t)f the Hiberno- Danish princes, as the confused and often contradictory 
records of these times, have handed down to u& As however the discussion 
t>f this subject may lead to further discoveries and a more certain arrangement, 
I have not hesitated to present to the reader, such observations as a conside- 
rable degree of atteution to the subject has enabled me make. As to the 
Anglo-Irish portion t)f the work, the only points of any importance in which I 
have ventured to differ with Mr. Simon, are those which relate to the arrange- 
ment of the coins assigned by him to Henry V. and those of the three Crown 
money, which he assigns to Henry VI. 

I several years since in the Gentleman's Magazine, published an article in 
which I expressed an opinion, that both these classes of coins belonged to 
Henry VII. and the more consideration I have since given them, the more 
I am satisfied with the correctness of that opinion. 

B 
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In the Work now submitted to the public, a new branch of the coinage is 
noticed, for which we are indebted to the investigations and discoveries of Sir 
William Bet ham, and I believe no person who has read his very able remarks 
on the Ring Money, will hesitate to admit these curious relics of antiquity, to a 
place in the annals of our coinage, which wkh tftisraluable and interesting addi- 
tion, assume an importance to which those of few other countries can pretend. 

In order to make this work as useful and interesting, to the collector as pos- 
sible, I have added tables, a valuation of all the Irish coins now known to 
exist,* and notices of such discoveries of hoards or parcels of coins as have 
come to my knowledge, together with plates containing all the unpublished 
coins. To* publish engravings of all the Irish coins known, would indeed render 
the work more complete, but, it would render it much more expensive, and as 
that of Simon is in the hands of every one at all interested in the coinage ef 
Ireland, the utility of such an arrangement would not compensate for the 
additional expense, particularly when we consider that the number of Irish* 
collectors bears no comparison to those of England, and consequently a work 
on the coinage of Ireland, cannot be expected to enjoy the same extent of 
circulation as one on that of England. 

I cannot conclude these prefatory remarks, without returning my most sin- 
cere thanks, to- those from, whom I have derived assistance m compiling the 
present work. 

To the Very Rev. the Dean of St. Patrick, I feel* deeply indebted, he 
having in the kindest and most liberal manner, sent me impressions of some 
of his rarest coins, and allowed a gentleman of my acquaintance to take 
drawings of several unpublished Irish coins in his most valuable cabinet, 
indeed so great was hfs anxiety to render me every assistance, that he sent 
me the coins themselves from Dublin to Cork to compare with the drawings,, 
and also supplied much useful' information, which a deep knowledge of Irish 
coins enabled him to give.. 

To my friend Richard Sainthill, Esq. r Cork,I am also indebted for much 
assistance in the prosecution of this work, his great knowledge of the coins 
of the British Islands, his readiness to communicate it, and the numerous 
sources of information he/ was able to suggest, have rendered this work 
much more complete, than it could otherwise possibly have been.

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A.T what period money was first coined in Ireland, is now nearly impossible 
I believe to ascertain ; some of our writers have endeavoured to prove that it 
was at a period at least coeval with the earliest ages of Christianity, and even 
several of the most intelligent of our antiquaries have been of opinion, that 
much money was coined here before the arrival of the Northmen, which took 
plape about the early part of the ninth century. 

It appears to me however, as it did to Simony that some of these writers 
have been led into* error, from translating the word Airgead "money," whilst 
in reality, it only meant " Silver," and also in cases where money was actually 
meant, from supposing that this of necessity meant money coined in Ireland, 
and not rings used as money, or coined money imported from other countries. 

The intercourse, which at a very remote period, subsisted between Ireland, 
and Phenicia, Carthage, Spain, Britain, and Gaul, places it beyond doubt, 
that money must have been known here many centuries before the arrival of 
the Danes, but that it was struck in those early ages, by the Irish princes, is* 
a matter much more questionable. 

If we look to the ancient coins of Britain,. Gaul, and Spain, and consider' 
the very limited quantity of them which are extant, when compared with 
those of the more civilized nations, with whom they had intercourse, we must 
conclude that the latter were probably in extensive circulation, long before the- 
countries I have named adopted a coinage of their own,' and we may well* 
apply the same reasoning to Ireland. 

This supposition appears also supported by the fact, that no Irish coins- 
have been yet discovered, which can with any degree of probability, be assign- 
ed to a period earlier than the arrival of the Danes, whilst Greek, Roman,, 
and Carthaginian coins, of a far more ancient era, have been found in Ireland. 
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As however instances of the discovery of such coins in Ireland are not nu- 
merous, I shall here notice such as I have heard of. 

1.— Gold coins of Valentinian and Theodosius are mentioned by Ledwich 
and others to have been found at New Grange, near Drogheda, in 1099. 

2. — A parcel of Greek coins of the Kings of Macedon and Syria,.were found 
a few years since, on the south west coast of Ireland, but further particulars 
I was not able to ascertain. 

3 — A great number of Roman coins were found on Fairhead, near the Giant's 
Causeway, in 1833.* 

4. — In No. 133, of the Dublin Penny Journal, mention is made of a coin 
in the collection of Mr. Anthony, of Piltown, County Waterford, there as- 
cribed to Alexander the Great, but which, from the description, seems to be- 
long to the Isle of Thasus, which coin, the writer says, was with several 
others found under the foundation of the northern gateway of the Abbey of 
Ferns, County Wexford. 

5. — A small Roman brass coin, was about the year 1605, said to have been 
dug up in Bally phehane bog near Cork. 

6.— Several Roman Consular and Imperial coins were, a few years since, 
said to have been dug up at Buttevant, county Cork. 9 

7. — In the Parish of Bray, Wicklow, the workmen in 1835, levelling a bank 
of sand near the sea, to make an approach to the demesne of Mr. Putland, 
found several human skeletons, and several Roman coins of the Emperor 
Adrian, they are now in the possession of Mr. Putland. j" 

8, — In County Antrim a Roman Torques, a coin of Yalentinian &a, were 

discovered,^ 

9. — In Dungevin parish, county Derry, Celts and Roman coins, have been 
discovered .§ 

13. — In the Moat of a Rath, in the parish of Castle Lyons, County Cork, 
was found in 1837, a Roman large brass coin, of Gordian IIL it is now in the 
possession of the Author. 

The quantity however of Greek, Roman, and Carthaginian coins, found in 
Ireland, must be admitted to be extremely limited, and suggests the enquiry, 
what substitute for coined money the Irish could have had, in the early ages, 
preceding the arrival of the Danes.

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The vast quantity of rings, Gold, Silver, and Brass, which are every yea* 
dug up in Ireland, naturally induces us to suppose they must have been used 
as a specie* of circulating medium. That this supposition is well founded, has 
been proved in the most complete and satisfactory manner, by the learned and 
truly valuable investigations of 'Sir William Betham, whose researches 
on this most interesting subject, have clearly established the fact, that not only 
did these rings pass as money in Ireland, but that they are all graduated ac- 
cording to Troy weight, and are all different multiples of the Half Penny- 
weight : he has also proved that the gold ornaments, supposed to have been 
fibuloe, &c. and which have so much exercised the ingenuity of the learned, 
are also graduated in like manner, and must follow the same rule of appro- 
priation. 

This, the earliest ancf perhaps the most interesting portion of the Irish 
coinage, has been so ably illustrated by Sir William Betham, that the evi- 
dence he has adduced, would probably be weakened by any abridgment of 
it in this place, as however any one in the slightest degree interested in this* 
subject, will refer to the essay itself, I shall only enumerate the principal 
points of his evidence. 

1st. — He has found on weighing an immense number of these rings, Gold, 
Silver, and Brass, that they are all, with scarcely any exception, multiples of 
the Half Penny- weight, or twelve grains ; the very few exceptions which occur 
being caused by the wear or mutilation of the rings. And here I may observe 
that it is rather a matter of surprise, that amongst such an immense number 
of specimens, so few exceptions should occur. I may also observe, that Baden, 
in his history of the ancient inhabitants of Norway, mentions that they 
reckoned not by tens but by twelves* 

2nd — An immense number of brass rings, as much as loaded a large cart,' 
were found in a tumulus in the countyMonaghan a few years since. 

3rd. — Wilkinson, on the Thebaid and Egypt, mentions that the most ancient 
money even before the Exodus, was gold and. silver rings of graduated weight. 

4th. — Fresco paintings in the tombs of Egypt exhibit people bringing 
as tribute to Pharoah, bags* of gold and silver rings, at a period before the 
Exodus. 

5th. — On ancient Egyptian vases, persons are represented weighing gold* 
and silver rings. 

6th. — The words of Genesis, c. 43, v. 21. <c oup money in full weight." 
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7th* — Caesar says of the Britons, " utuntur autem nummo aureo aut annulis 
ferreis ad certum pondus examinatis pro nummo.'** 

8th. — The frequent mention of rings in the Irish annals, of which the fol" 
lowing instances are quoted by Sir William Betham. 

1004, Brian Boroimhe presented to the altar at Armagh, a ring of gold 
weighing twenty ounces. 

1151, Cooly O'Flynn presented a ring, weighing two ounces, to the Corb 
or successor of St. Columbkill. 

1 153, Another of one ounce. 

9th. — In Nubia and Central Africa at the present day, several nations still 
use a currency of pieces of iron, similar in shape, to the Irish ring money. 

10th, — Sir William Betham has published a series of this ring money, com- 
mencing with the simple ring, and proceeding, by almost imperceptible grada- 
tions, to those with large cups, thereby proving that the latter are only varieties 
of this circulating medium. 

To these unanswerable evidences of Sir William Betham, I may add the testi- 
mony of Baden, in his History of Norway, who mentions that Gold or Silver 
pieces, of a certain weight, served for money which he says neither in Norway 
nor any northern country was coined until a considerable time after the esta- 
blishment of Christianity ; " s*nd that gold rings also, worn as ornaments, of 
different size and weight, passed in ancient tifnes, from man to man, like our 
money now." 

The ancient annals of Ireland and other northern countries contain many 
accounts of gold and silver paid by weight; I shall only enumerate d few of them. 

988, Malachy King of Ireland stipulates with the Danes, that they should 
pay him one ounce of gold for every cultivated garden. 

1029, Anlaf King of Dublin pays for his ransom to Mathew O'Riagan, two 
hundred cows, eighty British horses, three ounces of gold, and a sword. 

1152, Tirdelvac O'Connor, King of Ireland, receives for the ransom of a 
chieftain, sixty ounces of gold 

1157, Maurice O'Loghlin, King of Ireland, gave sixty ounces of gold to the 
monks of Mellefont Donat O'Carrol King of Ergal, gave also sixty ounces 
of gold/ and Dervorgilla, wife of Tiernan O'Ruark as many.

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1161, Flahertach CTBrolcan Comorban of St. Columbkill, having visited 
the Diocese of Ossory, four hundred and twenty ounces of pure silver were 
collected for him. 

, Moriertach O'Lochlin, King of Ireland granted lands to the monas- 
tery of Ardbraccan, at a yearly rent of three ounces of gold. 

1206, The Hospital of St. Mary de Urso, Drogheda, was to pay a yearly 
rent to the King of half an ounce of gold. 

In Iceland, Arnkill was sentenced, by the award of Styr and Verimond, to 
pay twelve ounces of silver for the death of each domestic of Thorolf. Arnkill 
was slain in 993.* 

In the poem of %€ Rigs Mai" wefind the following passage : "hringumhreytti hio 
sundr bang" translated "annulosniti dos aureos que circulos secuit;" to which is 
appended the following note " Many of these massy rings of gold are preserved 
in the North, some of them having smaller rings hanging on them, those were 
used as money, and given either whole, or in parts, as presents, or for other 

purposes. "| 

Inthepoem of ' Lady Grimild's Wrack/a gold ringis spoken of, weighing fifteen 
pounds, (lllust. North. Ant. p. 581,) and in the same Poem mention is frequently 
made of red rings " rav thorn hringom" lasts of gaud, fyc> which latter must have 
been chiefly in rings, &c, as no gold money* was coined at that time by the 
northern nations, and the quantity of Byzantine or other gold coin, in that part 
of the world, must have been very limited. 

The vast quantity of ring money thus proved to have circulated from the 
earliest ages, down probably to the 11th or 12th century, will satisfactorily 
account for the fact, that so little money of an ancient date has been found in 
Ireland ; and, also, renders^it probable that but little money, if any, was coined 
in Ireland before the period alluded to — viz. the arrival of the Danes. As 
however my present undertaking is a consideration of the coins which have 
actually descended to us, I shall not quarrel with the opinions of those 
writers whose zeal for the antiquities of their country, have claimed for the 
Irish coinage a more remote origin.

THE HIBERNO-DANISH AND IRISH KINGS 



Proceeding to the consideration of those coins struck in Ireland, of 
which specimens have descended to us, we shall begin with the Hiberno- 
Danish, as having every appearance of being the most ancient. Whicji class 
of these coins was first minted is a matter by no means easy to ascertain. 
Those with intelligible legends, for the most part, bear the names of Sihtric and 
Ifars,by far the greater proportion the former ; but the number of princes who 
have borne these names, and the consequent difficulty of appropriating their 
coins, renders the Chronological arrangement of them exceedingly difficult ; 
nor will it be possible for us, in any degree, to see our way through the obscu- 
rity of this subject, without a close investigation of the names and succession 
of the Hiberno-Danish princes, for which purpose aTable, carefully compiled 
from the most authentic materials, which the scanty and, in many instances, 
contradictory annals of these times afford, is here presented to the reader*

THE ACCOUNTS OF THE DANISH PRINCES OF LIMERICK ARE STILL MORE SCANTY 

AND UNCERTAIN ; THE FIRST KING IT APPEARS WAS

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Having, thus, exhibited the names of the Hiberno-Danish Princes and the 
dates of their reigns, as far as their annals have enabled us to ascertain them ; 
we shall, now proceed to compare them with such of their coins as are still 
extant, beginning with those of Dublin ; the Danish princes of that city being 
generally considered as the supreme heads of all the Danes of Ireland, and 
their coins far more numerous than those of either Waterford or Limerick. 

An examination of the rude and imperfect legends on the Danish coins 
will enable us, without much difficulty, to trace the names ot Anlaf, Sihtric, 
Ifars, and Regnald ; but there being several princes of each of these names, 
not only in Dublin, but even Waterford and Limerick, it becomes a matter 
of extreme difficulty to appropriate them, nor can we be certain of assign- 
ing more than three or four of them to their proper princes ; many others, 
however, may I think be classed with a reasonable probability of being right. 

The first Danish prince of Dublin was Anlaf I.; but as I have met with no 
coins which appear likely to belong to him, I shall proceed to notice certain 
coins which I am strongly inclined to think belong to his brother Ifars or 
Imar I., who was, at first; king of Limerick, but, at the death of his brother 
Anlaf, in 870, king of the Danes of all Ireland. It is, also, supposed that this 
prince is the same who was chief of the Danes in England at that time. 

The coins bearing the name of IFARZ or IHFRZ, published by Simon 
No. 34, Duane No. 24, and the Editor to Simon, No. 8, have been gene- 
rally assigned to this prince, but their extreme resemblance to the coins of 
Sihtric III., who began to reign in 989, render it nearly certain that they do 
not belong to him, but to Ifars II., who expelled Sihtric from Dublin in 993, 
and was himself expelled by Sihtric in the following year. 

The coins, however, which appear to me likely to have been struck by the 
first Ifars, have not been hitherto published, and were probably not known 
to either Simon or Snelling, as neither of these writers have published any 
like them, but they have, for the last twenty years at least, been very common 
in Ireland, and are now given in Plate, Nos. 1, 2 of this work. They bear a 
full face with forked beard, and a legend scarcely intelligible. On a close 
examination of them, however, they would seem to bear on each side of the 
head ; the characters IMF or IMC turned towards the head ; the remain- 
der of the legend bears the letters NND, also repeated ; the latter part 
occurs on many Hiberno-Danish coins, and is supposed to stand for Norman- 
norum Dyflin, or Normanorum Dominus ; the characters IMF would seem 
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to stand for IMAR or IMFAR, or if the word be read IMC for IMAR. 

CVN VNC, but I confess I would, on this evidence, have hardly ventured to 
assign these coins to Imar, had I not discovered, on a numerous class of the 
Anglo-Saxon Skeattas, a similar legend and a similar type, which renders it 
highly probable that both classes bear the name of the same king, who is 
mentioned in the annals of Ulster, to have been king of all the Normans of 
Ireland and Britain, and whom both the English and Irish annals make 
so frequent mention of. 

The connexion between these coins will appear by a comparison of the 
Irish coins 1 have attribnted to Imar with certain Anglo-Saxon Skeattas, 
which, for the more complete illustration of these coins, I have thought neces- 
sary to give at the end of the plates of this work. 

On these Skeattas, the characters N/IF . NC . IMC . or IM. will be found 
on Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5. On No. 5 is found the figure of an animal, which con- 
nects these five numbers with Nos. 6, 7, 8, 9, which bear, on the obverse, a full 
faced head with forked beard ; whilst No. 10 exhibits on one side, the two 
figures with crosses found on No. 8, 9, and on the other, the animal found on 
Nos. 5, 6, 7. , 

Thus an evident connexion appears between' these ten Skeattas, whilst their 
connexion with the two Irish coins in question, is equally apparent from the 
characters IMF and IMC found on the Skeattas, Nos* 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 
the full face with forked beard, found on Nos. 6, 7, 8, 9 ; and the resemblance 
between these Irish and Anglo-Saxon coins, both as to type and legend, and 
the fact that the same Imar to whom the name seems to apply, was king of 
the Northmen of both Britain and Ireland, will I think be considered as, at 
least, strong evidence in support of the appropriation of these coins to Imar 
or Ifars I. 

It may be objected that these Irish coins were the work of ignorant artists, 
and copied from the Anglo-Saxon, without any reference to the prince to 
whom they belonged, in the same manner as the Irish coins, bearing the 
names of Ethelred and Cnut, and those of Sihtric and others, which bear the 
names of English mints and moneyers. 

The fact is possible, and I should even admit the probability of it, if these 
Irish coins were copied from a single Anglo-Saxon one, or from two or more 
coins struck at different periods; but when we consider that they bear 
types and legends copied from those of different coins of a numerous class, all 
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evidently struck about same time , r and that period about, or at all events not 
far removed from, the tin^e of Imar, and that he was king of the Danes oi 
both Britain and Ireland ; an argument which does not apply either to Ethel- 
red or Cnut ; I think it will be admitted that there is strong grounds for the 
appropriation I have ventured to make ; and as there is still stronger reason 
for supposing these Irish and Anglo-Saxon coins to be at least contemporary, 
and as the Anglo-Saxon were probably not later than the time of Alfred or 
Edward the Elder, we must, in any case, place them at the head of the Hiberno- 
Danish series ; no others that I have met with appearing as old as these, and 
very few older than the time of Ethelred. 



From Imar who died in 872 to Anlaf I V., who began to reign in 962, no coins 
appear which can be classed with any degree of certainty, although it is more 
than probable, several of the rude coins we have, were struck by the Danish 
princes of Dublin, who reigned during that interval. 



AtfLAF IV. 962. 

There is one coin in the cabinet of the Dean of St. Patrick's, which I think 
was struck by this prince. It is of the same type as those of the common Irish 
type of Sihtric III. and Ethelred ; the legend which is rude, and appears 
blundered, is OELDrOC. PIX. CILFI. and seems intended for OLAF. 
REX- DIFLI; the king's name seems repeated on the reverse, in a still 
more intelligible manner, being OILDLOFI: FH •• It weighs twenty eight 
grains, as some of the coins of Ethelred and Sihtric very nearly do. 

There is, indeed, a possibility of its being struck by Anlaf. V. 1029, but 
from its type and weight, I have little doubt but that it belongs to Anlaf IV. 



SIHTRIC III. 989. 



The coins of this prince are more numerous, and better executed than those 
of any other Danish king of Ireland ; on some the legends are rude, but on 
others nearly as perfect as on some of the Anglo-Saxon coins of the same 
period. They present only four different types. 
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The 1st. and most common, bears, on the obverse, the king's head with Irish 
helmet ; reverse a long double cross, generally with a pellet in each angle ; 
some of this type bear legends, rude and sometimes almost unintelligible, 
whilst others have them perfect. The prince's name, and title as king of Dub- 
lin, are found on the obverse ; the reverse bears the moneyer's name and place 
of mintage, generally DYFLI ; but on some we find LVNI . RINI • EGMI . 
IERN ; and, probably, the names of some other places not intelligible to us. 
The well executed coins of this type usually weigh from twenty-one to twenty- 
three grains ; the ruder ones only from ten to eighteen ; a few of this latter 
description bear, in two angles of the cross, and sometimes only in one, a rude 
figure supposed by some to be a hand, but this figure, although very common 
on Hiberno- Danish coins,- is very seldom found on the coins of Sihtric. 

The 2d type of this king, has his head bare, with a sceptre ; and on the 
reverse, a short double cross with the letters CRVX in the angles. The 
coins are neatly executed, but the legends in general rude ; the most perfect 
bearing the legend ZITIR . DIFLMEORVM., the last word being contract- 
ed as we find on English coins of Ethelred. 

On the reverse we find the following names of moneyers. 

Fastol — Eolf — Ciolf— Alfste — Pulfger — and Mugener ; besides which four 
remarkable reverses occur of this type, viz. : 

ARTHOR. EFRPEEC 
ZIGERIC. MO. PECED 
REVDNE . MO REDILO . 

and another which bears on the obverse, in a rude and blundered manner, 

REDCEOCN . REDILOEC. 
And on the reverse, RECDINE CO REDEIEIO . 

The last two legends I think were intended for the same as the one before 
them, and all three for Revdne, Moneyer of king Ethelred. 

The 3rd type of this prince bears the king's head with a perfect helmet ; 
reverse a long double cross with a hand in one quarter. Of this type I have 
never seen a specimen, and the only one published is, I believe, that given in 
Ledwich, No. 7. There is a possibility that this coin may belong to Sih- 
tric IV. 

The 4th type bears the king's head with a sort of cap reverse, a small cross 
like that on the coin of Edward the Martyr and some of those of Ethelred* 
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This type is also extremely rare, specimens are published in Simon, No. 26, 
and Ledwich, Nos. 11, and 12. 



IFARS II. 993. 

I have before observed that the coins formerly assigned to Ifars I., bear such 
a strong resemblance to those of Sihtric III., as to render it nearly certain 
that they ought to be assigned to Ifars II. These coins, which are extremely 
rare, present two varieties, the first is published in Simon, No. 34, and Duane's, 
plate No. 24, and bears the rude figure supposed to be a hand in two quarters 
of the cross ; the legends on both sides are rude ; that of the obverse gives the 
king's name and title ; that of the reverse, the moneyer's name, and the place of 
mintage, which seems LNI . probably for LVNI . A rude specimen of this 
class, different from those published in Simon, will be found in Plate 1, No. 
16 of this work. 

The 2nd variety is that published in the Editor to Simon's additional Plate 
No. 8, the original of which is now in my own collection and is probably 
unique, as I have never' seen or heard of another ; the type is the same as that 
of the former, except that it wants the hand in the two quarters of the cross, 
and has a pellet in each quarter ; the legend on the obverse is better executed 
than that on the former, but the reverse has rude strokes in place of the 
legend, and, as Simon's Editor has justly observed, is an example shewing 
that many of the Danish moneyer's who used strokes round their coins, were 
not ignorant of letters. 



ANLAF V. 1029. 

No coins can, with any degree of certainty, be assigned to this prince ; I am 
inclined, however, to think that the two coins, Plate 1, Nos. 17, 18, belong 
to him. These on account of the rarity of the work, I have taken the liberty of 
copying from the Plates of Danish coins in the cabinet of the king of Den- 
mark, Plate XI., Nos. 262, 263. A rude attempt at the words ONLAF 
and DIFNLIN evidently appears on both coins, and they seem to have 
been struck about the time of Cnut; of whose reverses they present an 
imitation.

The only coin I have been able to discover, which seems to belong to this 
prince, is that published by Simon, No. 27, which exactly resembles in type, 
the coins of Cnut, Ruding, Plate 23, No. 7, &c. ; the obverse bears the king's 
head, crowned in a tressure of four leaves ZIHTRERE+ DYFLMO. Rev. 
a long double cross, in a tressure of four leaves +ZTELEN r MON . OND . 
there is indeed a possibility, that this coin was struck by Sihlric III., the 
latter part of whose reign was contemporary with a great part of that of 
Cnut, but it differs so much from all the other coins of Sihtric III., that I 
am far more inclined to assign it to Sihtric IV. 



ANLAF VI, 1041. 

Two coins Plate 1, Nos. 19, 20., both in my own collection, seem to bear 
strong evidence of having been struck by this prince. The type of No. 20, 
is exactly that of Svend Estrithson, king of Denmark, who began to reign in 
1047. The reverse of No. 19, is also similar ; the obverse exhibits the Tri- 
quetre ; the types, therefore, evidently mark the middle of the 1 1 th century, 
as the period of their mintage ; the legends are composed of those Runes, so 
common on the Danish coins minted in Ireland, and which consisted of a 
mixture of letters and strokes ; the latter supplying the place of asterisks, 
and denoting the place of a letter. On* No. 19, we find the following legend, 
III|-. Illh -fCIim, which seems intended for OLAF OLAF . CVNVNC ; 
and if so, I think it probable these two coins belong to Anlaf VI. 

As, however, many of my readers may probably be of opinion, that this 
interpretation is rather a far fetched one ; I shall take the opportunity in 
this place, of laying before them, some examples of other Irish coins, which 
exhibit the, same kind of Runic inscription, 

IIRIICIIDN, which seemsintended for ZIHTRIC .N.D.N . COIIIIIx . 
DIF., probably COVNVNL x DIF. ; the word Cununc being on Irish coins, 
generally spelt in this manner. 

The former part of the legend intended for the king's 
name, the latter for 

DIF.C, or D.N. C.

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Another coin, also in my own collection, seems to exhibit some evidence 
of belonging to this prince, from the letters DIF on one side, there, is I 
think, no doubt of its belonging to Dublin ; and the letters OL in the angles 
of the cross, seem intended for OLAF, the usual mode in which we find this 
name spelt, to which evidence may be added, its strong resemblance to No. 
25, which probably belongs to Ifars III., the successor of this prince, it 
will be found in No. 21, of the plates of this work. 

The last coin I shall notice, as likely to belong to this prince, is, that given 
by Ledwich, in his plate of coins, No. 14, and assigned by him to Sihtric ; 
but the legend if correctly given, seems rather intended for OLAF RIDh 
its type is evidently copied from a coin of Harold I. 



IFARS III., ABOUT 1050. 

Amongst the Danish coins, lately discovered in the County Wexford,* I 
was so fortunate as to procure one, which I have no hesitation in assigning to 
this prince ; the obverse bears a head, with radiated crown, exactly the same 
as that on the coins of the Confessor. Ruding, Plate 25, Nos. 33 and 34, 
and the legend RIFADI-NClFM+DI, which seems intended for R .IFARZ 
N DIFMX DI, that is King Ifars of the Northmen of Dublin ; MX. being 
the contraction of the Genitive Plural, as we find on the coins of Ethelred 
and Sihtric ; and DI, a repetition of the word very common on Hiberno- 
Danish coins. The reverse as to type, is exactly the same as those of Ruding, 
Plate 25, Nos. 21, 24 of the Confessor, whilst the legend is FREDNE 
ON EOFER. 

This coin, therefore, evidently in all but the legend of the obverse, appears 
to be closely copied from the coins of the Confessor, and supports in the 
strongest manner , the opinion of a friend, a brother numismatist, that the Irish 
coins hitherto assigned to Ethelred and Cnut, were but copies of the English. 
At first sight my coin, seems a penny of the Confessor, but its legend, its 
weight, eleven grains, and the circumstance that this Ifars was contemporary 
with the Confessor, leave I think no doubt of its appropriation.

* Of this hoard which consisted principally of Anglo-Saxon coins, some account will be found at the 

end of thk work. 
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Three other coins appear amongst those of the king of Denmark's cabinet, 
which I think belong to this prince, viz., plate, 11., Nos. 280, 81, 89, all which 
I have taken the liberty of copying, and which form plate 1, Nos. 23, 24, and 
plate 2, No. 25, of this work. 

Nos. 280 and 281, seem to bear a legend intended for IF . CVNVNE and 
IF . ND . EVNVNE . EOVNE, the title on the latter being repeated ; and 
No. 289, IhRN . N . DIF on the obverse ; and N . N . EVNVNE on the 
reverse. 

These three coins seem to have been minted about the middle of the 1 ltb 
century, and although their appropriation to Ifars may not be perfectly satis* 
factory ; there seems to be a high degree of probability that they belong to 
that prince. 

ECMARGACH, 1054. 

The hoard discovered in the county Wexford, has furnished us with another 
coin, which I have little doubt will be assigned to Ecmargach who succeeded 
Ifars III., and reigned over the Danes of Dublin from 1054 to 1064. The 
coin, plate 2, No. 26, is remarkably small, the weight 10£ grains, and the 
type both of obverse and reverse, is exactly that of the Confessor, Ruding, 
Nos. 36, 37 ; and the legend of the reverse is also, evidently copied from a coin 
either of the Confessor or Hardicnut,. as- No. 2 of the latter prince, exhibits 
the same moneyer and mint, that of Hardicnut'* being GODRIE ON GLE- 
PECE, whilst the Irish coin bears CODRE E ON CLEPIITL 

The legend on the obverse, however, is EEI — P 1+ 1 DFL, intended 
probably for EEM — REHE* IDFI, the horizontal stroke, as in the word 
Monetarius, being used as a contraction ; the minuteness of the coin not admit- 
ting the king's name at full length, and the appropriation of this coin to 
Ecmargach, and that before noticed ; as found in the same hoard to Ifars III., 
is greatly strengthened by the circumstance, that Echmargach was the suc- 
cessor of Ifars III., and both princes contempory with the Confessor. 



REGNALD III., 1125. 



That the coins bearing the name of Renden or Nenden, belong to one of 
the Regnald's, is, I believe unquestionable ; but to which of the Hiberno- 
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Danish princes of that name they are to be assigned, is perhaps the most 
perplexing question that could be asked, relative to the ancient coins of 
Ireland. 

By referring to the Table of the Riberno-Danish princes, we find three of 
Dublin, and two of Waterford of that name ; to every one of whom, there is 
a possibility of some of them belonging ; as, however, all these coins seem to 
have been struck by the same prince, and someof them appear to bear letters 
intended to express the name of Dublin, we may, I think, consider them as 
struck by one of the three Dublin princes. 

The first of these began to reign in 919, but as his reign was very short, 
he being killed in the following year, it is not probable these coins belong to 
him, particularly as some of them bear the letters ON, instead of MO., and 
other marks of a much later mintage. The next of the Dublin Regnald's, 
was the son of Anlaf IV., called by Comerford Randal, king of the Danes, 
and killed in the great battle at Tara, in 980 ; and it is probable, from his 
being stiled king, that he was associated in the kingdom with his father Anlaf, 
who must at that time have been very old, as from the annals of Ulster, we 
learn that his father Sihtric II., died of old age in 926. 

The same evidence of a late mintage, however, which prevents us from 
appropriating them to Regnald I., will apply, although not so strongly to 
Regnald II. ; the word ON being seldom, although sometimes used on coins 
of Ethelred II., and these coins, appearing from various other marks, not to 
have been minted so early ; as, however, they seem to bear some resemblance 
to those of Ifars II., 993, I should without hesitation, have assigned them 
to the prince just mentioned, but for tJie discovery of a coin, which seems to 
bear the name of Oicter, and to have been struck dbout the same period as 
the coins of Regnald. 

This coin reads OIETNL, the N. as in Nenden, and a great number of the 
Irish ooins being used as R., and often also, in place of other letters ; and if 
correctly appropriated, would leave but little doubt that these coins belong to 
RegnaldHL, who reigned from 1125 to 1 147, whilst Oicter reigned from 1 147 
to 1149; and although the type, (the common Irish one 4 ) has generally been 
considered, as having been jnost commonly used about the time of Ethelred, 
it may be frequently found on coins bearing symbols, which occur on the 
Anglo-Norman, and some of them evidently later than the time of Regnald 
III. and Oicter. 
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Three coins, Plate 2, Nos. 28, 29, 30 : two of which seem to read Rl DN LHD, 
and the third, NNNNLHD ; and appear to have been minted about the 
same time as those just noticed, may also I think, be assigned to the same 
Regnald ; and a comparison of the Hand, found on the obverses of two of 
them, with that on Plate 2, Nos. 31, 32, perhaps belonging to the same prince, 
the reverses of which seem copied from coins of Henry I. and Stephen, will 
add materially to the evidence adduced, in support of the appropriation of 
these coins to Regnald III. 



OICTER, 1147. 

coin, Plate 2, No. 33, has been just alluded to, and if the coins I have 
assigned to Regnald III. be considered as correctly appropriated, it will go 
far in warranting us in assigning this coin to Oictej^ indeed the support which 
these coins seem to derive from each other, must be considered as the strong- 
est reason for appropriating them as I have done. 



ASKEL, 1159. 

The next and last coin, which can with any degree of probability, be assign- 
ed to the Danish Princes of Dublin, is that given in Plate 1, No. 34, of this 
work, on which the letters, A NEIL . EOV . reversed and retrograde, appear 
legible, this legend seems intended for AZCIL . EOVNVNE and if so, must 
belong to Ascil or Askel M'Torquil, who began to reign in 1159. — This coin, 
which is very neatly executed, is remarkable for bearing on the King's neck, 
and also on the reverse, the articles formerly supposed to be fibulae, but which 
Sir W. Betham, has clearly proved to 4>e but varieties of the Ring Money, 
and it may be here necessary to remark, that the one exhibited on the King's 
neck, does not appear intended as an ornament, but merely as a symboL 



Having thus noticed such of the Danish coins, as can with any probability 
be assigned to the Dublin Princes, the next coins to be considered, are those 
of Waterford. 

It is very likely that many of the coins we have, were struck by the Water- 
ford Princes, including some of those bearing the names of Sihtrk and Ifars ; 
although we have no means of distinguishing them from those of the Dublin 
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Princes, I cannot, however, discover any which seem to belong to them, except 
two coins, published in the King of Denmark's Plates. (Plate 11. Nos. 290, 
293, and which form Nos. 35, 36, of this work,) the latter of which seems to 
bear a name intended for REIGVALD and I am inclined to assign these 
coins to Regnald II., of Water ford, 1023, 1036, in preference to the Dublin 
Princes Regnald I., 9 J 4, Regnald II., 980, and Regnald III., 1125, from their 
resemblance to the coins of the middle of the 1 1th century. 



The coins of the Limerick princes, now remain to be noticed, and on this 
subject, we cannot, I believe, say much more, than on that relating to Water- 
ford, the circumstance, however, of great numbers of Danish coins, of a par- 
ticular type and legend, being found in and about Limerick, seems to be 
strong evidence, that much money was coined there by the Danes. 

Many of these bear no legends capable of appropriating them to any 
particular king or kingdom, but there are two particular types, which demand 
our attention in this place, the first, is that I have already noticed, and assign- 
ed reasons for supposing it to belong to Imar or Ifars L — This prince was 
king of the Danes of Limerick, from 853 to 870, and king of the Danes of 
all Ireland, from 870 to 872, it is therefore more probable, that the coins I 
have assigned to him, and which are very numerous, should have been struck 
by him, when king of Limerick, and this conjecture receives much support, 
from the circumstance, that most of these coins are found in, and in the 
neighbourhood of Limerick. 

The other type, which' I shall adduce, as likely to belong to" Limerick, is 
that given in Plate 2, Nos. 37, 38, 39, 40, of this work, upwards of 100, of 
which were found near Limerick, about 3 or 4 yeare since. 

T}ie following legends occur on the obverses of .them IN fclEN ONFINDW 
— NIFIEN ONFINDhW-NIFIDN, &c. NIFIRN, &c. 

These legends presenting a remarkable degree of uniformity, and occurring 
on such a number of coins, which from the different marks, such as crosses, 
pellets, &c. must have come from different dies, render it nearly certain, that 
they must have been intended to express the name and title of the prince. 
I am therefore, strongly inclined to think, the word INFIEN, &c, which on 
one coin reads NIFIRN was intended to express the word Ihfirs, the letters 
ONFIN of the Finns> the name by which the Norwegians were called, and 
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the word D W Dominus. I at first supposed the last word to be intended to 
denote Dublin, but the character Ml which occurs also on Plate 1, Nos. 1, 2, 
seems more likely to have been intended for M . 

As an additional support of this reading, I shall adduce the legend of a 
coin, of one of the Swedish Anlafs, (Brenner, Plate 1, No, 7,) which reads 
OLEAF ON ZIDEI. the head, on which coin is almost exactly the same as 
that of the coins I have here assigned to Ifars, and the F turned upside down 
in the same manner. 

Assuming then, that to be the name expressed on these coins, I think they 
were probably struck by Ifars II., of Limerick, who is said to have died in 940, 
and it may be remarked, that the coins have every appearance of having 
been struck about the middle of the 10th century. 

Several other coins of similar type, and similar marks, but with legends, 
which seem to defy interpretation, have been also found, in and near Lime- 
rick, such as Nos. 41, 42, 44, the most ancient of which have the head to 
the right ; these were probably struck, between the reigns of the two Lime* 
rick Ifars. 

It may also be remarked, that little mention is made of the Danish princes 
of Limerick, after the middle of the 10th century. 
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Having thus noticed such of the Hibernd-Danish coins, as can with any 
degree of probability be appropriated to particular princes, I shall conclude 
this part of the Irish coinage, by offering a few remarks on such of the an- 
cient Irish coins, as will not admit of being thus appropriated. 

Of these, two deserve particular notice, as well from the neatness of their 
workmanship as their presenting regular legends. 

The 1st., bears the usual Irish head and legend, DYMN . ROEX . 
MNEDHI. , Simon, No. 30, Duane 3, &c. ; the last mentioned, that of 
Duane, from bearing the same moneyer's name, and an exact resemblance of 
Ethelred's coin, No. 29, of Simon, proves that Donald was contemporary with 
Ethelred; who the former was, it is not however, very easy to determine, but it is 
probable it was either Donald, king of Ireland, who reigned from 956, to 980, 
or Donald Claej, king of Leinster, who was defeated in 983, by Melachlin, 

king of Ireland. 
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The other coin, I shall particularly notice, as bearing a regular legend,, is 
No. 15, of Mr. Duane's Plate, to which No. 64, of this work r bears a rude, 
but close resemblance, being apparently minted by the same king, the former 
bears the legend INIDFRD . REX . D . ; and the reverse, from its resem- 
blance to the P&x type of the Norman Williams, shews it to have been struck 
about the latter part of the 11th century, but by what prince,, it is impossible 
to conjecture, as no king, of such a name, is noticed in our annals; 

These are the only Hiberno-Danish or ancient Irish coins I have met with r 
bearing intelligible legends ; the types of a few of the others, however, are 
remarkable, some of them are evidently copied from those of the Anglo- 
Norman princes, but they are still more pude than those earlier struck, and 
present no intelligible legends ; many of them from their extreme rudeness, 
have been placed at the head of the Irish series ; but a comparison of their 
types, with those of the English series, will determine their right place. 

No. 69 of this work,, bears a rude head with a crozier, and seems copied 
from the coin of Henry, Bishop of Winchester, Ruding, Plate 1, No*. 21 ; it 
is, therefore, probable it was an ecclesiastical coin. Others heretofore, con- 
sidered as Irish, will, on examination be found to belong to other countries ; 
amongst these we may notice, No. 12, of Snelling's, " 1st. Ad. Plate tb Simon, 
and No. 4, of the Editors, Ad. PL" 

The discovery of the name Ihdulf, on a coin similar to the former, has 
enabled me to assign that coin, and others of the same type, to the early 
Scottish kings. 

The latter coin,. Editors Plate, No.. 4, belongs to a class of coins, the date 
and place of mintage, of which must, I believe, be considered as uncertain ; 
but a close examination, and comparison, of which with other coins, seem 
to lead to the conclusion, that they are St. Peter's Pennies. 

It will be perceived that all the coins, I have assigned to particular 
princes, belong to the Danes, except that bearing the name of Domnald, 
and I must here observe, that I have seen no others that I could with much 
probability, assign to the na tive princes, except the Bracteate coins, here- 
after noticed, and Nos.. 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, and 2f, of Simon's 1st. Plate, 
none of which have any appearance of being coined before the arrival of 
of the Danes, for although the Beasts, on Nos. 16, and 1 7, would seem to 
assign them to a more early period, the reverse of No. 16, resembles that 
of No. 22, of Duane's, Plate, and that of No. 17, the Crux type* of Ethelred, 
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it is, however likely that many of the Irish princes, coined money, particu- 
larly in the 11 th, 12th, and 13th. centuries, and to them the coins of Nor- 
man type, as well as the Bracteates, are the most likely to belong,* before 
however, proceeding to consider the latter, it will be right for me to take some 
notice of the coins, supposed to have been struck in Ireland, by Ethelred II. 
and Cnut. 



COINS BEARING THE NAMES OF ETHELRED AND CNUT 

Amongst the Irish coins, arc generally classed those bearing the names of 
Ethelred and Cnut, and the place of mintage, Dublin. 

Various conjectures have been offered as to how these coins came to be 
minted in Ireland, no evidence however appears of these kings having 
possessed any part of Ireland, or of their having received any tribute from 
it, a circumstance particularly improbable during the reign of Ethelred. 

The supposition that part of the contributions levied by the Danes, might 
have been sent to. Dublin, and there minted by moneyer's of Ethelred, is 
more probable but has still nothing more than conjecture to support it, whilst 
the probability of this supposition is greatly weakened, by the coins of Cnut 
bearing the name of Dublin, to which the same reasoning could not possibly 
be applied. 

An examination however of the coins of Sihtric, particularly those which 
bear the letters CRV*f- in the angles of the cross seems to supply a more 
plausible conjecture. On some of these coins, we find the moneyer's names, 
Faeremin, Fenemn, and Fastol, the only names which occur on the Dublin 
coins of Ethelred and Cnut, on others the legend REVDNE . MO . REDILO . 
which was probably intended to signify Revdne, moneyer of king Ethelred ; 
on another, Arthor Efrwcec&nd on another Sigeric mo Weccd; these last three 
coins appear to have been minted in Dublin, either by English moneycrs, 
the two latter from York or Watchet, or closely copied from English coins. 

The coin of Ifars III. before noticed, seems strongly to report the same 
conjecture, it being evidently a close copy of an English c-L, of the Confessor. 



* No. G3, copied from a coin in tlie Dean of St. Patrick's cabinet, I ,-uii inclined to consider an Hi- 
berno-Danish coin ; if >o, the coins of a umilar type i i the 12th Plate of the king of Denmark's coins 
must follow the same appropriation ; but I am by no means satisfied that this class arc not coins o^ 
Deumaik. E 
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These coins it may be observed, are inferior in workmanship, and often in 
metal, to the English coins, and those with CRV+ even inferior to those of 
Sihtric of the same type, and the abbreviation of the end of the word Anglo- 
rum, on these coins, and that ot Diflimeorum, on those of Sihtric, are strong 
proofs whether we consider the moneyers to be English or Irish, that both 
were closely copied from the English coins. 



BRACTEATE COINS. 

Previous to the latter part of the year 1 837, few Bracteate coins have been 
found in Ireland ; indeed I was not aware of any except two in the cabinet of 
the Dean of St. Patrick's, which will be found in Plate 4, Nos. 74, 75, of this 
work.* In November, 1837, however, a very large hoard of them was dug 
up near Fermoy, the particulars of which discovery will be found at the end 
of this work. ( By far the greatest part of them are supposed by some to 
have been melted down, whilst others assert that most of them were dispersed 
and broken by the country people, who considered them as of little or no value. 
Those, however, which came into the hands of the Cork Collectors, include 
thirteen varieties of type, but no legend is to be found on any of them ; 
they are, from their thinness, generally in a mutilated state, and when un- 
broken, do not weigh more than from seven to ten grains, they form Nos. 76 
to 88 inclusive, of the Plates of this work.f 

No. 74, presents a short double cross with Fleurs de lis, or heads of scep- 
tres in the angles ; the niargin is surrounded with strokes instead of letters ; 
and it seems copied from a coin of Stephen ; which for the more perfect illus- 
tration of these Bracteate coins, I have with a few other reverses of English 
coins, given in the 8th Plate of this work, of which it forms No. 8. 



* In the Plates of this work, No. 73, has been given as a Bracteate coin ; but although at first sight 
it appears to be one ; on an attentive examination, it will be found to have been minted on both sides, 
the rude head indeed which appears on both sides, has been produced by the same stroke ; but the 
reverse, dfso presents a feint impression of another type.

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No. 75 presents a long single cross, with a small square in the centre, 
and large Fleurs de lis in the angles, and would seem to. be -copied from the 
ornamented type of Harold I. Plate 8, No. 1; or perhaps some later coin. * 

These two cmns are in the cabinet of the Dean of St. Patrick's, the remain* 
ing thirteen were all found near Fermoy . 

No. 76 exhibits a long single cross, having a trefoil or shamrock in each of 
two quarters, and a quatrefoil, perhaps intended fpr a rose in the other two; 
this type seems partly taken from the coin of Henty I, which I have given 
in PL 8, No. 7; 

No. 77, bears in two quarters of a long single . cross, a circle containing a 
cross with a pellet in each angle, in another quarter, four annulets as on the 
coin of Henry L, PI. 8; No. 6, and in the 4th, ah ornament which seems taken 
from the coin of Henry I., PI. 8, No. 5. . 

No. 78, is only a variety of the preceding. 

No. 79, bears along double cross, with a cross fourchy in two quarters, and 
two crescents and a pellet in each of the others; the crosses are perhaps 

taken from the coins of Henry II., PI. 8, No. 10. ^

No.. 80, felso bears a long double cross, with a cross fourchy in one quarter j 
three annulets with tails in another!' a Trefoil in the third; and kind of 
ornamented Trefoil in the 4th.* • " * -

No. 81 . This coin, the only one of those found at Fermoy, which exhibits 
strokes round the margin, resembles the Pax type of ^William II., PL 8, No. 
3 ; — something like the letter C appeard on it. 

No. 82, bears a long double cross, with a kind of sceptre in two angles, an 
annulet in another, and something indistinct in the 4th ; &nd seems partly 
copied from the coin of Robert, Earl of Gloucester, which I have given in 
Pl f 8, No. 9. 

Nos. 83, 84, differ from the last, in having the cross single, and the sceptres 
or. heads of sceptres in the four angles, having their heads inclined to the 
centre of the cross, and seem copied from the N coins of Henry I., and Ste.-. 
phen, giveji in PI. '8, Nos. 5 and 8. 

No. 85, bears a short single cross, with four annulets in the angles, all within 
a tressure.offour leaves, and seems copied from the coins of William II., 
and Henry. I., PL 8, Nos. 2, 6. 

* No. 86 — This coin bears a single cross and annulets, within a kind of 

• • 

ornamented square, and seems copied from the coin of Henry I., PL 8, No. 4. 
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No. 87 — This coin, of which scarcely one half remains, exhibits only two 
quarters of a single cross, the one containing a heart, and the other a triangle ; 
which last ornament would seem taken from the coins of John, or perhaps 
his successors, Henry III., or Edward I. 

No. 88 — This piece of a coin seems not to have borne any cross, and I have 
met with nothing like it, except on coins of Offa, and Coenwulf. 

A comparison of these types, with those of the English coins, to which I have 
drawn the attention of the reader, will lead us to conclude, that they have 
been in general copied from English coins, commencing with William I. or II., 
and ending with John, or perhaps Henry III., and to assign as the probable 
period of their mintage, the early part of the thirteenth century ; and as the 
Danes had then no power over, or intercourse witli Ireland, it is not likely 
they were struck by that people, and still less by the English who had then a 
very different coinage of their own, and never appear to have struck Bracteate 
coins in their own country ; and we may therefore, conclude, that they are ge- 
nuine and unquestionable specimens of the coins of the native Irish princes,and 
although a very poor description of coin, highly interesting, as forming a 
distinct and hitherto unknown class, in the annals of the coinage of Ireland. 



The coins struck by the English in Ireland, are now to be considered ; 
and of these, the first which present themselves are those of John, struck 
before his accession to the throne. 

These coins, of which halfpence and farthings only have been discovered, 
must have been struck between 1177, when John was first appointed Lord of 
Ireland, and 1189, or possibly 1199, as John continued Lord of Ireland 
during the reign of Richard I., and may have coined money as such dimng 
that reign, as well as that of his father. 

The halfpence which bear a full face reverse, fpur annulet3 ia the quarters 
of a short double cross, present the following Mints and Moneyers : —

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The original weight of these halfpence, was eleven and a half grains. 
No specimens of the farthings of this coinage, were known until 1806, when 
several were discovered along with some of the halfpence just noticeed, which 
circumstance, and that of their bearing the same names of money ers, leave no 
doubt of their right appropriation, their weight agrees with that of the half- 
pence, but their type exhibits a considerable difference, as they bear on the 
obverse, a large lozenge, and on reverse a large cross, extending nearly to 
the edge, and bearing in the angles, the letters forming the moneyer's name, 
and 4 small pellets. 

The moneyer's names found on them are —

The four first of which were probably minted in Dublin, and the last at 
Waterford. 

They weigh from five and the one fourth, to five and a half grains. 

After the accession of John to the crown, not only the legend but the types 
of his Irish money were changed, his coins now bearing his head crowned, in 
a triangle, with the name and title IOHANNES REX outside. Reverse a 
similar triangle with the name of the moneyer and place of mintage ou^ide, 
and within the triangle, on the pennies, a crescent and blazing star, with small 
stars in the angles ; on the half-pence, a cross and crescent, with stars in the 
angles, and on the farthings a blazing star only. 

The first notice we have of this prince's coinage in Ireland, occurs in his 
11th year, (1210,) when John de Grey, Bishop of Norwich, Lord Justice of 
Ireland, caused pennies, half-pence, and farthings, to be struck of the same 
standard as the English, which gives twenty-two and a half grains to the penny.

* The farthing published by Simon, plate 2, No. 46, is totally different and probably blundered. 
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The triangle on these coins, and those of Henry III. and the three first 
Edwards, has been the subject of much conjecture, several of our earliest 
writers have taken it for. a Harp, but this interpretation is now generally re- 
jected, although Numismatists have not agreed in adopting any other sup- 
position in its pi ace , ~* 

In the Gentleman's Magazine for March 1828,1 hazarded a conjecture 
that it might have been borrowed from the canopy of the conqueror's coins 
the triangle being considered as the top of the canopy, and that on the coins 
of the Edwards, the triangle was reversed by the moneyer's not regarding the 
original intent of it. ^*r 

In the same Magazine for August 1836, however, I perceive an article on 
the same subject, by another writer, and as 1 have little doubt Uut his inter- 
pretation is the true pne, I retract my own, happy at the discovery of evi- 
dence, which has thrown so much light on the subject, . 

The very able and ingenious writer of this article, supposes it to be an em- 
blem of the Trinity, and has adduced the evidence of the ancient Armd of 
the Trinity Priory, Ipswich, published in Hone's Mysteries, page 86, and 
also that of the Masonic emblems, this conjecture applies equally to the coins 
of John, Henry III., and the three first Edwards, and I believe it will be . 
admitted to be the true one, or at least- by far the most .plausible that has 
been yet advanced. 

A small coin bearing on one side a short double cross, and the word CRVX , 
and on the other, a short single one and the^word PATRICII, and weighing 
six grains, was found a few years since at Arklow, County Wicklow, together 
with two Triangle Farthings of John ; it is in the cabinet of the Dean of St. 
Patrick's, and is engraved in Plate 4, No. 94, of this work. 

From the obverse of this coin resembling the reverse of the round facs 
Half-penny of John, the Dean considers it to have been minted by that 
prince, and with this opinion I perfectly agree. . .

Simon* says that this prince struck money in Ireland in 1217, but as 
Ruding lias justly observed, no authority is referred to, neither can any such

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be found, nor do any of his coins, hitherto discovered, bear the appearance of 
haying been struck before his thirty second year, when the long cross was 
first used on English money. 

The coins of this prince struck in Ireland are exactly similar, as to their 
obverse, to those struck during the last reign, but the reverse bears a long 
double cross with pellets exactly the same as his second English coinage • 

The legend on the obverse is HENRICVS REX . Ill . except on one 
very rude penny in the collection of the late Mr. Leybourn, found at Bantry, 
which reads HENRIC . REX . D . the reverse bears the name of the money- 
er and place of mintage. 

The pennies exhibit the following varieties, but no mint except that of 
Dublin has been hitherto found.

The last named occurs on the late Mr. Leybourn's very curious coin which 
I have given in plate 4. No. 96, of this work. 

The half-penny of this king, given in Simon, is exactly similar to the penny, 
reverse RICARD . ON . DIVE, but must be extremely rare, as I have never 
seen one, nor am I aware of any collection in which it is to be found. The 
pennies were rather scarce, until the discovery of the Bantry hoard, which 
contained at least one hundred of them 

The weight of the best preserved of these coins is from 22 to 22£ grains. 



A rudely executed coin found a few years since in Ireland, and which was 
probably minted there about the latter part of the reign of Henry III. or 
more probably the early part of that of Edward I. is given in the 4th plate 
of this work, No. 95. 

The obverse seems a rude copy of John's penny. The reverse, as to type, 
is copied from one of Henry III. whilst the letters OPP . \rould seem to 
mark the period of its mintage, about the time of Edward I. in whose reign 
the name of the town, was substituted for that of the moneyer ; it was pro- 
bably the work of some forger of that period, but may possibly have been 
struck by some of the petty princes of Ireland. 
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EDWARD I. * 

The first account we have of a coinage of Irish Money in this prince's reign, 
relates to a new kind of money, ordered to be struck there under the govern- 
ment of Stephen de Fulborn, Bishop of Waterford, Lord deputy, in 1279. 

* Ware must however have been mistaken in supposing that groats formed a 
part of that mintage, as no such coins were then struck even in England- To 
this coinage I am inclined to refer a very curious penny, found at Youghal 
1 n 1830, together with a very large hoard of English and Irish coins of 
Edward I.| and now in the cabinet of the Dean of St. Patrick's, who has 
two others nearly similar. It exactly resembles the English penny of this 
reign, but is of ruder work, and bears the king's head without the iriaugle, 
and the legend EDW . R . ANGL . DNS . HIB . reverse the usual cross and 
pellets, CI VITAS. DVBLlN.Thetwoothers of similar typehaveDVBLINIE 
J 300. In this year the base money called Crockards and Pollards, were de- 
cried by the king's proclamation, and about the same timej four new furnaces 
were erected in the Dublin mint. 

That a large quantity of money must have been struck in Ireland by 
Edward I. and III. is evident from the proclamations and Orders issued by 
the king and council, particularly in 1279, 1300, and 1304, during the reign of 
Edward I. and 1336, and 1339, in that of Edward III. 

No mode however of distinguishing these coins has been hitherto approved 
of, the criterion adopted by Simon, that of the one, two, or three dots un- 
der the head, has been justly rejected, as coins have been found with four and 
also with no dots, 

The only other points of difference which these coins present, are thei r 
weights, and the form of the letter N and an attentive examination of the 
weights of a great number of them having satisfied me that those with the En- 
glish N, are almost always two or three grains lighter than those with theRoman 
N I am rather inclined to assign the former to Edward III. and the latter 
to Edward I. or II. the dots being perhaps mint marks to distinguish the coins 
struck by each moneyer, who was of course accountable for their just weight. 

It may be proper here to notice the large hoard of coins dug up near 
Youghal in 1830, a description of which furnished by a learned friend, was 
published in the Gentleman's Magazine for November, 1835.

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This hoard which contained a large quantity of probably several hundreds 
of the coins I am now noticing, may be thought by many to furnish argument 
against the position, I have just laid down, for amongst the immense 
number of the English pennies of the Edwards, contained in it, probably 
amounting to seven hundred, I believe it did not contain a single coin given 
by numismatists to Edward III., whilst it contained several of the Irish 
pennies bearing the English n, although the number of those with the 
Roman N was far greater ; the hoard, however, contained a great number of 
the English pennies, of different mints, bearing the word EDWARD at full 
length which although now generally given to Edward II., I am rather 
more inclined to consider, as the first coinage of Edward III ; and if this 
appropriation should be admitted, we may also suppose the hoard to contain 
several Irish coins of Edward III. 

At all events it contained eveiy variety of the Irish coins of Edward I., 
II., and III., hitherto discovered, together with several not before known, 
and unless the coins of Edward III, are totally undistihguishable from those 
of Edward I. and II. I know of no other criterion, but that I have 
mentioned. /

Rejecting the criterion of the dots under the head, no coins occur which 
can with any degree of probability be assigned to this prince, nor have I been 
able to find any record relating to an Irish coinage in this reign ; it is, however, 
very probable some of the coins we have, may have been struck in it.

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EDWARD III. 

1336.— la the 9th year of this prince, a proclamation was issued for the 
coinage of pennies, halfpence, and farthings in Ireland.* 

These pennies, were it appears, to weigh only twenty one grains ; if so the 
weight of the penny was lowered in Ireland eight years before it was ia 
England. 

1339. — In this year, a writ directed " Rex custodi Hiberniae," was issued 
against the Black money, called Turneys, but allowing it to pass current 
until other money should be provided for Ireland.f 

In the same year, it was ordered that puncheons for pennies, halfpence and 1 
farthings, (twenty four altogether,) should be transmitted to Ireland 4 

From these writs and proclamations, we may I think conclude that money 
was coined in Ireland in this reign ; but we have no mode of distinguishing it, 
except that I have before alluded to. 

The coin given by Simon, PL 2, No. 55, and which he seems to think 
either a half groat or three halfpenny piece of Edward III., I should rather 
consider as a trial piece.. 



RICHARD II. 

No Irish coins of this prince have been discovered. The Act 15, Edward 
IV., which Simon seems to think referred to a coinage in Ireland in this 
reign, does not as Ruding§ justly observes, afford any foundation for this 
opinion. 



HENRY IV. 



The non-existence of either Irish coins of this reign, or any record relative 
to them, renders it very questionable, whether any such were ever struck. 



HENRY V. 



The same observation will in my opinion, apply to the coins of this prince, 
as however, Simon and several other distinguished numismatists have assigned

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Irish coins to this reign ; it will be "necessary for me to state at some length 
the reasons which have induced me to give them a different appropriation. 

It must in the first place be observed, that no records have hitherto been 
discovered, which direct, or even refer to, an Irish coinage from the reign of 
Edward III., until the 38th, Henry VI , 1459—60. 

In this year, at a Parliament held at Drogheda, a coinage was ordered to be 
made for Ireland. 

This record* states, "That a proper coyne separate from the coyne of 
England, was with more convenience agreed to be had in Ireland under two 
forms ; the one of the weight of half quarter of an ounce Troy weight, on 
which shall be imprinted on one side a crown, called an Irlandes d'Argent, 
to pass for the value of one penny sterling ; the other of VII. ob. of 
Troy weight, having imprinted on one part of it a crown, and on the other 
part a cross called a Patrick, of which eight shall pass for one denier. That 
a gross be made of the weight of three deniers sterling, and to pass for four 
deniers sterling, which. shall have imprinted on it, on one side a crown, and 
on the other side a cross like the coins of Calais, bearing about the cross in 
writing the name of the place, where the coin is made, &c." 

This act would seem to imply that a seperate coinage for Ireland, of a type 
and standard different from that of England, was then for the first time 
adapted ; if so the coins assigned to Henry V., viz , Nos. 56, 7, 8, 9, 60 of 
Simon, could not have been struck before that period, as they differ in type 
and still more in weight from any English coins hitherto struck, as their 
weight does not much exceed twenty eight grains, whereas the English groat 
of Henry V. weighed sixty, a disparity which appears difficult to be recon- 
ciled. 

At the adjournment of this Parliament, also, we find an enactment highly 
important for us to notice ; it recites, " As there is great variance in the re- 
ceipt of the Gross, Demi Gross, and Demi Gross having the second circle 
clear and not clipped, and if any writing appears above the said circle in 
two quarters, that the Gross shall pass for five pence, and the Demi Gross 
for two pence halfpenny, and that all Deniers that pass in England, shall 
pass here for one penny farthing."

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It is nearly certain that these coins must have been of the English stand- 
ard, then sixty grains to the groat, otherwise they would not have been or- 
dered to pass at the rate of a penny more than the new groat of forty-five 
grains, and could not possibly have meant or included the groats given by 
Simon, to Henry V., and if such groats or those with the three crowns, had 
then been in existence, it would be rather strange if they were not noticed, 
their standard being so very different. 

- Let us now consider the coins themselves* and compare them with the 
English coins of the Henries. 

The first peculiarity which present itself, is the want of the Double Tressure 
round the king's head, this ornament we find on all the English groats until 
the side faced ones of Henry VII., and also on every Irish groat bearing the 
king's head, the appropriation of which is unquestioned until Henry VIII., 
from which it would appear probable, that these coins could not have been 
minted much before the last mentioned reign. 

The last peculiarity to be noticed is the cross Fourchy on the reverse, this 
kind of cross does not I believe occur in the English series except as a mint

mark, until Henry. VI I. > nor in the Irish does it I believe occur on the ap- 
propriated coins of Henry VI., nor on the coins of Edward IV., nor on the 
Groats of Richard III. struck at Drogheda; but is found on the coins of 
Henry VII. with the arched crown, and on those of Henry VIII. The Cross 
Fourchy is therefore evidence, that these coins were probably struck by 
Henry VII.; for had they been the light coins of Henry VI, struck after his 
restoration, it is probable it would have been continued on the coins of Edward 
IV. and Richard III. 

The next point for consideration is the king's title ; which on these coins, and 
also on the coins of Henry VII. with arched crown, is REX . AGLIE or 
REX . AGL. This title, used instead of Dominies Hybernie, occurs on one 
or two of Edward the fourth's Irish coins, but on most of them the latter title 
is used ; but the spelling of the word AGLI more particularly demands our 
attention. 

This mode of spelling in the English series, first occurs on thfe coins of 
Henry VII. where it is frequently found ; and still more on those of his suc- 
cessors, Henry VIII. and Edward VI.; whilst in the Irish series, although: 
used on a few of the coins of Edward IV., it does not become of common 
occurrence until the coins of Henry VII. and VIII. 
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The title, therefore, and still more the peculiar mode of spelling, it renders 
it highly probable, that - the coins of the Henries, on which it occurs, were 
not older than the reign of Henry VIL; and still more likely that they were 
not struck before the restoration of Henry VI . 

The last point I shall notice respecting these coins, is their weight, which 
will I think, furnish us with evidence not less important than the preceding. 
The weight of these coins is generally from 26 to 28 grains, which is nearly 
the same as that of the coins of Henry VII. with arched crown, whilst the 
weight of Henry Sixth's Groats, Nos. 61, 71, Simon, is from 37 to 42; and 
as the Irish Parliamentary rolls, in Simon's Appendix, Nos. 8, 9, 10, relative 
to the coinage of Edward IV. before the restoration of Henry VI., fix the 
standard of the groat at 48 and 43 grains, it is not likely that any groats 
before those reigns, weighed so little as 30 grains ; and equally improbable 
that Henry VL at his restoration in 1470, should have at once lowered the 
standard from 43 to 30 grains. 

Taking, therefore, into consideration, the act of 38, Henry VI. together 
with the peculiarities presented by the coins themselves, viz. : the want of the 
Double Tressure, the Cross Fourchy, the King's title, and the weights — we 
must I think, come to the conclusion T that these coins were minted by Henry 
VII.; each of these points of evidence appear strong, but taken together they 
are far stronger, whilst in support of the opinion that they belong to Henry 
V. or VI n there is no evidence whatever, except that they are of ruder 
work than the coins of Edward IV. and the appropriated ones of Henry VI.; 
an argument which is not entitled to much weight, when we consider the 
rudeness of the money coined in Ireland by most of the princes subsequent 
to Edward IV., and particularly that of Henry VII., with arched crown; 
whilst the Irish coins of Edward I, II, and III, and those of 38, Henry VI. » 
are of good work, and equal to the English. 

Having thus given to the coins an appropriation very different from that of 
Simon, or indeed I will admit any other writer who has noticed them, I think 
it fair to lay before my readers* the opinions of a learned friend on whose 
judgement in matters relating to the English and Irish coinage I have the 
greatest reliance, it is communicated in the following letter : — 

" My personal and intimate acquaintance with some of the most able of 
the English engravers of coins and medals, and having collected medals more 
than coins, has perhaps led me to pay particular attention to workmanship,

from my practical acquaintance with the engraving of Dies — and comparing 
those groats assigned by Simon to Henry V,, with the undoubted coinages of 
Edward IV., and Henry VII. I should say that the design and workman- 
ship of the former is so very poor, imperfect, and barbarous ; that coming 
from the same mint of Dublin, I cannot conceive them subsequent to Ed- 
ward IV., and still less suppose them contemporaneous with those of the 
arched crown of Henry VII. To me they are evidently the Jlrst Groats in 
the Irish series, the workmanship of very rude ignorant artists, who had 
very imperfect command of the graver, could design little, and execute less. 
The busts are given in masses, rather than in detail, and have more the 
appearance of being punched in with a hammer, than engraved with the 
hand. The letters are thin and uncertain, and the legends erroneous ; render- 
ing it probable, that the engraver himself could not spell. I have three before 
me ; on two the word Dublin is given DB VN LI, and on the other DVBLVT., 
the B. more resembling R, and the L turned upside down.* The crown is 
quite level. That of Henry VI. and Edward IV., rises in the centre, with 
the fleur de lis flourished. The head is encircled by a mere line, and not a 
dotted circle, and the general relief of the coin is much flatter, more like a 
dump ; contrast all this poverty and ihese imperfections, with the variety of 
designs, and the comparative elegance, freedom, and strength of engraving 
of the Dublin coins of Edward IV. and Henry VII., and 1 cannot but re- 
peat, that their appearance and fabric appear to me, to exclude them alto- 
gether, from the coinage of Henry VII. 

" This is what may be termed the internal evidince furnished by the coin 
itself, and to me completely decides the question. The array of Acts of Par- 
liament, weights of coins, &c. would be of great importance, if they applied to 
a country, which like England had a settled government, and a regular 
series of coins ; but looking to the unsettled state of Ireland, governed by 
soldiers, generally at war with the native princes, and usually in want of 
money I am no ways astonished to find the Groat of Henry V., which 
should weigh sixty grains, being issued at twenty eight ; nor at the barbarity 
of the workmanship, when we remember that it was probably the first coin- 
age, that for at least a century has issued from the mint of Dublin. 

" The coins of Edward, with the head in a triangle, are from their similarity 
of type and workmanship, probably those of Edward I. I am satisfied none

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of them are later than Edward II. I need net point out to you, the diffe- 
rence in the busts of Edward III., which enables you immediately to 
decide between his coins and those of his father and grandfather ; and to 
which there is not any approach in the triangle, Edwards. From the death 
of Edward II., to the accession of Henry V., there is nearly a hundred years, 
and after such a lapse of time, the attempt at a coinage may be expected to 
be very wretched, and so it is. Supposing as is natural, that the Irish en- 
grayer would make the current English Groat his copy, as near as his want of 
ability would allow him the copy such as we see it, is more Edward Third's 
and Richard the Second's, than Edward the Fourth's, — in the former a larger 
space waa left unoccupied by the bust than on the latter ; and where the 
artist could scarcely attempt the plain circle surrounding, the head, it is no 
wonder that he abandoned the treasure. 

"In the late discovery of the Pennies of Henry III., at Baatry, in which, 
out of 702, only 83 were Irish, we have proof, that when the Dublin mint 
was in activity, the great proportion of the circulation was English Money ; 
when, therefore, the Mint revived from her slumbers — we can scarcely term 
her a Phenix from her ashes, seeing the degeneracy of the young bird to its 
parent — the new coinage would naturally be an imitation of that in use ; and 
we find the Groats of Edward III. very abundant in Ireland. 

" You consider that the enactment of the Parliament at Drogheda, 38th, 
Henry VI., proves, that the coinage then ordered was the first from the time 
of the Edwards, — I think an opposite inference may be drawn ; the coins 
assigned by Simon to Henry V. being on the model of the English in type, 
and the inscription giving only the title of the Sovereign, as king of England, 
might probably occasion this regulation of the Parliament in Ireland, to have a 
coinage decidedly Irish; and we find that the subsequent coins, I believe always 
give the " DominusHyber",and frequently to the exclusion of the " Rpx Angl." 

" I have thus, as you desired, given the views of an unlearned practical per- 
son, — you will think I am too much biassed by outward appearances ; whilst 
I deem you too much influenced by your deep book learning. 

" I have since remarked, in General Ainalie's work on Anglo-Gallic coins, 
that the Aquitain Pennies of our Edward I. read, " Rex Agl ;" and on those 
of the Black Prince we have "Reg Agl," " Aglie and Agie," PI. 5, pages 
92, 93. — Simon, PI. 4, No. 80, gives a Dublin groat of Edward IV., inscribed* 
" Rex Agli Fr." These authorities shew, that " Rex Agl." may have b .en. 
also used in Ireland before the reign of Henry VII. 
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" Another circumstance to be considered is, that on the undoubted Irish 
Groats of Henry VII., with the arched crown ; the inscriptions on all that I 
have seen, are " Henric Dei Gra Bex AngL F." and, with the exception of 
the curious Groat in your collection, a plain broad flat cross on the reverse. 
On the early English groats of Henry VII., the inscription runs " Rex 
Anglie Z. Fr." The abreviated " Rex AgL" is used on the latter full faced, 
and afterwards on the side faced groats, 

" The disputed groats having the flat arched crown, if they were coined by 
Henry VIL, it must have been early in his reign, and the abreviated " Rex 
Agl." and Cross Fourchy used ; and then, on this hypothesis at a later period 
of the reign, we have the arched crown with the plain cross, and " Rex. 
AngL Fr." substituted, which I think improbable* 

" I do not mean to say that groats of Henry VII,, were not coined with the 
flat arched crown at the commencement of his reign, I consider the curious 
groat in your collection without a tressure, to be an early groat of Henry VIL 
The inscription is " Henricus Di. Gracia Rex. An." and the work extremely 
resembles that of those with the arched crown ; the hair of the side-locks, 
like those, touches the cheeks, instead of flowing off from them ; as on the 
disputed coins, the letters are firm and strongly made out, and it is the work 
of another period. R. S." 



HENRY VL 

Except two Parliamentary Rolls of 25 and 35, Henry VI.,* principally 
relating to O'Reyley's money, we have no document respecting the coinage 
of this reign, until his 38th year, the year before the accession of Edward IV, 

This Statute, which I have before noticed ; and which is the first we have 
of an Iriph coinage since Edward III., orders a groat of 45 grains to be struck ; 
also two other coins of base metal, viz. ; an Irlandes D'Argent to pass for 
a penny, and a Patrick to pass for the one eighth of a penny. 

No specimen of the former has I believe been yet found, and probably 
they were never struck ; but the (latter three of which were found at Trim,) 
has been published by the Rev. Mr. Butler, and to his kindness I am indebt- 
ed for the engraving of it, and for liberty to introduce it into the plates of

suggestion in which it really occurs with him, that these Patricks should more properly be assigned to 
Edward IV., as their weight agrees with those struck by that Prince. 
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At an adjournment of the same Parliament, the Irlande's D'Argent was 
ordered to be void, and a penny of similar type and proportional weight, as 
the new gross to be struck. 

This coin which is rather scarcer than the groat, appears in PL 5, No. 103, 
of this work, and two other varieties in Snelling's 1st. Ad, Plate to Simon, 
No. 16, and Editors PL No. 15. 

In Rev. Mr. Martin's cabinet is a penny, possibly of Henry V., but more 
probably of Henry VI. ; which from its weight, would seem to belong to a 
coinage preceding that of his 38th year : it bears the king's head, crowned 
with a star on the right near the neck, and the legend HENRICVS DMS 
HIBERNIE with an annulet, rev. Cross and Pellets CIVITAS DVBLINIE 
weight twelve and a quarter grains. 

This coin seems to be of the English type and standard, and although we 
have no record of any such coinage, it affords an additional reason for assign- 
ing coins of a totally different standard, to a subsequent period. 

It is also possible this penny may have been struck by Henry VI., after 
after his restoration in 1470, as it is only a quarter grain heavier, than the 
the standard of his English groats of that period. It is not probable that any 
other coins than those already noticed, were struck in Ireland by Henry VI ; 
until his restoration in 1470, in the first place the coinage I have just noticed 
of his 38th year, took place the year before the accession of Edward IV., 
in the next, the coins of Edward IV. of his first, third and seventh years dif- 
Jfer from the English in type, and it was not until his 10th year, that the En- 
lish type of the king's head, in a double Tressure, Reverse, the Cross and 
Pellets, seems to have been introduced on his coins, to which we may add that 
the coins of English type, which I am 'inclined to assign to this king, agree 
with the exception of Mr. Martin's penny, in their weight, which is generally 
from thirty to thirty-four grains, with the coins of Edward IV., struck after 
his restoration. 

To the last coinage of Henry VI., that after his restoration in 1470, may I 
think be assigned, No. 104 of this work, and No. 70 of Simon, both struck at 
Dublin ; and No. 105 of this work, struck at Waterford : the last is extremely 
rare, perhaps unique ; nor are those of the Dublin mint of common occur- 
rence, No. 69 of Simon, although bearing the flat crown, I am strongly 
inclined, from its great resemblance as to type and legend to the groats of 
Henry VII. with arched crown, to assign to the latter prince. 

G 
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It now remains that I should notice the coins of Henry, bearing the Arms 
of England, Rev. three crowns,; and which, Simon and several other emi- 
nent Numismatists have assigned to Henry VI. 

The first record we find relative to coins of this type, is that given by 
Ware, p. 215, and noticed by Simon, p. 29, from which it would appear 
probable, that 1478 was the year when these coins were first struck by Ed- 
ward IV. ; and as it is highly probable that the n on those of Henry, was 
introduced to distinguish them from those of Edward — on which neither the 
kings name or initial occurs — it will follow that these coins must belong to 
Henry VII.; and it may be observed, that the coins of Richard III., of 
similar type, together with the weight of the coins themselves, will further 
support this appropriation. 



EDWARD IV. 

The first record we have of a coinage in this Prince's reign, occurs in his 
1st year.* It was then enacted that a Maile and Quadrant of Silver, of the 
same legend and type as the new Denier, to be made in the Castle of Dublin. 

None of these Halfpence and Farthings have been as yet discovered. 

In the next year a coin of copper, mixed with Silver, was ordered to be 
struck, with a cross on one side and a crown on the other, four to go to 
a Penny ;| but no specimen of this coinage is now known to exist 

In the 3rd Edward IV.J an act was passed, confirming letters patent, 
dated August 6th, in the 1st of the king's reign* granted to Germyn Lynch, 
empowering him to coin money in Dublin, Trim and Galway, of the same 
stamp and impression as those struck under the 38th of Henry VI, at the 
rate of ten groats to the ounce, which would give forty-eight grains to 
the groat. The coins authorised by these letters patent, were the same as 
those struck under 38th Henry VI.; viz. groats and pennies, and the Brass 
Pieces called Patrick^, eight of which went to one penny, together with 
half-groats, of the same type and standard as the groat : and a new Brass 
coin, four of which go to one penny, bearing on one side a Bishops head 
and the word Patrick ; and on the other a cross, with the word Salt at or. 
Of the latter no specimen was known to exist, until one was lately discovered 
in Trim, and published by the Rev. Mr. Butler ; with whose permission I 
have introduced it into the plates of this work, No. 108.

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The act after reciting these letters patent, authorises the said Geraiyn 
Lynch, to strike the above mentioned coins, not only in the Castle of Dublin, 
and Trim, but also in the cities of Waterford and Limerick : the coins to bear 
on the side of the cross, the words " Posui Deum Adiutorem Meum," and on 
the side of the crown, " Edwardus Dei Gratia Dominus Hibernie." 

Chap. 57 recites, that according to 38 Henry VI., the cross Denier, Demi- 
Denier and Quadrant, should be struck within the Castles of Dublin, and 
Trim : and enacts, that as the people of Waterford are inconvenienced for 
want of small coins, the above-mentioned small coins should be struck also 
at Waterford. 

This last enactment must relate to the Halfpence and Farthings, as the 
other coins were allowed to be struck in Waterford by the former part of the 
act : and it may also be observed, that the Demi-Denier and Quadrant were 
not authorised by the 38th Henry VI., but by 1st Edward IV. — but accor- 
ding to the type and standard directed by 38 Henry VI. 

Before we proceed to consider the other coins of Edward IV., it may not 
be amiss to recapitulate those of his three first years, as they were in a great 
measure according to the type and standard of the coinage of 38 Henry 
VI.: and the acts authorising them are more intelligible and complete than 
those of the remainder of his reign. 

It appears by these acts, that groats, half-groats and Pennies, of the same 
stamp and standard as the coinage of 38 Henry VI., were in pursuance of 
the letters patent, granted in his first year, to be struck in Dublin, Trim, and 
Galway ; and Halfpence and Farthings of the same stamp and standard in 
Dublin. 

That groats, half-groats and pennies, at the rate of 10 groats to the ounce, 
and bearing the legend authorised by the act of his 3rd year, were to be 
struck in Dublin, Trim, Waterford, and Limerick ;*knd halfpence and far- 
things according to the type and standard, of 38, Henry VI., were to be struck 
at Waterford, and also the brass pieces of eight and four to a penny. 

Of these coins the groats of his first year, may I think be distinguished 
from those of Henry VI. of the same type and legend, by roses round the 
tressure which incloses the crown ; and of these there are two varieties, one 
haying the roses of a large, and the other of a. small size. 

We ha\e only the Dublin groats, none of Trim or Galway having been 
discovered, and I think it likely, that as Galway was only noticed in the 
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letters patent, and not in the act itself, that a coinage in this town did not 
take place. 

The pennies of this coinage, which only occur of Dublin, do not appear to 
present any mode of distinguishing . them from those of Henry VI., which 
bear the same type and legend. 

No half groats, halfpence, or farthings of this coinage, have been discovered* 

The groats of his 3rd year bear a crown in a double tressure, and the 
legend " Edwardus. di.gra. dns. Hyhernie" Reverse a large cross, and the 
legend " Posui Deum Adiutore Meu" and in an inner circle the name of the 
town ;. of these we have the groats struck at Dublin and Waterford, both Very 
rare, particularly the latter ; but none of Trim or Limerick. 

The only penny of this coinage, 1 have met with, is of the same type as 
those of Henry VI. ; and bears on the cross side " Civitas W. : the rest of the 
legend being broken off,* 

I have not met with any half groats, halfpence, or farthings of this coinage.. 

The brass coin with the head of St. Patrick, has been already noticed. 

We now proceed to notice the coins of Edward IV., struck after his 3rd 
year ; which, although far more numerous than those already noticed, present 
much more difficulties in their arrangement ; proceeding probably, from the 
loss of several records relative to these coins, and also from a variance between, 
some of the records which remain, and the coins which appear to have been* 
struck in pursuance of them. 

The first act we have after those already noticed, is that of 7 Edward IV. y 
which orders a coinage, bearing on one side a crown, and on the other a sun 
with a rose : no coins however of this type are now known to exist ; whilst 
we have specimens of two coinages without the records which ordered them :. 
viz. those given by Snelling, 1st Ad. PL Nos. 18 19, and Nos. 20, 21, 22, of 
the same plate. * 

The act 7 Edward I V.| however, refers to another act relative to the coin- 
age; viz; 5 Edward IV.; and it is therefore probable, that this act, which 
Simon says cannot be found, related to one of these coinages. 

It is also not unlikely, that the other of these coinages may in reality have 
been struck in pursuance of 7th. Edward IV., with which the reverses of

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both exactly correspond, as the obverse may have been changed by a subse- 
quent proclamation; we shall then have the coinages of both the fifth and 
seventh, Edward IV., and as Nos. 20, 21, 22, seem to have been struck sub* 
sequent to Nos. 18, 19, we may suppose the former to be the coinage of the 
seventh, and the latter, that of the fifth year of that prince. 

No. 19s (» groat) bears within a double treasure, a cross within a rose, 
EDWARD . DEI . GRA . DNS . HY . Reverse, a Rose in the centre of a 
sua, POSVI, &c. ; and in the interior circle, CIV1TAS . DVBL1N1E. 

No. 18, seems to have been the penny, the obverse differs from that of the 
groat in not having the treasure, and the reverse in having only the interior 
legend ; they are both so extremely rare, that I have never met with either. 

Nos. 20, 21, 22, which, it is material to observe, perfectly agree in weight 
with the coinage, ordered by 7th. Edward IV., bear on the obverse, the 
king's head, which on the groat and half great, is within a double tressure, 
and on the penny without it, the legend on the groat is ED WARD VS . DEI. 
GRA . DNS . HYBERN . On the half groat, EDWAR.DI .GR.DNS . 
H YB., and on the penny, ED WAR . D . G . D . HYBER . 

The reverses of these coins bear a rose in the centre of a sun, and CI VITAS 
D VBLINIE . or DVBL1N .. 

There is a piece of coin,. fSnelling. 1st Additional PI. No. 25 J which 
wants the double tressure, and reads ED WAR . R . ANGL • DN : : : : Re- 
verse, a large sun, CIVITAS .DVBLINI . As it weighs only fourteen 
grains, it may have been a pattern for a penny of this coinage. 

The coinage ordered by 7th. Edward IV., was directed to be made at 
Dublin, Trim, Limerick, Drogheda, Gal way and Carlingford ; but the coins 
just noticed, present only specimens of the Dublin mint, and even these par- 
ticularly the groat and penny are very rare. 

The coins of this prince already noticed, namely those struck before his 
tenth year, all differ in type from his English coins ; we now proceed to the 
consideration of his subsequent coinages, all of which with the exception of 
that bearing three crowns, are exactly similar in type to his English coins, 
whilst in standard they are, with the exception of that of his tenth year, 
lighter by at least one-fourth. 

10th Edward IV., 1470,* a coinage was ordered to be made, bearing on the 

obverse the king's head, and the legend ED WARD VS. DEI- GRATIA.

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REX . ANGLIE, and the legend DOMIN VS HIBERNIE. ; and the reverse 
to be like the Calais groats, five sorts of silver coins to be struck : viz ; groats, 
half groats, pennies, half pennies, and farthings ; eleven groats to go to the 
ounce ; that is about forty-four grains to the groat : the coins to be struck at 
Dublin, Trim, and Drogheda. 

11th. Edward IV., 1472,* The English groats, half groats, and pennies 
of Edward III., Richard II., and Henry IV., V., VI.; ordered to pass in 
Ireland at five pence the half groat, and the smaller coins in proportion. 

By this act it appears, that a great part of the coinage of 18th Edward IV-, 
was neither of full weight nor of fine alloy : indeed, although the Irish groats 
should weigh nearly forty-four grains, we seldom meet with any weighing 
more than thirty-five. 

12th. Edward IV., 1472.f This act recites, that there are divers coiners 
in Cork, Youghal, Kinsale, and Kilmallock ; one of them, John Fannin, 
shewing letters patent not of record : the rest making false coins without any 
authority, and orders them to be attainted ; and all letters patent shewn by 
them to be void. 

13th. Edward IV., 1473.J Enacted that the groat, half groat, penny, 
halfpenny, and farthing, be struck for the time to come, within the castle of 
Dublin . only, and in no other place in Ireland ; and that fourteen groats 
should go to the ounce, which gives about thirty-four grains to the groat. 

15th. Edward IV., 1475. || This act raises the English groat of the for- 
mer reigns to six pence in Ireland, the other coins in proportion ; and the 
English groat of the present king to five pence &c.,: and orders that all mints 
in Ireland shall cease, except those of Dublin, Drogheda, and Waterford. 

16th. Edward IV., 1476. § The silver coin lately made in Cork, Youghal, 
Limerick, and other # places in Munster, except Waterford, being neither 
lawful, or of lawful weight, is condemned, and ordered not to be taken in 
payment. 

The remainder of this act directs, the rate at which gold coins are to pass. 

18th. Edward IV., 1478. ^ — By this act, the liberties of Meath were 
restored, and power given to Lord Grey, the Seneschal, to strike all manner 
of silver coins within the castle of Trim, according to such fineness and alloy, 
as in the statute for that purpose is provided.

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The act here referred to, cannot be found, but is probably the one mentioned 
in \Vare,* authorising a coinage, bearing on one side three crowns in Pale, on 
a cross Pommete, and the legend, DOMINVS . HYBERNIE ; reverse on a 
similar cross, the arms of England, and the legend REX . ANGLIE . Z.. 

FRANCIE . 

This coinage is mentioned to have taken place in 1478 ; and if it should 

, « ... » 

be admitted, that those of Henry were marked H ., to distinguish them from 
those of Edward, most of which do. not bear his name ; it will follow that the 
former were struck after 1478, and consequently by Henry VII. 

19th. Edward IV., 1479 — This is the last act we have of this king, 
relative to the coinage, it empowers Germyn to strike coins at 4s. 6d. per 
ounce, and as Simon observes, may probably be the act under which the 
coinage of the three crowns was struck. 

Having thus recited the different records extant, from the tenth year of 
Edward IV, to the conclusion of his reign, let us now proceed to notice such 
of the coins struck under the direction of these acts, as are now known to exist. 

All these coins with the exception of those bearing the three crowns, 
being of the English type, it will be nearly impossible to ascertain now 
under what act each specimen was struck, particularly as very few agree 
with the weights ordered by the acts,, we can therefore, only class them as 
belonging to the different towns where they were struck. 

Those of Dublin present different varieties; the groats on the obverse all 
bear the legend ED WARD VS . DEI . GRA . DNS . HYBER or HYBER- 
NIE ., except one, No. 80 of Simon ; which, instead of the last two words, 
bears REX . AGL-f FRA . The reverses, which all bear the legend POS- 
VI • &c, and the name of the town, exhibit three varieties. The first, Nos. 
73, 85, Simon, bears three pellets in each quarter of the cross. The second, 
No. 79, Simon, three pellets in two quarters of the cross ; and two pellets and 
a star in the others. The third variety, Nos. 80, 81, Simon, and Ruding, 
second Suppl., PI. 16, No. 15, bears a large rose in the centre of the cross, 
without any pellets, and is highly ornamented. 

Besides these points of difference, we have others of minor importance ; 
some having roses, suns, annulets, &c, at the sides of the head, and some the 
letter G on the breast, probably the initial of Germyn Lynch. 

The mint-marks on these Dublin groats are, a plain cross, a sun, a rose,. 

and a crown : of these the first is common ; the others rather rare. 

_— — 
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The Dublin half groat, Simon, No. 89, presents the same type as the 
groats ; and the legend EDWARD . DI . GRA . DNS . HYBER ., reverse, 
POSVJ. &c, CIVITAS. DVBLINIE or DVBLIN., M. M., a sun and 
a cross ; it is much rarer than the groat. 

The Dublin pennies are of four kinds; the first, Simon, No. 91, bears on 
the obverse, EDWARD REX. ANGL. Z. FRA., and on the reverse 
three pellets, in two quarters of the cross, and two pellets and a mullet of 
five points in the others. CIVITAS . DVBLIN . 

The second variety, PL 5, No. Ill of this work; bears DOM . HYBERN 
instead of Rex. Ang. tyc. reverse a cross and pellets, with a rose in the centre 
of the cross, and the same legend as the last 

The third variety, a clipped specimen of which is given in Snelling v s first 
Ad. PL to Simon, No. 26, bears on the head side the name EDWARDVS . 
Reverse, a rose in the centre of the cross, with two points and a rose in two 
quarters of the cross ; and two roses and a point in the others. CIVITAS . 
DVBLIN . 

The Fourth variety, a badly preserved specimen, of which is given in 
Simon No. 115, presents on the reverse, a large rose in the centre of a cross 
without any pellets ; of this variety although not uncommon, I have never 
met with a tolerable preserved specimen. 

These pennies are all much rarer than the groats, but less so than the half 
groats ; the third variety, (that with the roses and points,) is indeed rather 
common ; but I have seen very few specimens of it which retained any part 
of the legend, nor have I ever seen a well preserved Irish penny of this 
king of any mint, except Waterford. 

Two halfpence of the Dublin mint, are given in Snelling's first Ad. PL 
to Simon, Nos. 23, 24, but I have never met with any of them. 

The coins of most common occurrence next to those of Dublin, are those 
of Waterford, the groats of which mint present several varieties, principally, 
however, afforded by the mint marks, letters on the breast, and ornaments 
at each side of the head ; the MM's are a rose, a cross, a sun, a cinquefoil, 
and a trefoil ; the letters on the breast G . V . and W . ; the ornaments at 
each side of the head, roses, crosses and quatrefoiL The principal varie- 
ties are exhibited in Simon, Nos. 75, 76 and 84, and Nos. 116, 117, 118 of 
this work 
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I have not heard of any half groats of this mint, but the pennies are not 
uncommon, presenting three varieties, one with, and die two without the rose 
in the centre of the cross. Nos; 1 19, 1 20, 121 of this work, the legend on 
the obverse, is generally ED WAR . DEI . GRA . DNS . HYBERNIE ; 
that of the reverse, CI VITAS .WATFORD ., but sometimes WATER- 
FORD. 

Next to the Dublin and Waterford coins, those of Drogheda and Trim, are 
of most common occurrence, the groats of the former town are of two varieties ; 
the first Nos. 74, 77, 78 Simon, bearing the cross and pellets, and the second* 
No. 82, of the same work, the rose in the centre of the cross without the 
pellets. 

No half groat of this mint has been discovered. There are two varieties of 
the penny, both rare ; the first Simon, No. 92, with cross and pellets, corres- 
ponding with the groat first named ; the second, No. 114 of this work, with a 
rose in centre of the cross, bat differing from the second variety of the 
groats in bearing the pellets. 

The groats of Trim aite all similar to No. 80, Simon, but I have not met 
with any smaller coins of this mint. 

The coins of Limerick, are much rarer than those of the mints already 
mentioned, the groat is given in Simon, No. 83 ; the half groat and penny 
in the Editor to Simon's Ad. PI. Nos. 16, 17, beside* which I have met with 
two* other varieties of the penny, both bearing the cross and pellets ; and on 
one of them, PI. 5, No. 1 15, a rose in the centre of the cross. 

The Cork mint, afthengh net tegaily recognized, is yet mentioned repeat- 
edly in the acts Greeted against unlawful coinages, a few specimens of the 
groat are known, one in Mr. Cuff's cabinet, Net 113 of this work ; another 
in Mir. SainthilVs, No* 113 ;> the former having a qtaadvefoil at each side of 
the head, the latter without these ornament*. 

The Wexford mint is not noticed in any of the records I have met with ; 
bnt a groat of its coinage ip given, in Simon, No. 93, and there is a similar 
one in the cabinet of the Rev. Mr. Butler, of Trim. 

The towns of Youghal, Kinsate, and Kihntdlock, are mentioned in the 
acts against illicit coinages ; but no specimen has been hitherto found of 
money coined at any of these places in this reign. 

The last mentioned coinage of Edward IV. , (that bearing the three crowns,) 
exhibits several varieties. The first agrees with the act noticed by Ware, 

H 
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bearing on one side the Arms of England on a cros& Pommete, and the 
legend REX . ANGLIE . FRANCIE ; and on the other, on a similar cross, 
three crowns in Pale, which the researches of a very ingenious writer, (the 
Rev, Mr. Butler, of Trim,) has lately ascertained to be the Arms of Ireland,* 
and the legend, DOMINVS. HYBERNIE . ; the half groat has sometimes 
the initial of the king's name before the word REX . 

The second variety differs from the first in bearing on the groat the king's 
name, in addition- to- the words, Rex Anglie Francis ; and on the half groat, 
the words EDWARD. DOM .HYB on one side, and on the other C1VI- 
TAS.DVBLINIE. 

Until very lately, these two were the only varieties known ; the discovery, 
however, of a large parcel of these coins in the present year, has furnished 
us with some additional and very interesting varieties. 

The first of these differs from the first of those before noticed, in bearing 
on the obverse at each side of the Arms of England, a small shield with the 
Arms of the Earls of Kildare ; (a Sal tire,) on some of these, the Arms, 
appear in form of a figure of 8, as given in Simon on one of Henry VII;, 
PI. 3, No. 65. 

The second of the newly discovered varieties, bears the legend. DOMINVS 
HIBERNIE, on both sides. 

The third exhibits the still more remarkable legend, REX. ANGLIE.. 
FRANCIE . ET . REX . HIBERNIE ; the latter title being hitherto sup- 
posed to have been first adopted by Henry VIII. 

No pennies of the new varieties have occurred to me, nor of the half groats, 
except one which bears in the usual place, the Arms of Kildare. 

The penny of this coinage only occurs without the king's name, and is rare ; 
the farthing which may possibly belong to Henry VII., is in the Dean of St* 
Patrick's cabinet, and is perhaps unique

the Rev. Mr. Butler, to shew that the three crowns were the Arms 6f Ireland. If any thing is wanting to 
remove any doubts we may have on the subject, it is afforded by the following additional evidence, 
which the Rev. and learned .writer has since discovered :— 

1st* — That Richard II. granted to Robert de Vere, permission to bear as his Arms, so long as he- 
should be Lord of Ireland, three crowns within a bordure. 

2nd.— At Henry Fifth's funeral, on the first Car were emblazoned the ancient Arms of England, 
on the second, thoBe of France and England quarterly ; on the third, those of France simply ; and on 
the fourth, three crowns on a Field Azure ; which last as Mr. Butler observes, were erroneously 
cribed by Monstrelet, who gives this description, to King Arthur. 
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About this time was probably struck, the small braps coin, PI. 6, No. 129, 
a few specimens of. which haye been discovered, it is not mentioned in any 
of the acts relative to the coinage ; it bears on the obverse, three crowns in 
a shield, EDW . &c. ; reverse, a rose and sun in the centre of a long cross, 
and the legend CI VITAS . D VBL : : ; 



RICHARD III. 

The records relative to this king's Irish coins, are extremely defective ; 
the act which Simon* notices, and speaks of as being destroyed by time and 
vermin, is evidently composed of parts of two acts, and relate to coins of a 
very different description ; the first relating to a coinage which would seem 
to have been struck according to the type and weight of that of 10th. Ed- 
ward IV., the second to a coinage similar to that of Edward IV. with the 

• * 

three crowns ; few of either coinage are now known to exist, but those we 
have, agree in type and weight with the coins of Edward IV., and it is pro- 
bable the two coinages above noticed, were the only ones which took place in 
this reign. 

Of the first coinage, (that with the king's* head,) we have the groat and 
penny struck at Drogheda, and the penny struck at Water ford. 

Of the Drogheda groat, two specimens are known to exist ; the Drogheda 
and Waterford pennies are 1 believe both unique, they are given in Snelling's 
1st PL, No. 27, and PL 6, Nos. 131, 132 of this work. 

The second coinage, (Simon, No. 96,) specimens of which aTe also very 
rare, is similar to that of Edward IV., (Simon, No. 87,) bearing the king's 
name on one side ; another variety differing only in legend, will be found in 
PL 6, No. 130 of this work. 



HENRY VIL 



No records have yet been discovered relative to any Irish coinage in this 
reign ; there can be little doubt, but that a considerable quantity of money 
was struck by this prince in Ireland, as the specimens extant that may be 
assigned to him, are very numerous.

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I have before given reasons for appropriating to him, the money bearing 
three crowns and the letter h, and sfeall now enumerate the diflerent varieties 
we have of this coinage. 

The type of all is th6 same except that some of the groats bear the arms 
of England on the obverse, and the three crowns on the reverse within a 
double tressure, others have the treasure only on the reverse , others together 
with all the smaller coins want the treasure on both sides, whilst others bear 
the arms of Kildare at each side of the royal arms. 

The legends exhibit three varieties; of the first kind, the groats bear on the 
obverse REX . ANGUE . FRANCIE or FRA . and on the obverse 
DOMINVS . H1BERNIE or HIBERN . 

The half groats REX . AN<5LIE .Z . FRANCIE reverse DOM . HI- 
BERNIE. 

The penny which is extremely rare REX . ANGLIE, reverse DOM . HI- 
BERN IE . 

As to the second variety, the groats bear on the obverse HENRIC . DI . 
GR.REX., reverse CI VITAS . DUBLINIE or HENRICVS . DK GRA- 
CIA with generally R . or REX . reverse CIVITAS . WATERFORD. 

The half groat HENRIC . DOM . OBAR . reverse CIVITAS D VBLI- 

NE. 

The penny HENRICVS : : . reverse CIVITAS DVBUNIE. The third 
variety has DOMINVS . H YBERNIE on both Bides. 

Some of the three crown money of this king which bear bis name, want 
the h on the reverse. 

I have also before endeavoured to shew that the groats with the flat crown 
assigned by Simon to Henry V., may with far more probability be given to 
Henry VII., I shall therefore conclude my account of this prince's money, by 
noticing the coins bearing the king's head with arched crown, the only ones 
which have been hitherto without question assigned to this prince. 

The groats which are rather common bear the king's head in a double trea- 
sure, and the legend HENRICVS.DI.GRA. REX AGL.FR. or HEN- 
RIC.DI.GRA.REX.ANGL.Z.FR. or HENRIC- DEI. GRA. REX . 
ANG . F . ; reverse CIVITAS DVBLINIE . no other mint being found on 
them, a few of them have an annulet on each side of the head, and the letter 
h in the centre of the cross on the reverse, and one given by Simon has a 
Boar's head in the centre of the cross, the workmanship is generally indifferent,.

but superior to that of those with the fiat open crown, the weight from tw enty 
five to thirty-two grains, but seldom exceeding thirty. 

The half groats, of which wily two or three are known, bear the arched 
crown, and the legend HENRIC . DI . GRA • R. HIBERNIE ., reverse €1- 
VITAS.DVXBUN or DVXUN; one in the cabinet of the Rev. Mr. 
Martin, has A on the neck, weight sixteen grains. 

A penny which I have no hesitation in assigning to this king, has been lately 
found, and is now m the cabinet of the Rev. Mr. Butler, it bears a large h 
under an arched crown, and the legend HEN : :, the rest defaced ; reverse 
a cross and pellets CIVITAS D : : : : 

A few of the groats with the open crown and tressure, may also I think be 
assigned to this king. No. 69, of Simon, from its resemblance to 97 of the 
same work, seems to be of this class. 



HENRY VIII. 

The Irish coins of this prince are very numerous, but the records relative 
to the coinage of them are for the most part wanting, it is probable however, 
that Simon was right in assigning No. 104, of his 5th plate * bearing the 
harp between the letters h *R . to a period of his reign preceding 1531, but 
I can discover no good reason for his assigning them to the year 1530 in par- 
ticular, Ms other groats of the same type and legend differ from No. 104, Si- 
mon ; only in bearing the numerals VIII • and the letters h . R . for HEN- 
RIC . REX ., h . A . for Henry and Anna Boleyn, h • I . for Henry and Jane 
Seymour, and h . K . for Henry and Catherine Howard, these groats generally 
weigh from thirty-five to thirty-eight grains. 

Half groats with h . A ., h . I . and h . K . have been found ; the two first 
extremely rare, particularly that with h . I •, which I believe is only to be 
found in the Dean of St. Patrick's cabinet, in which there are two specimens. 

1541. In the 33rd year of this king's reign, the title of King of Ireland 
was adopted on his Irish coins,f a new groat being struck in Ireland, bearing

t Until the discovery of the words Rer Hiberno, on some of the three crown money of Edward IV. 
it was supposed that this title was first used on the coinage of 1541. 
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the legend FRANCIE . Z . HIBERNIE REX. on the reverse; of these 
twelve went to the ounce, but the metal being base, (only nine ounces, six 
penny weights fine ;) an act was passed in England, prohibiting their expor- 
tation from Ireland.* 

1544. In the 36th year of this reign, sixpences, threepences, three half- 
penny pieces, and three farthing pieces, were for the first time struck in 
Ireland, bearing on the obverse, the king's head nearly full faced, and the 
legend HENRIC.8.D.G . AGL.FRA. or FRANC .Z.HIB. or HIB- 
NIE.REX. on the sixpences, and HENRIC.8-D . G. AGL.FR. Z. 
HIB . REX . on the threepences. The three halfpenny piece, has H . D + 
G ; ROSA . SINE . SPINE . The three farthing piece the same, except SP . 
instead of the last word. The reverse of all bear the Arms of England, with 
the legend CI VITAS . DVBLIN IE on the sixpences and threepences, and 
CI VITAS . DVBLIN . on the small coins. 

Simon /f Leake, J and Ruding,§ all mention this coinage to have been 
eight ounces fine, and at the rate of twelve sixpences to the ounce, that is 
forty grains to each, I have however in my own collection, one which 
weighs forty four grains, the usual weight is however from thirty five to thirty 
eight grains. 

The sixpences are common, the threepences rare, the three halfpenny and 
three farthing pieces probably unique. 

1546. In his 38th year, another kind of sixpence was struck, similar in 
type to his groats, with the legend on the obverse, HENRIC . 8 . D . G . 
ANGL .FRANC . ; reverse, W . ET . HIBERNIE . REX . and H . R . at the 
sides of the harp. These coins according to indenture, were to be eight 
ounces fine, and four ounces allay ; but as Simon and Ruding justly observes, 
they were only four ounces fine and eight allay. 

In the Dean of St. Patrick's cabinet is one with 37 ; and in the same col- 
lection, another with an open crown, bearing five strawberry leaves over the 
Royal Arms 

Several coins with rude and blundered legends, probably forgeries of the 
time, were struck in Ireland about this time, some of which are given in PI. 
7, and Supp. PI. 3 of this work.

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EDWARD VI. 

Ware* mentions that money was in this reign ordered to be coined in the 
castle of Dublin, and that " for want of bullion, by little and little the work 
decayed." 

It appears also,t that in the 4th year of this princes reign, an indenture 
was made with Martyn Piri, for the coinage in Dublin of groats, half groats, 
pennies and halfpennies, at the rate of 144 groats to the pound. 

Ware]; also mentions, that this king in his last year commanded by pro- 
clamation, that the Irish groats which had too mwch brass allay, should pass 
only for two pence, and although this proclamation may haye had reference 
to the base money, generally considered as sixpences, struck 38, Henry VIII., 
it seems more probable to allude to the Irish groats of Edward VI. 

From, all which evidence, it is I think certain, that money was struck in 
Ireland in this king's reign, none has however hitherto been discovered ; but 
Leake$ mentions that a groat was said to have been in the collection of the 
late Mr. Grainger.

MARY. 

1553. In this year, shillings, groats, half groats, and pennies were struck 
in Ireland ; they all bear on the obverse the Queen's bust, reverse a harp 
crowned between- the letters M.R., also crowned, the legend on the shil- 
lings and groats is on the obverse, MARIA . D . G . ANG . FRA . Z . HIB . 
REGINA ; on the half groats, MARIA . D . G . FR . Z . HIB . REGI . ; and 
on the pennies, M . D . G . ROSA . SINE : SPIN . ; the legend on the reverse 
on all is VERITAS . TEMPORIS . FILIA MDLIII, and one in the Dean 
of St. Patrick's cabinet, MDLIIII. 

Simon || says the money ordered to be struck for Ireland in 1553, was of 
as coarse and base a metal, as any made use of in the two last reigns, and 
supposes the shillings to weigh each 1 44 grains ; neither the weight however, 
nor the fineness thus spoken of, agree with those of the coins themselves ; 
the three shillings in the Dean of St. Patrick's cabinet, weigh 95£, 90, and 
75 grains, and the finest of all those I have seen, seems nearly equal to 
that of her English coins.

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Whether any of her coins were of the standard mentioned by Simon, I am 
unable to say ; but the penny in the Duke of Devonshire's Cabinet, the 
weight of which is said to be twelve grains, would induce us to suppose there 
were. 

The shillings are not uncommon, although when well preserved they gene- 
rally bring high prices ; the others are extremely rare, particularly the half 
groat and penny : the latter of which is I believe unique. 



PHILIP AND MARY. 

1554. In this year, shillings and sixpences were ordered to be struck in 
Ireland, at the rate of three ounces fine, and nine ounces allay, forty to go to 
the pound. The shillings present the king's and queen's busts, facing each 
other, with a crown over ; legend PHILIP . ET . MARIA. D . G . REX . 
ET. REGINA. ANG. or ANGL., with the date 1565 tmdier; reverse, 
a harp, crowned between the letters P. M. also crowned, PG&VIMVS* 
DEVM , ADI VTOREM . NOSTRVM . The groats are similar to <*e 
shillings in type and legend, except that the date is above the heads ; the 
groats also present a greater variety of dates than the shillings, viz.: 1555, 
6, 7, 8.: the M Ms on both are a rose and portcullis. 

1557. The English rose pennies of Henry VIIL and Edward VI. were 
to Ireland. 



ELIZABETH. 

1558. The first money coined in Ireland, in this reign were the shillings 
and groate, Simon, Nos. 116, 117; which were coined out of the bafse money 
then current in England, at the rate of forty shilling* to the lb. troy, and 
three ounces fine ; M Ms a harp aati rose. 

1561. In this year a coinage took place in Ireland of shilling* and groate* 
nearly of the same fineness as the English money ;. and of the value o£ nine- 
pence to the shilling. These coins, Simon, Nos. lift, lift, bear on the reverse 
three harps, in a shield between die date, 1S> 61, with a harp, M. M. 

Simon says the weight of the shilling was seventy and a. quarter grains* 
and that of the groat twenty-three two-thirds ; but I have a shilling which 
weighs seventy-one three-quarters ; and it is probable the full weight was at 
least seventy-two 
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* » 

1598 — 1001. In these two years, another kind of money wast coined in 
Ireland by indenture,* equally base as her first coinage, viz. three ounces 
fine and nine ounces alloy, | and consisted of shillings, sixpences and three- 
pences. Pennies and halfpennies were also included in the indenture of 
1598, but if any were struck none are now known to exist. Copper, pence 
Jind halfpence were however coined under the indenture of 1601 . Farthings 
are also mentioned in the record, but none have hitherto been discovered, and 
very probably none were actually struck, for in the proclamation in the next 
reign relative to these coins,]: the penny and halfpenny only are noticed. 

The shillings, sixpences, and threepences bear on the obverse, the Arms 
of England, with the Queen's name and titles; reverse, the Harp crowned 
Posuiy&c. The copper money differs from the silver only in having the 
shield between the letters E and R., and the Harp between the date 16 — 
01—16-^02. The MBTs are a crescent— Fleur de lis— Trefoil— Mullet- 
Martlet and Cypher. The several pieces of this coinage are given in. Simon, 
PL 6,~Nos. 120/ 1/ 2, 3, and the Editor's Ad: PI. No. 19. 

Of these coins, the shilling, sixpence, and penny are common ; the half- 
penny rare, and the threepence still more so. 

The large proportion the base money struck in Ireland bore to the fine, 
appears from Simon,§ who makes the base money of 1558 amount in weight 
to about 20,000 lbs. ; and that of 1598 and 1601, to about 90,000 lbs. ; whilst 
the weight of the fine coinage of 1561 was only 3000 lbs.

1602—3, In the first, and second years of this king's reign, a new kind 
of money was ordered to be struck fpr 'Ireland, viz. shillings and sixpences, 
nine ounces fine ;|| the base money of the last reign was at the same time 
ordered to go for one-third of its original value, and the next year, (1604,) re- 
duced still further to one-fourth, that is each shilling to go for three pence, &c 

. The shillings of this coinage have the king's bust in armour, with the head 
crowned IACOBVS. D.G. ANG. SCO. FRA. ET. HIB. REX.; re- 
verge, the harp crowned EXVRGAT , &c.^[

The M HTs on both are a Bell and a Martlet. 

1605 The legend on the Irish coins was this year changed, as on the 
English money ; the words MAG . BRIT . being used instead of ANG . 
SCO ., on the obverses of both shillings and sixpences ; and on the reverse 
of the shillings, HENRICVS. ROSAS. REGNA. IACOBVS. instead 
of EXVRGAT . &c. ; the reverse of the sixpences still exhibiting the 
legend TVEATVR., &c. 

The M.Ms. on his second coinage are a rose, martlet, and escallop shell. 

1607. The English shilling was ordered by proclamation! to pass for six- 
teen pence in Ireland. 

1613. In this year farthings of copper were ordered to be struck. These 
coins (Simon, PI. VI., No. 128,) bear on one side two sceptres in saltire 
through a crown, IACO . D . G . MAG . BRI . or BRIT . ; reverse, a harp 
crowned FRA . ET . HIB . REX ., but as they were ordered to pass equally 
current in England and Ireland, they can scarcely be considered as part of 
the Irish coinage, they have a great variety of Mint marks. It appears from 
Simon,! that in the first ten years of this reign, there was coined, in Irish 
money, £166,273 lis. 



CHARLES I. 

1625. A patent § was this year granted to Frances, Duchess Dowager of 
Richmond, and Sir F. Crane, Knt. for seventeen years, to strike copper far- 
things, which by proclamation)! were ordered to pass equally in England and 
Ireland ; they are similar in type to those struck in the last reign, legend 
CARO . or C AROLVS . D . G . MAG . BRI . or BRIT . ; reverse, FRA . 
ET .HIB. REX., with a great variety of Mint marks. Simon, PI. 6, tfo. 128. 

1635. In this year another patent ^[ was granted to Henry Lord Maltra- 
vers and Sir F. Crane, to strike farthing tokens of brass, different from any of 
the former, to pass equally in both kingdoms. 

These differed in type from the former, in the reverse bearing, instead of 
the harp, a rose crowned with a piece of brass in the centre ; legend

greatly increased, these latter weighing eighteen grains, whilst the former 
weighed only six. 

Both these coinages were ordered to pass equally in both kingdoms; but 
from their types that of 1625 only, can be assigned to the coinage of Ireland. 

.'1637. In this year it was ordered by proclamation,* that the name of Irish 
money should be abolished ; and that, hereafter, all accounts should be kept, 
and all payments made, in sterling, or English money. 

1042.* January 14th., a proclamation! having issued, encouraging his 
Majesty's loyal subjects to bring in their plate for the service of government, 
it was hastily coined into money. 

Thte coinage which is commonly called the Inchinquin money, consisted of 
crowns, half crowns, shillings, ninepences, sixpences and groats of irregular 
shape, with np pthqr type or legend except the weight stamped on them.

These weights are on the above coins stamped on both sides ; besides which 
there are groats and threepences with the weight only on one side, and on 
the other four annulets on the groats, and three on the threepences. 

There is also in the collection of the Rev. Mr. Martin, a sixpence, having 
on one side six annulets, and the weight on the other. 

There are also crowns and half crowns, having on both sides the value Vs. 
and lis. VId. These coins are all rare, particularly the ninepence and 
smaller coins. 

1043. July 8th, a second proclamation was issued, encouraging the king's 
loyal subjects to send in their plate for the purpose of being coined into 
money ; this coinage, which is commonly known by the name of the Ormond 
money, consisted of crowns, half crowns, shillings, sixpences, groats, three- 
pence^, twopences and pennies, and bears, on one side, the letters C . R . 
crowned; and on the other, the value, Vs.— lis. VId. — XIId. — VId. — III Id. 
— IIId. — IId. and Id. Of these, the crowns and half crowns are the com- 
monest, and the penny the rarest. Simon mentions that about £ 120,000 worth 
of plate was coined at this time.

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The coins usually called the Rebel's crown and half crown, were probably, 
as Simon supposes, struck in pursuance of an act ef the assembly at Kil- 
kenny in 1642 ; but, as Ruding justly observes, it is probable they were struck 
before, and not in imitation of the Ormond money. It is still more probable 
that the copper coins called by Simon, St, Patrick's halfpence and farthings, 
were also struck by the Rebels on this occasion. These last are considered 
by the Dean of St. Patrick, and other distinguished Numismatists, as pennies 
and halfpence, and I am inclined to agree with them. 

Of these coins the crown and half crown are extremely rare ; St. Patrick's 
halfpenny is also rare, but the farthing is rather common. 

1647. In this year money was struck in Cork, having on one side the word 
CORK and the date 1647, and on the other the value XIId. and VId. — 
Simon says these coins were struck in 1645 and 6 ; but probably by mistake, 
for as Ruding justly observes, those published by Simon, PL 7, No. 143, and 
in Spelling's 1st Ad. PL to Simon, No. 30, bears 1647. 

There is also a brass coin, PL 7, No. 151 of this work, which was struck in 
Cork probably at the same time as the shilling and sixpence, one side has 
neither type nor legend ; the other in a small circular compartment, the word 
CORKE crowned, it weighs fifty six grains. 

Several square pieces of brass were also a few years since dug up at Foun- 
tainstown, County Cork, two of which will be found in PL 7, Nos. 149, 150, 
of this work ; one of them bears a Castle on one side, and CORK on the 
other ; the other bears on one side two strokes probably for two pence, and a 
^hip on the other side, the date 1646 ; and I think there c?m be little doubt, 
but they were both struck at the same period and place as the coins just 
noticed. There are also several brass coins, weighing from fifty to seventy 
grains, bearing two sceptres in saltire through a crown; reverse, a harp 
crowned between C . R ., they will be found in the last Supplemental Plate. 

During the time of the Commonwealth, a great number of Town pieces and 
Tradesmen's tokens were struck in different towns in Ireland ; several of these 
are noticed in Simon and Snelling, to which I have added a few others, in 
the ninth plate to this work. 

Snelling says, the only towns which struck tokens in their corporate caj>a- 
city, were Cork, Kilkenny, and Kinsale; No. 12, however, shews that 
Limerick also struck them. 
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No. 152* of the seventh plate, is particularly worthy of notice ; it bears on 
one side the Arms of the Commonwealth, and on the other the harp, ; and 
on both sides the legend, A.CORKE FARTHING., and may perhaps 
have been struck by the government. 



CHARLES II. 

•'1^660. Charles II. on his restoration, granted a patent to Sir Thomas 
Armstrong for twenty one years, for coining copper farthings ; and all other 
forth ings were by this patent prohibited.! 

These farthings of which, as Simon justly observes, but few were probably 
Coined, bear, on one side, two sceptres in saltire through a crown CAROLVS 
II. D * G . M . B . ; reverse, a crowned harp FRA . ET . HIB . REX ., Simon, 
PL 8, No. 174. Simon says some of them weighed twenty eight grains ; if 
so, they must have been of very irregular weights, as I have a well preserved 
one which only weighs twenty two grains. 

1661. Two proclamations were this year issued,! prohibiting the issue or 
diirrency of brass or copper tokens. 

1662. A patent was this year granted § for coining groats, threepences, 
half groats, pennies, and halfpennies, which coinage was probably never car- 
ried into effect, at least no specimens have been hitherto discovered. 

Several proclamations were also issued in this reign, regulating the value of 
Foreign coins ; but as this work is intended rather as an account of the money 
actually struck in Ireland, than an essay on the currency of that country, 
1 consider it unnecessary to notice them. 

1667 — 1677. Simon has noticed the scarcity of change about this period, 
and the number of private tokens issued ; in addition to the few he has no- 
ticed, I have given a few more in the last plate to this work.|| 

1673. A proclamation was this year issued, prohibiting the making of 
tokens ; this proclamation seems to have checked the issue of these coins for 
the time, as I have not met with any date on them from 1673 to 1677 ; but in 
the last named year, many appear to have been struck, a few of which I 
have given in the last plate of this work,

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1679. In this year the Dublin halfpenny was struck, (Simon, PI. VIII. 
No. 175.) 

1680. May 18,* Letters patent were granted to Sir Thomas Armstrong 
and Colonel George Legge, to make copper halfpence for the use of Ireland 
for twenty one years ; these halfpence (Simon, PI. VII., No. 144,) weigh 
from one hundred and five to one hundred and nineteen grains, and are dated 
1680, 1, 2, 3, 4 — A halfpenny of the same type and legend, but of much 
neater execution is in my own collection ; it bears the date J 681, and weighs 
one hundred and eleven grains ; the letters are very small and it was probably 
struck as a pattern. ) 

The crown and half crown, (Snelling's 1st Ad. PI. to Simon, Nos. 36, 87 1 ) 
are generally supposed to have been struck by this king, in the interval be- 
tween his father's death and his own restoration.

JAMES II. 

1685. Oct. 23rd. t New letters patent were this year granted to Sir John 
Knox, Knt., (the Assignee of Sir T. Armstrong and Colonel Legge,) to makfe 
copper halfpence. These only differ from those of Charles II., in having the 
head turned a different way ; the dates are 1 685, 6, 7, 8 — the weights seem 
to have been very unequal, for two in my own collection weigh one hundred 
and thirty and one hundred and one grains. 

1689. June 18th. J a proclamation was issued for making shillings and six- 
pences of mixed metal; these coins commonly called gun money, being 
principally coined out of the barrels of old guns, are similar as to their 
obverse to the halfpence before noticed ; but the reverse bears two sceptres 
in saltire through a crown between the letters I and R, with the date of the 
year and value above, and the name of the month underneath.^ 

June 27th. half crowns of the same type and metal were ordered to be 
struck. 

The weight of these coins according to Simon, are as follow : —

1690. April 21, crowns of white metal were at this time struck f and 
ordered to pass for five shillings ; they are similar in type and legend, to the 
brass and copper crowns afterwards struck, except that they bear on the edge 
the words MELIORIS . TESS ARA . F ATI . ANNO . REGNI . SEXTO , 

These crowns are extremely rare. 

At the same time the shillings and half crowns were ordered to be reduced 
in size. 

1600. June Jpth-J All the half crowns of base metal, struck before the 
month of May, of this year, were called in, and ordered to be exchanged for. 
new money ; and at the same, time, crotfns of the same metal were ordered 
to be struck. 

These crowns were some of them half crowns restamped, on many of which, 
remains of the former impression are visible ; others were coined anew from 
those melted down, or other materials. Simon says§ these coins weigh from 
eight penny- weights, fifteen grains, to nine penny- weights, fifteen grains; 
but many of them weigh much less, as I have one restamped which 
weighs seven penny-weights* nineteen grains ; and another in very fine 
preservation, not restamped, which weighs only six penny- weights, nineteen 

Simon, also, gives the weight of the new or small half crowns and shillings ; 
the former, at from lour penny- w e ight s, twenty grains, to five penny- weights ; 
the latter, at from three penny-weights, two grains, to three penny- weights, six 
grains ; but I have a small half crown which weighs six penny- weights, ten 
grains, and a small shilling which weighs three penny-weights, nineteen 
grains. 

After James fled from Ireland, another kind of brass' money was struck 
by his adherents in limerick;, these are commonly called Hibernias, and

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are given in Simon, PL VII., No. 152, where also may be found, the pennies 
and halfpennies, Nos. 150, 151, 153, 176, and a silver medal, on the landing 
of James II. in Ireland, No. 154. 

The only Irish coin of this king, which remains to be noticed, is a large 
piece, in white metal, given in Ruding, SuppL, part 2, PL VI. No* II. It 
bears the king on horse-back, with two round pieces of brass on the horse, 
IACOBVS II. DEI. GRATIA.; reverse, a large crown of brass in the 
centre, MAG. BRI. FRA . ET. HIB. REX., 1689. 

Proofs in silver, and a few in gold exist, of the different pieces of the Gun 
Money ; also in silver of the pewter halfpenny, 1 690. 



WILLIAM AND MARY. 

1690. The only money struck in Ireland in the reign of William and Mary, 
are halfpence and farthings of copper ot brass, of the dates 1690, 1, 2; 3 and 
4, Simon, PL VII., No. 158. Simon speaks of pewter halfpence and far- 
things with a little speck of brass or copper in the middle, but admits he had 
not seen them ; perhaps the English halfpence and farthings may have been 
the coins alluded to. 



WILLIAM III. 

1695. The only money coined in Ireland, in this reign, were copper half- 
pence and farthings. Simon, PL VII., No. 159. 

There were a great many proclamations issued in Ireland at this time, 
relative to the coinage ; but as they only refer to English and Foreign coins, 
I shall not advert to them. 



ANNE. 

A great many proclamations relative to the currency, were issued in Ireland 
in this reign ; but no money coined there. 



GEORGE I. 

1722. A patent was this year granted to William Wood, Esq., for fourteen 
years, for coining copper halfpence and farthings for the use of Ireland ; the 
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quantity limited to be coined, was three hundred and sixty tons of copper, 
which even if struck according to the patent, would have been a loss to the 
public of upwards of £60,000; the coins, however, were lighter than the pa- 
tent, and the affair altogether made so much noise, that on a petition being 
made against this coinage, by the Lords Justices and Council, both houses of 
Parliament, and the Grand Juries of the County and City of Dublin, 
Mr. Wood in 1724, surrendered his patent.* 

Simon says that about £17,000 worth of these halfpence and farthings were 
sent over and uttered in 1722 and 1723. 

There were four varieties of the halfpence, (Simon, Nos. 160, 161, and 2nd 
Ad. PL Nos. 24, &6 ;) the farthing also is published in the last named plate, 
No. 25, and they are admitted to be the best copper money hitherto made for . 
Ireland. 



GEORGE II. 

1728 to 1736. From the want of small change, a great quantity of silver 
and copper tokens were issued by private persons, specimens of these are 
published in Snelling's 2nd Ad. PI. to Simon, Nos. 9 to 22. 

1736. To remedy this want of change, fifty tons of copper were ordered 
to be coined into halfpence and farthings for Ireland ; one sixth part in far- 
things, and five-sixths in halfpence, at the rate of fifty two halfpence, or one 
hundred and four farthings to the pound Avoirdupois. 

This money was first sent over in April, 1737. 

These coins are published in Simon, Nos. 170, 171, who gives their weight 
at one hundred and thirty four to one hundred and thirty five grains to the 
halfpenny, and sixty four to se\enty one to the farthing. The fine proof 
halfpenny of this coinage weighs only one hundred and twenty two grains. 

1741. March.f A second contract was made for one hundred tons, which 
were delivered between that and 1749. 

1750. April. A third contract was made for fifty tons, of which only 
thirty nine tons, four hundred- weight, were delivered up to July 3 1st, 1753, 
being all that was coined of that contract. 

1 760. A fourth contract was made for fifty tons, and completed in 1 762, 
all with the dies of George II.

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GEORGE III. 

1766. A contract was made for fifty tons in halfpence only for Ireland,* 
(Snelling, 2nd. Ad. PI., No. 29.) It is remarkable that Raiding, although he 
has given a specimen of it in PI. VI., No. 8, of his 2d. Supplement, takes no i 

further notice of this coinage, but speaks of that of 1769, as the first coinage 
for Ireland. 

1769. Another contract was made for fifty tons for Ireland. 

1775, 1781, 1782. Copper halfpence of these years, were struck for Ireland, j 

as appears from specimens in existence ; no such coinages are, however noticed i 

by Ruding, or any other author. 

1804. Silver tokens! for six shillings were issued by the Bank of Ireland, j 
similar to those of the Bank of England, except that the reverse of the former 
exhibits the figure of Hibernia. They are Spanish dollars restamped by 
Boulton, at Birmingham. 

1805. To remedy the deficiency of small change, and supply the want of 
a good silver currency, silver tokens for ten pence and five pence were struck ; 
the former weighing 2- 1 3th, the latter l-13th of the Spanish Pillar Dollar ; 
the dies were engraved by Mr. Pingo, and the workmanship very coarse and 
indifferent. 

1805, 1806. A copper coinage of penny, halfpenny and farthing pieces 
for Ireland, was in these years issued. 

1808. Silver tokens by Pingo the chief engraver, coined by Boulton, at 
Birmingham, for two shillings and sixpence, were issued by the Bank of Ire- 
land ; the busts similar to his previous ten penny and five penny tokens, the 
reverse to the Bank dollar of 1804. 

1813. Silver tokens for ten pence, were this year issued by the Bank of 
Ireland ; they differ from those of 1805 and 1808, in having the value on the 
reverse, within a wreath of shamrock leaves. { This alteration was made by 
the new chief engraver, Thomas Wyon ; the bust of his Majesty is an accu- 
rate resemblance ; and the workmanship and elegance of the coin, a striking 
improvement on the former tokens. In the same year, a pattern for a penny 
for Ireland, was engraved by Thomas Wyon ; the bust similar to that on his 
tenpenny token ; reverse, the harp, very elegant, but rather small.

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GEORGE IV. 

1822, 1823. In these years a coinage of pennies and halfpence for Ireland, 
engraved by William Wyon, was issued ; the harp on these coins is peculiarly 
beautiful. 

A pattern farthing was at the same time engraved by Mr. Wyon. 

This coinage closes the Irish series, and as the currency of Ireland has been 
since assimilated to that of Great Britain, it is not probable that any separate 
coinage for Ireland will be issued in future. 



Having thus noticed the different coins struck in Ireland from the earliest 
period down to the present time, it only remains to offer a few additional 
remarks on the tokens struck by towns and private persons in this part of the 
united kingdom. 

Those of the time of the Commonwealth and Charles II., have been allud- 
ed to, along with the regular coinages of these periods. Those from 1727 to 
1736, are noticed by Simon, p. 72, and his editor Snelling, pp. 6, 7, * and 
from 1736 to 1776 I do not find any one of the latter date in silver, struck 
by Alexander Morton, Armagh, is given in Conder, p. 185. 

The halfpence, commonly called Cronebane, struck in 1 789, by the Irish 
Mining Company, are the next tokens we meet with ; but from 1790 to 1795, 
they are extremely numerous ; they indeed formed at that period almost ex- 
clusively, the copper currency of the kingdom ; but as these coins, which are 
not altogether devoid of interest, have been so minutely described by Conder, 
pp. 185 to 198, any further notice would be here superfluous.

SUPPLEMENT. 



Since the greater portion of the preceding sheets was put to press, a 
considerable quantity of valuable and interesting matter, relative to the coin- 
age of Ireland, came into my hands, for which I am indebted to the Dean 
of St. Patrick's, and other distinguished collectors ; who, in addition to the 
numerous favors for which the preceding part of the work is so highly 
indebted, have submitted to my inspection numerous coins and drawings, 
of much importance to the completion of the work. 

To the Dean of St. Patrick's I feel particularly indebted;— to express 
sufficiently the obligations I am under to him would be impossible ; but when 
I mention that he not only sent me from Dublin, his most accurate and 
minutely drawn up catalogue of Irish coins, (of which he has, I have no 
doubt, the largest collection in existence,) but also sent for my inspection, 
nearly the entire of his Hiberno-Danish coins, the public may have some 
idea of how much the work is indebted to him. 

To Doctor Smith of Dublin, I have to return my best thanks, for the use 
of his most accurate and beautiful drawings, of rare and unpublished Irish 
coins, existing in several collections, as well as for his sound and judicious 
observations on several portions of the Irish coinage. 

To Redmond Anthony, Esq., of Piltown, County of Waterford, the talent- 
ed and public spirited proprietor of a very interesting collection of Irish 
antiquities I feel much indebted ; having through his means, procured some 
Hiberno-Danish coins of considerable interest. 

To the Rev. Mr. Mochler of Fermoy, I have already expressed obligations 
in my notice of the Bracteate money ; and I have again to acknowledge his, 
kindness, in submitting to my inspection several very interesting Danish and 
Irish coins. 
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To Crofton Croker, Esq., of the Admiralty, I have also to express my 
obligations, for. several notices relative to the early Irish tokens, and for 
other favors connected with this work. 

To Edward Hoare, Esq., I have to return thanks, for notices relative to 
Irish tokens ; and to William Cutter, Esq., I feel particularly obliged, for 
procuring me several most interesting Irish coins. 

Having thus briefly noticed the sources from which so much new informa- 
tion has flowed, I shall proceed to offer such observations as the discovery 
of so many unpublished coins has suggested. 

The additional information thus procured, and which has enabled me to 
add to the work four Supplemental Plates, as well as to greatly enlarge the 
Descriptive Catalogue, commences with the coins of the 3rd Sihtric, of which 
an immense variety is to be found in the cabinet of the Dean of St. Patrick's ; 
some of which are exhibited in the 1st Supplemental Plate, Nos. 1 to 13 
inclusive, and the legends of a still greater number in the Descriptive Cata- 
logue. Between these, the principal difference is in the legends, and orna- 
ments or symbols, for the types, (the common Irish,) present a singular degree 
of uniformity ; they seem to bear on the reverse, the names of various places 
of mintage, but that of Dublin is alone intelligible. 

> * 

In the Hiberno-Danish part of the Descriptive Catalogue, will be found 
many interesting varieties as to mints and moneyers of that class of this king's 
coins, which bears the word CRVX, particularly two, (Nos. 75, 76, which 
like Nos. 74, 77 already noticed, seem copied from Anglo-Saxon coins of the 
York mint, these coins are in the Dean of St. Patrick's cabinet. 

Two other coins, Nos. 71, 72, which read PVLFCEODIFMEN, and 
PVLFGER— DIFLME have supplied us with the right 'reading of the 
moneyer's name, which is given in PL I., No. 7, as PVLFLER . 

We now come to a class of coins, which the discovery of a very singular 
coin, one of the hoard found in the county of Wexford, has enabled me to 
attribute with an extreme degree of probability to Sihtric IV. of Dublin. 

This coin, Supp. pi. I, No. 15, bears the legend NINRNARDANREXD . 

That the first five letters denote the name Sihtric, will appear on reference 
to the coins of Sithric III., particularly Nos. 28, 32, 39, 46, 53, of the De- 
scriptive Catalogue. The next four letters ARDA . are of unusual occur- 
rence, but I have no doubt are intended for the Irish word, signifying tall; an 

interpretation the more probable, as we find in the Irish annals 960, &c, that 
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another of the Sihtric's, was called " Cam, the Hunchback, or crooked." 
The other letters NREXD, signifying " Normannorum Rex Dyfli" 

The occurrence of this coin amongst a hoard, which from the numerous 
specimens I have seen, does not appear to contain any of the different classes 
attributed to Sihtric III., whilst the Anglo-Saxon coins, found with them, 
are almost all of the Confessor, seem to mark the period of its mintage, as 
about the time of the reign of the last named prince, which commenced about 
the termination of that of Sihtric IV., and when we add to this evidence, 
that this coin, and the numerous class to which it belongs, are very different 
from the coins of Sihtric III., there can scarcely exist a doubt that these coins 
belong to Sihtric IV. 

A possibility may indeed seem to exist, that they may belong to Sihtric II. 
of Waterford, 1020 to 1023 ; but the D which we find afterthe word REX 
on No. 15, and the attempt at the word DIFLIN which we find on Nos. 20, 
22, 23 ; render the appropriation to Dublin, far more probable. 

In the Dean of St. Patrick's cabinet, is a coin, No. 16 of the same plate, 
which is nearly similar to that just noticed, but the A at the beginning and 
end of the word ARDA composed (like that letter on the coins of the Norman 
Williams,) of strokes nearly perpendicular, and not connected at the top, and 
the legend consequently more difficult to interpret. 

An examination of the following coins of the same plate, and the three first 
of plate 2, will satisfy the reader, that they were all struck about the same 
time, and must be assigned to the same prince ; we find on them the king's 
name, expressed in the same rude, and often a still ruder form, and sometimes 
followed by the letters AR, whilst the E on the king's neck, and in one angle 
of the cross, the S on the reverse of others bearing precisely the same legend, 
the uncommon form of certain letters, particularly the D on the reverses of 
Nos. 17, 21, 27 ; and the S on the last, and the circumstance that most if not 
all of these coins were found in the same hoard ; link these coins so closely 
together, as to leave no doubt of their appropriation. 

The next coins to be noticed, are those of Ifars III. 1050 ; to which prince 
I have assigned the coins in the second Supplemental plate Nos. 28 to 32, 
inclusive. 

No. 28, as to obverse is exactly similar to PL I., No. 22 ; but the reverse is 
totally different, both as to type and legend. The type is copied from one of 
the Confessor's, Ruding No. 33 \ but the legend is unintelligible \ these coins 
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were part of the Wexford hoard, and their similarity to the Confessor's coins, 
forms as I before observed, a strong reason for appropriating them to Ifars III, 
who was one of his contemporaries. 

Nos. 29, 30, several specimens of which occurred amongst the Wexford 
coins, I have no hesitation in assigning to the same prince. One of these 
coins appears in PI. 1, No. 16, and is there assigned to Ifars II., but the reader 
will I believe agree with me in opinion, that they are far more likely to belong 
to Ifars III., Nos. 31, 32, seem also to belong to the same prince ; a rude at- 
tempt at the king 's name, evidently appears on them, and the appropriation is 
still further strengthened by their resemblance to Nos. 29, 30, just noticed. On 
No. 31, the cross in one angle connects this coin with Nos. 29, 30, whilst No. 32 
is connected with 31, by a similar cross behind the head, and by the legend of 
both obverse and reverse, which bears a strong resemblance to those of No 31. 

Nos 33 to 38, inclusive, evidently belong to the same class which I have 
assigned to Regnald III. That they all belong to a prince of the name of 
Regnald, will I believe on an examination of their legends be admitted, and 
that they belong to Dublin and not to Waterford, Nos. 36, 37, 38, afford the 
strongest evidence. Since the early part of this work was put to press, many 
coins of this class have occurred to me, which whilst they further strengthened 
the appropriation to some Dublin prince of the name of Regnald, rendered it 
on the other hand rather more uncertain to what prince of that name they 
should be assigned ; amongst the Wexford hoard, also many coins were found, 
which, although not properly coming within this class, bear some resemblance 
in legend, and still more in type and workmanship to those we are now consi- 
dering, and as these Wexford coins seem all to belong to the middle of the 
eleventh century, we are almost compelled to suppose that these Regnalds 
belong to the same period. 

In the third Supplemental plate of this work, No. 39, I have given one of 
these Wexford coins, which comes nearest in legend and type to those we are 
considering, that the reader may judge for himself, whether it belongs to the 
same class, if it does, the appropriation to Regnald, 1 1 25, will fall to the ground 
and we are compelled to look to the middle of the eleventh century, for some 
Dublin prince of that name, and as none such appears in history from 980 to 
1 125, to suppose that Regnald II. of Waterford, might have laid claim to the 
sovereignty of the Danes of Dublin ; a circumstance for which there seems 
to be some foundation, as all the Irish annals mention that he was slain in 
Dublin, by Sihtric the Danish king of that place. 
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In the Dean of St. Patrick's collection, I have discovered two coins, Supp. 
PL 2, Nos. 40, 41 ; which differ from that before given in PL 2, No. 33, and 
yet bear so strong a resemblance to it, that it is evident they all belong to the 
same prince* 

The appropriation of No. 33 to Oicter, seems to be weakened not only by 
the observations I have just made on the coins of ilegnald, to which those 
attributed to Oicter, bear some resemblance; but by the legend of the two 
last discovered coins, which read OIEINI, whilst No. 33 reads OICTNI, if 
however, the coins of Regnald, should be considered to belong to 1125, I should 
still be strongly of opinion, that those I have assigned to Oicter, were rightly 
appropriated, particularly as the three coins all seem to exhibit an attempt 
at the same name. 

In the same Supplemental Plate, No. 42, 1 have given one of the Limerick 
coins, four of which I have exhibited in PL 2, Nos. 37, 38, 39, 40, and as- 
signed to liars II. of that place, from their appearing to bear the name of 
I fere, and from a great number of them being found in that neighbourhood, 
that I have now given, differs from the former in bearing at the end of the 
legend the latters DM . DI which would seem intended for Dominus Difli> 
but the repetition of the same letters is so uncommon on Hiberno-Danish coins, 
that the two last letters, may be only a repetition of the preceding ; whilst the 
period of their mintage, which seems equally remote from that of the coins 
of the first and second Ifars of Dublin, and their being found in and about 
Limerick, would lead us to suppose the appropriation of them to that place 
had at least a probability of being right. 

The full faced coins which are given in the third Supplemental Plate, have 
many of them been generally considered as amongst the earliest of the Hiber- 
no-Danish coins; but 1 have already given reasons for assigning them to a 
much later period, and I think it probable they were rather struck by the 
native Irish princes than by the Danes, whose power in the twelfth century 
was greatly on the decline* 

Some of these coins were prepared for the original 3rd Plate ; but as I 
thought it better to exhibit them together, and that Plate was not engraved 
until after the four subsequent, I reserved them all for the Supplemental 
Plate. 

Having thus briefly noticed the most remarkable of the Hiberno-Danish 
coins which have lately come under my observation ; I shall conclude by 
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offering a few remarks on such of the coins struck in Ireland after the arrival 
of the English, as occurred too late to notice in their proper places. 

Amongst these, I consider the Bracteate coins of which I have since met 
with only the three additional varieties given in the 3rd Supp. PL, Nos. 62, 
63, 64 ; but as many of this hoard are supposed to be dispersed, several varie- 
ties may probably still occur ; sufficient have however been discovered to 
prove the period of their mintage, they being evidently copied from coins of 
the English princes, from William I. to Henry III. 

The 3rd Supp. Plate, contains some unpublished varieties of the coins of 
John, Henry III, Edward I, and Edward IV. ; the latter including a variety 
of the Patrick, different from that given in Plate 5, No. 108, and the unique 
crown penny from the Dean of St, Patrick's cabinet. 

The 4th Supp. Plate, contains a variety of the fine crown groat of Edward 
IV. ; the unique half groat of the same prince with king's head, reverse, 
rose and sun, from the collection of Lieut. Col. Weld Hartstonge, and a 
small brass coin which seems to belong to Edward IV., but of a coinage of 
which we have I believe no account. 

Some varieties of the three crown money of Edward IV. and Henry VII., 
are also exhibited in the same Plate ; they are part of the hoard discovered 
in the county Meath, which must have contained a great number of interesting 
coins, as from the small number which came into my hands, I not only ob- 
tained the specimens in this Supp. Plate, but also nearly the entire of those 
contained in Plate 6. 

Several varieties of the large brass pieces of Charles I., probably siege 
pieces are also exhibited ; they are in the collections of the Dean of St. 
Patrick's, Mr. Warren, of Dublin, and Rev. Mr. Mochier, of Fermoy. 

The interesting square brass coin in the same plate, the property of the 
last named gentleman, seems to belong to the class of Cork Siege Pieces of 
the time of Charles I. One side of it is nearly similar to No. 150 of the 7th 
Plate, and the date 1646 on the other side, is also the same. From the letters 
YT ., it would seem to have been struck at Youghal.

This mutilated coin, which may perhaps be similar to No. 16, only 
exhibits two Annulets, with forked tails, and another surrounded with 
Pellets.

ACCOUNT OP SOME 



OF THE 



PRINCIPAL HOARDS OR PARCELS OP COINS DISCOVERED IN IRELAND, 

WITHIN THE LAST FEW YEARS** 



1824. A great quantity of Gold and Silver Coins, with numerous Gold Rings, were dug 
up by the river side, beneath the Castle of Kilgobbin, on the river Bandon.f 

1824. A large parcel of Coins were sold in Cork, said to have been found at Blarney, 
county Cork ; the best of which were selected by the late Major Hobart, they consisted 
principally of the Calais and London Groats of the Henries ; a few smaller coins of the 
same reigns and mints, and some Scotch Groats of David II. and Robert IL, one of the 
latter struck at Dundee. 

1825. At Gill Abbey near Cork, a full faced Halfpenny of John, (Norman on Div.) was 
found together with an antique seal, published in the Gentleman's Magazine, for November 
1829, they are both in the Authors possession. Several other coins have been at different 
times found in the same place, particularly the rare Canterbury penny of Henry VII., with 
arched Crown also in possession of the Author, an Irish Penny of Elizabeth, &c. &c. 

1830. A large hoard of coins was dug up in a field near Youghal, they amounted in 
weight to between three hundred and four hundred ounces, for which the countryman who 
brought them, received from a Silversmith in Cork, £85, the number of coins was probably 
eight thousand, all pennies except about forty halfpence. The late Mr. Leyburn, in Cork, 
had the picking of them, and after him, another gentleman in Dublin ; after which the re- 
mainder were melted. Those selected by Mr. Leyburn, were mostly English and Irish pen- 
nies of Edward I. and II., the English being by far the most numerous ; there were also 
nearly two hundred pennies of Alexander III. of Scotland, a few of John Baliol and 
Robert, and a considerable number of Foreign Sterlings, some unpublished ; the only very 
rare coins amongst them, were a Dublin penny of Edward 1% without the triangle, and a 
Cork halfpenny of the same Prince.J 

1833. A parcel of Hiberno-Danish coins were found near Limerick, the number I was 
informed was about one hundred and seven or one hundred and eight ; six of them are given 
in the plates of this work, viz. PL 2, Nos. 37, 38, 39, 40, 47, and Supp. PL 2, No. 42, and 
I believe the greater part of the parcel were similar.

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1833. A eoitt of Eric, king of Northumberland, was dug up in Cork, it is similar to 
Ruding, No* 3, and reads ERIC REX. NO M it is in the possession of the Author. 

1834. Two triangle farthings of John, and the small coin inscribed Crux, on one sioV, and 
Patriot on the other, supposed to be struck by the same Prince, were found at Arklow, 
County Wicklow. 

1834, In the Autumn of this year, about three thousand silver coins were dug up in the 
demesne of Lord Bantry, at Sea View ; they consisted of the English pennies of Hemy HI. 
with long cross, together with from one to two hundred of the Irish pennies of the same 
reign ; a few Scotch of Alexander II., one of them struck at Dunbar and another at Glas- 
gow, and at least two of William the Lion,* 

1835. A Hoard of coins was found by a countryman near Talfagb, they were principally 
copper of Charles IL, James 1L, William and Mary, and William HI., and a few St. 
Patrick's halfpence, a few silver were with them— English from Charles I. to William HI.— 
French of Lewis XIII. and XIV., and Spanish of Charles II. 

1835. At Fountainstown near Cork, a parcel of brass Siege Coins were found, they are 
of a square form, and appear to have been struck at Cork and Youghal about the year 1646, 
they all fell into the hands of the late Mr. Leyburn, two of them are engraved in PI. J ', Nos. 
149, 150 of this work. 

1837. In the Spring of this year, a large Hoard of silver coins was dug up at Dunbrody 
Abbey, County Wexford ; they consisted of between one thousand and eleven hundred 
Anglo-Saxon coins mostly of the Confessor, but including three or four of Harthacnut and 
several of Harold I. ; besides the Anglo-Saxon, the hoard consisted of from two hundred to 
three hundred Hiberno-Danish coins of the 11th century of various types, but mostly of the 
common Irish one ; about sixty of them fell into the Author's hands, they consisted of one 
of Harold I., twelve of the Confessor, and the rest Hiberno-Danish, including several of 
Sihtric IV. and Ifars III. The principal varieties of the Hiberno-Danish, will be found in 
the following Plates of this work —

1837. In the Spring of this year a large parcel of Gun Money, all small shillings of May 
1690, was dug up near Rathcormack, County of Cork. 

1837* A large parcel of the base silver coins of Philip and Mary and Elizabeth, was found 
near Cork, amongst them were some of the shillings of the former reign, but in a very bad 
state of preservation. 

• A more detailed account of a large portion of these Coins, will be found In tbe Gentleman's Magazine lor 183$, 
in a letter from Mr. SaintbilK 
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1837* In the neighbourhood of Bally tore, County Kildare, a parcel of Anglo-Saxon coins, 
was found in number about sixty, including one of Rcgnald, some of Anlaf, &c, they are now 
in the Cabinet of the Dean of St. Patrick's. 

1837- In the Summer of this year, a very large Hoard of the Groats of Edward III. was 
found near Cork. 

1837. In the Summer of this year, several hundred silver and a few gold coins, were found 
in the neighbourhood of Fethard, County Tipperary, the silver were almost all of the reign of 
Charles I. principally Half Crowns, with a few of James I., the gold were mostly Spanish, 
most of the coins composing this hoard were extremely common and uninteresting, 

1837* Nov, A large quantity of Bracteate money, varieties of which are exhibited in PI. 
4, Nos. 74, to 88, and Supp. PL 3, Nos. 62, 63, 64 ; was found by a farmer named Richard 
Nolan, on the lands of Curraghmore, near Castle-Lyons, part of the estate of John Hyde, 
Esq, and within a few hundred yards of the place where the battle was fought by Lord Castle- 
haven, called by Smith, Vol* 2, p. 157* the battle of Castle-Lyons; the quantity found was 
said to amount to two or three baskets full, but it is supposed the greatest part was melted 
down as not more than about sixty came into the possession of the Cork collectors* 

About two fields from the place just mentioned, four coins were since found, viz. a London 
Groat of Edward III., a groat of Edward IV. of the same mint, and two .York pennies of 
Edward IV., one of them having the letter E at one side of the head, and a Rose at the 
other. 

1838. In the Spring of this year, a large parcel of silver coins, weighing altogether twen- 
ty or thirty ounces, came into the possession of a Silversmith in Dublin, they were found iu 
the County Meath, and were most of them the three Crown Money of Edward IV, and Henry 
VII., several of them came under the inspection of the Author, who discovered amongst them 
the hitherto unpublished varieties noticed in this work, one of Richard III. occurcd amongst 
them. 

A small parcel of the full faced Halfpence of John were sold in Dublin at the same time, the 
Moneyer's names on them were Norman cm Dive, Rodbtrd on Dive, Rodberd on We. 

1838. Three coins of Eadgar were found near Dalkey, County Dublin, all different types, 
on two the Moneyer's name is Fa*tolf y and on the other Brid, a name which has not hitherto 
occurred amongst the Moneyer's of this prince* 

In addition to the discoveries just mentioned, I have also noticed the following, the date or 
particulars of which I was not able to ascertain. 

A large parcel of coins of Sihtric HI. and the Irish imitations of the coins of Ethelred* 
were found a few years since at Clondalkin County Dublin, they were of that class which 
bears the word CRVX in the angles of a short double cross on the Reverse. Most of the 
varieties of this hoard will be found in Plates 1 and 3 of this work, few of these coins were 
known until this discovery. 

At Kilmallock, County Limerick, a large parcel of silver coins was found a few years since, 
waangst which were the Waterford Penny of Richard IIL, PL 6, No. 132, of this work, and 
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several pennies of Edward IV. struck at London, York, Durham, Dublin, Drogheda, lime- 
rick and Waterford, a few of which appear in Plates 5 and 6 of this work, Nos. Ill, 114, 
115, 120. 

About the year 1816, four pieces of pewter, together with one of the little Brass coins 
called Patrick's, were dug up at Youghal, the former, two of which are circular and two tri- 
angular, are nearly as thin as hammered money, and bear on both sides the mark of having 
been squeezed in some instrument like a vice, they are in the possession of Croftou Croker, 
Esq. and appear in the 5th. Supp. Plate of this work, the Patrick was presented by that 
Gentleman, to Sir H. Ellis, who gave it to the British Museum. 

A small parcel of Anglo-Saxon coins was found a few years since at Glendalough, County 
Wicklow, they are coins of Eadmund, Eadred, Edwy, and Edgar, all without the head, and. 
more particularly described in the Gentleman's Magazine for August 18S6, in a letter from 
Mr. Sainthill. 

In Donough Henry Parish, County Tyrone, was found in a bog, a small chalice full of sil- 
ver coins of the Danish Princes, many of which are now in the collection of R. C. Ankettel, 
Esq.* 

On the Curragh Estate, County Limerick, numerous Brass coins of the reign of James I. 
were found, t 

On the Farm of Killeagh near Middleton, County Cork, numerous silver coins of the time 
of Elizabeth, were found. % 

In the demesne of Great Clonard, County Wexford, were found various coins of Crom- 
well's period.§ 

Bathmullen, County Down. Curious coins, and massive gold ornaments were recently 
dug up near the old church. || 

In the Foss of Iisnegade, County Down, many silver coins were found by Mr. Trevor, with 
various antiques, flint spear heads, &c.^[ 

In Ballymoyer Parish, Armagh, were found ancient silver coins, now in the possession of 
Mr. Synot, Ballymoyer Lodge.** 

In SlygufF Parish, Carlow, on the grounds of Watersland, is a field called Silver Park, from 
the great number of silver coins and ornaments dug out there, with spear heads, urns, &c ft 

At Dunamase, Queen's County, small silver coins of the early Irish King's, have been found 
on the site of the Ruins. %% 

At Enniskeen Parish, County Cavan, on the summit of some hills great quantities of money 
and of ancient military weapons, have been dug up at various times, §§ 

At Fontstown, King's County, about two years since, a coin of Ethelred was found. |[[j 

Coins of Anlaf, Alfred, Athelstan, and Edgar, have been found in and about the city of 

Armagh. Iffl

At Trim, County Meath, several coins have been found within the last few years ; some of 
the most remarkable have been published by the Rev. R. Butler, and with his permission, 
copied into the Plates of the present work. (PL 5, Nos. 102, 108 — PL 6, No, 129, and 
Supp. PL 4. Nds. 91, 92.) Mr. Butler thinks and I believe justly, that the two first were 
probably struck at Trim. 

1825. During the Winter of this year, a large parcel about two hundred of the Irish Far- 
things of Charles I. with a few of James I. and Charles II., was found by a man of the name 
of Cronin, on the Estate of Edward Hoare, Esq. of Factory Hill, in the Parish of Iveleary, 
near the Lake of Gougane-barra, County Cork.

Whilst the last few Sheets of this Work were going through the Press, a few Coins have 
come under my inspection, which I thought it right to publish in a fifth Supplemental Plate ; 
and as they are with one exception, unnoticed in the preceding pages, a few observations on 
them may be necessary. 

No. 1, which belonged to the Wexford hoard, bears a legend, RNI1NLDIIRI ., which seems 
intended for Regnald, and differs but little from those Coins, the appropriation of which are 
a subject of so much doubt and difficulty. The occurrence however of this Coin, amongst so 
many of the middle of the eleventh century, must be regarded as a strong additional reason 
for assigning most, if not all of these Coins bearing the name of Regnald, to some Prince of 
that period. 

No. 2 seems to belong to that class which I have assigned to Ifars III., and given 
in 2nd Sup. PL, Nos. 29, 30, but the legend is still more irregular and uncertain ; this, and 
No. 3, also belonged to the Wexford hoard, and are in the collection of Edward Hoare, Esq. 

No. 4. This Coin was one of those found at Clondalkin, noticed amongst the discoveries of 
Coins, p. 136 ; it is very rude and the legend irregular ; that part of it which seems to express 
the name of the town, reads LI VII, probably intended for LVNI, a name which occurs on 
the Irish Coins of Sihtric and Ethelred ; it may however be a rude attempt at the word CIVIT. 
The moneyer's name occurs on the English Coins of Ethelred, of which this Coin is probably 
an imitation. 

No. 5 resembles No. 19, of Mr. Duane's Plate, but the latter, (perhaps imperfectly drawn) 
appears to exhibit on the reverse a Single Cross. 

No. 6 is a variety of the rude Coins, (probably ecclesiastical) which appear in PI. 3, Nos. 68, 69* 

No. 7 is a variety of the Round Faced Halfpence of John, exhibiting the word DOMIN. 

No. 8. This very curious and interesting Coin, which is of Brass, and weighs 52 grains, 
presents on the obverse a Crescent and a Blazing Star, similar to those which appear on the 
Pennies of John, whilst the reverse would seem to be the work of the time of Henry III., in 
whose reign* it was probably struck ; it is in the Cabinet of the Dean of Lismore, to whom 
I am indebted for a drawing of it. # 

No. 9, which I would assign to Henry VI., weighs twenty nine and a half grains, and chiefly 
differs from those enumerated in the Descriptive Catalogue, (p.p. 79, 80,) in having a Quatrefoil 
M. M., and a Star at each side of the head. 

Nos. 10, 11, 12, 13, are the Pewter Pieces noticed in p. 136, as having been found at 
Youghal ; and for the drawings and account of which I am indebted to T. Crofton Croker, Esq. 
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No. 14 is a Sixpence of Henry VIII., bearing the date 37 ; it is the same as No. 30 of the 
Descriptive Catalogue. 

No. 15 is a Farthing of Charles I. differing from those published in the position of the 
letters on the obverse, and in bearing the M. M. under the Crown. 

No. 16. This curious variety of the Voce Populi Halfpence, (for the inspection of which 
1 am indebted to Mr. Hoare) exhibits a P before the face, and illustrates Pinkerton's remark, 
that the Portrait on these Coins seems intended for that of the Pretender ; it is a very neat 
Coin, perhaps a Pattern, 

Nos. 17, 18, are specimens of the Leaden Tokens, struck at Cork between 1809 and 1813, 
and given in the list of Tokens. 

I cannot conclude without returning my best thanks to Edward Hawkins, Esq., Keeper of 
the British Museum, for a descriptive list of Patterns and Proofs in that grand National 
institution; many of which are not to be found in private Cabinets.
